Sir, — I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  accompanying  reports  respecting  the 
various  organizations  constituted  to  undertake  contracts  of  insurance,  Indemnity 
or  guarantee  in  the  Province  of  Ontario.  Of  these  insurers  the  Ontario  Insurance  Act 
(R.S.O.,  1897,  c.  203)  distinguishes  the  following  divisions: 

A.  Registered  Dominion  Licensees:  being  Insurance  Corporations,  Companies  or 
Underwriters  operating  under  or  by  virtue  of  the  Insurance  Act  of  Canada  and  registered 
by  the  Province  of  Ontario,  for  the  transaction  of  insurance  in  the  Province. 

B.  Provincial  Licensees:  being  Insurance  Companies  licensed,  inspected  and  regis- 
tered by  the  Province  of  Ontario,  for  the  transaction  of  insurance  therein. 

C.  Registered  Friendly  Societies:  being  Societies  registered  by  the  Province  of 
Ontario  for  the  transaction  of  insurance  therein. 

Of  these  divisions,  the  Companies  comprised  in  Division  B  (Provincial  Licensees) 
are  alone  inspected  by  the  Province,  and  are  here  reported  on  in  the  usual  form  and 
with  the  usual  financial  details  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Ontario  Insurance  Act. 

All  of  the  Companies  in  Division  A,  except  Ocean  Marine  Companies,  make  financial 
statements  annually  to  the  Dominion  of  Canada;  and  those  statements,  as  revised  by 
the  Dominion  Superintendent,  can  be  found  in  the  Superintendent's  detailed  Annual 
Report.  The  balance  sheets,  therefore,  printed  here,  under  Division  A,  are  limited  to 
those  of  Ocean  Marine  Companies. 

The  report  upon  Division  C  (Friendly  Societies),  made  on  the  26th  of  January,  1893, 
related  to  their  mode  and  place  of  incorporation;  the  statutes  and  instruments  under 
which  the  Societies  were  constituted,  and  those  toy  which  they  are  now  governed;  the 
kind  of  insurance  or  insurance  benefits  undertaken;  that  report  also  showed  inter  alia 
whether  or  not  the  certificate  holders  generally  are  secured  by  a  surplus  fund;  and.  if 
a  surplus  fund  is  maintained,  whether  any  of  this  surplus  is  held  in  Ontario,  if  any,  how 
much,  ihow  invested,  and  by  whom  held  and  controlled. 

The  present  report  upon  Division  C  contains  in  substance  the  Annual  Statements 
for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1909,  made  by  the  Friendly  Societies  to  the  Insur- 
ance Department  of  Ontario,  under  section  96  of  the  Ontario  Insurance  Act  (R.S.O.,  1897, 
c.  203). 

In  order  to  prevent  unnecessary  delay  in  publication,  the  three  Divisions  have  been 
placed  simultaneously  in  the  printer's  hands — the  pages  of  the  several  Divisions  being 
distinguished  toy  the  Division  letter  prefixed.  Division  indexes  have  been  inserted  at 
the  end  of  the  volume.  These  indexes  show  the  Companies  and  Societies  standing  regis- 
tered at  the  dates  therein  mentioned.

I.  CONSTITUTIONALITY  OF  THE  DOMINION  INSURANCE  ACT. 

(R.  S.  C.  1906,  Chap.  34,  Sec.  60.) 

Police  Court — Province  of  Quebec,  District  of  Montreal. 

THE  KING  v.  WILLIS  FABER  AND  CO. 

Hon.  Seth  P.  Leet,  Sitting  as  Magistrate.]  [24th  November,  1909. 

[From  the  Montreal  Chronicle,  Banking,  Insurance  and  Finance,  dated  Montreal, 

November  26th,  1909,  page  1747.] 

Judge  Leet,  sitting  as  a  magistrate  at  Montreal,  on  Wednesday  of  this  week  (Wed- 
nesday, November  24th,  1909),  dismissed  the  case  of  The  King  vs.  Willis  Faber  &  Co. 
— a  case  brought  under  section  60  of  the  Insurance  Act,  being  Chapter  34  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  Canada  (R.  S.  C.  1906,  c.  34,  s.  60). 

The  accused  (a  business  corporation  having  its  head  office  in  London,  England, 
and  a  branch  office  in  the  city  of  Montreal,  Canada),  is  charged  with  having  delivered 
receipts  and  policies,  and  having  collected  premiums  for  a  non-licensed  insurance 
company,  viz.:  The  Lloyds,  of  London,  England. 

The  following  were  the  facts  of  the  case:  The  James  Walker  Hardware  Company, 
Limited,  of  Montreal,  not  being  satisfied  with  the  rate  of  insurance  they  were  paying, 
instructed  their  brokers,  Messrs.  Hare  &  Mackenzie,  to  see  if  insurance  could  not  be 
obtained  at  a  less  rate  than  they  were  paying.  Messrs.  Hare  &  Mackenzie  approached 
the  manager  of  the  accused  company  in  Montreal,  with  the  result  that  an  insurance 
of  ten  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-five  pounds  was  placed  with  what  is  kno  wn 
as  "Lloyds,"  London,  which  company  is  not  licensed  under  the  Insurance  Act. 

Three  Gi'ounds  of  Defence. 

The  accused  raised  three  points  of  defence:  First,  that  they  represented,  or  were 
the  agents  of  the  insured,  and  not  of  the  insurer. 

Second. — That  The  Lloyds  is  not  a  company  within  the  meaning  of  the  Insurance 

Act. 

Third. — That  the  Insurance  Act  is  ultra  vires  and  especially  the  provisions  therein 
prohibiting  any  person  from  delivering  receipts,  or  policies,  or  collecting,  or  receiving 
premiums  for  an  insurer  who  has  not  been  licensed  under  the  Insurance  Act. 

Judge  Leet  ruled  as  follows  regarding  these: 

As  to  the  first  point,  I  am  of  opinion  that  it  is  not  good.  The  head  office  of  the 
company  accused  have  an  agreement  in  writing  with  certain  members  of  The  Lloyds, 
copy  of  which  is  produced,  as  exhibit  No-  1,  for  the  prosecution.  This  agreement  sets 
forth  the  total  amount  for  which  the  subscribers  thereto  will  become  jointly  liable,  and 
certain  other  conditions  as  to  risks,  rates  and  commissions,  and  contains  among  others, 
this  clause:  "Risks  to  attach  from  date  of  mail  or  other  advice  from  W.  F.  &  Co., 
Limited,  Montreal,  to  W.  F.  &  Co.,  Limited,  London." 

Messrs.  Hare  &  Mackenzie,  who  were  the  insurance  brokers,  for  the  insured,  went 
to  the  accused  as  representing  The  Lloyds,  and  through  them  placed  the  risk.  The 
receipt  and  policy  were  delivered  by  the  accused  to  Messrs.  Hare  &  Mackenzie,  and  the 
premium  was  paid  through  Messrs.  Hare  &  Mackenzie  to  the  office  of  the  accused  here. 

First  point  not  sustained. 

It  is  impossible,  therefore,  to  come  to  any  other  conclusion  than  that  whatever  the 
accused  did  in  this  matter  here,  they  represented  the  insurers  rather  than  the  insured- 
Whether  they  were  agents  of  the  insurers  in  the  ordinary  sense  or  not,  is  immaterial 
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under  the  wording  of  the  section  in  question,  as  there  is  no  doubt  that  they  delivered 
the  receipts  and  policies  and  collected  the  premium  for  the  insurers,  who  were  not 
licensed  under  the  Insurance  Act. 

As  to  the  second  point,  that  the  insurers  are  not  a  "  company  "  within  the  mean- 
ing of  the  Act.  By  the  terms  of  the  policy  it  is  declared  "  that  we,  the  insurers,  do 
hereby  bind  ourselves  each  for  his  own  part,  and  not  one  for  the  other."  It  was,  there- 
fore, contended  that  this  declaration  made  each  one  of  them  individual  insurers  in  such 
a  way  that  they  could  not  be  held  to  be  an  association  or  company. 

On  looking  at  the  policy,  which  was  produced  as  exhibit  No.  2  of  the  prosecution, 
it  appears  to  have  been  executed  by  some  thirty  or  more  groups  of  insurers,  and  there 
must  be  over  one  hundred  different  names  attached.  Some  of  these  are  individual 
insurers  for  a  certain  amount;  others  have  united  themselves  into  groups  whereby 
each  one  becomes  responsible  for  one-twelfth,  or  one-fifteenth,  or  one-tenth,  or  one- 
sixteenth,  or  one-eighth,  or  some  such  aliquot  part  of  a  given  sum,  the  total  amount 
aggregating  the  total  sum  for  which  the  policy  issued. 

Decision  against  Accused  on  Second  Point  also. 

It  is  also  proved  that  the  agreement  between  the  London  office  of  the  accused  and 
certain  members  of  Lloyds  is  signed  by  some  twenty-five  or  so  different  parties,  some 
acting  for  themselves  individually,  and  others  as  representing  one  of  these  groups,  the 
party  signing  being  the  attorney  of  the  others  of  the  group,  and  acting  for  them. 

It  was  also  proved  that  the  accounts  kept  by  the  London  office  of  the  accused  were 
kept  In  some  cases  with  the  individual  members  of  The  Lloyds,  sometimes  with  a  party 
representing  one  of  these  groups. 

Inasmuch  as  the  men  who  wish  to  become  insurers  under  what  is  known  as  "  The 
Lloyds,"  have,  first  of  all,  to  become  members  of  the  association  known  as  The  Lloyds, 
and  inasmuch  as  it  is  shown  that  for  the  purpose  of  taking  risks  after  they  have  become 
members,  as  above  mentioned,  many  associate  themselves  into  groups,  the  members 
of  which  give  power  of  attorney  to  one  of  their  number  to  represent  them,  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  the  insurers  under  the  policy  in  question  n*ere  not  only  are  a  company 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Insurance  Act,  but  are  several  companies. 

I  am,  therefore,  against  the  pretensions  of  the  accused  on  this  second  point. 

Third  Point  as  to  Constitutionality  of  Insurance  Act 
As  to  the  third  point:  This  is  one  of  great  importance. 

The  Insurance  Act  has  been  in  force  in  Canada  for  many  years,  and  so  far  as  I 
have  been  able  to  learn,  this  is  the  first  time  it  has  been  directly  attacked. 

In  the  cases  of  The  Citizens'  Insurance  Company  and  The  Queen's  Insurance  Com- 
pany, against  Parsons,  the  question  was  raised  indirectly,  but  the  Lords  of  the  Privy 
Council  expressly  refrained  from  deciding  the  question,  holding  that  in  so  far  as  that 
case  was  concerned,  the  decision  need  not  rest  upon  that  point.  The  question  there 
was  as  to  the  validity  of  an  Act  of  the  Province  of  Ontario  making  statutory  conditions 
for  fire  insurance  policies  to  be  issued  in  that  Province,  and  that  as  the  Dominion 
Insurance  Act  did  not  enter  into  this  field  there  was  no  conflict  between  the  two  Acts. 

The  relative  powers  of  the  Dominion  Parliament  and  the  Provincial  Legislature 
under  the  British  North  America  Act  have  been  the  subject  of  much  litigation,  and 
many  decisions  by  the  highest  court  in  the  realm,  the  Privy  Council,  and  while  a  read- 
ing of  the  reports  of  these  cases  without  knowing  all  about  the  particular  local  cur- 
cumstances  in  each  case,  makes  it  sometimes  difficult  to  quite  see  the  harmony  of  these 
decisions^,  and  to  be  certain  whether  what  is  sometimes  said  is  in  the  nature  of  a 
decision,  or  only  remarks  relating  to  that  particular  case,  and  therefore  not  of  general 
application,  there  have,  however,  been  laid  down  certain  principles  which,  I  think,  we 
may  take  as  settled. 
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Relative  Powers  of  Dominion  and  Provinces. 

First. — Dominion  legislation  in  reference  to  the  enumerated  subjects  of  section  91, 
and  that  which  is  ancillary  and  necessary  in  order  to  give  full  effect  thereto,  is  valid 
against  Provincial  legislation  even  in  those  subjects  which  are  exclusively  given  to  the 
Provinces. 

Second. — Provincial  legislation  in  reference  to  any  of  the  enumerated  subjects  of 
section  92  is  valid  against  Dominion  legislation,  except  under  the  enumerated  subjects 
of  section  91  and  what  is  ancillary  thereto,  as  stated  above. 

The  question  of  whether  a  person  or  firm  in  Montreal  may  act  as  agent  or  repre- 
sentative there  for  another  person  or  firm,  either  within  or  without  the  Province,  is 
certainly  a  question  of  civil  rights,  and  would  come  under  section  92,  sub-section  13, 
but  if  this  question  is,  as  stated  above,  ancillary  and  necessary  to  the  enforcement  of 
the  statutes  in  which  it  is  found,  it  loses  its  independent  character  and  is  validated  as 
a  part  of  an  Act  the  purpose  of  which  is  covered  by  section  91,  and  as  to  the  section  of 
the  Act  in  question  is,  no  doubt,  necessary  for  the  enforcement  of  the  Act,  if  the  pur- 
pose of  the  Act  is  covered  by  section  91,  it  must  be  held  good,  if  the  Act  itself  is  good. 
The  first  question,  then,  to  be  decided  is,  what  is  the  purpose' of  the  Act? 

Purpose  of  Insurance  Act. 

The  purpose  of  the  Act  is  to  regulate  and  supervise  the  business  of  insurance  in 
the  Dominion  of  Canada,  save  certain  exceptions,  the  most  important  being  ocean 
marine  insurance,  and  in  relation  to  any  company  incorporated  by  the  Legislature  of 
the  Province  and  doing  business  wholly  within  that  Province. 

Section  5  of  the  Act  enacts  that:  "No  company  or  person,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided,  shall  accept  any  risk  or  issue  any  policy  of  fire  or  inland  marine  insurance 
or  policy  of  life  insurance,  or  grant  any  annuity  on  a  life  or  lives,  or  receive  any 
premium,  or  carry  on  any  business  of  life  or  fire  or  inland  marine  insurance  in  Canada, 
or  prosecute  or  maintain  in  any  suit,  action  or  proceeding,  either  in  law  or  in  equity, 
or  file  any  claim  in  insolvency  relating  to  such  business,  without  first  obtaining  a  license 
from  the  Minister  to  carry  on  such  business  in  Canada." 

The  section  [s.  60]  under  which  the  complaint  is  laid,  declares  that:  — 

"  Every  person  who 
(a)  Delivers  any  policy  of  insurance  or  interim  receipt  of  "  or 

"(b)  Collects  any  premium  in  respect  of  any  policy  of.... any  life,  fire  or  inland 
marine  insurance  company  "  not  provided  with  the  license  required  as  above  declared, 
is  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  and  costs  and  not  less  than  twenty 
dollars  and  costs,  and  in  default  of  payment  to  imprisonment,  with  or  without  hard 
labor,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  three  months,  and  not  less  than  one  month,  with  higher 
penalties  for  subsequent  offences. 

To  obtain  the  license  referred  to  above,  the  company  or  person  must  do  several 
things,  and  among  them  are  the  following:  — 

They  must  have  a  name  not  liable  to  be  confounded  with  any  other  company. 

They  must  make  a  deposit  satisfactory  to  the  Treasury  Board. 

A  copy  of  the  charter  must  be  filed  and  a  power  of  attorney  for  the  agent  in  Canada. 

A  statement  of  its  affairs,  where  its  head  office  is,  and  where  it  may  be  served  with 
process.    It  must  also  make  annual  returns,  and  so  on. 

It  also  declares  in  what  securities  the  companies  may  invest  their  funds,  and  then 
impose  penalties  on  certain  officers  of  the  company  and  any  other  persons,  for  infractions 
of  the  Act. 

Then  there  is  a  Superintendent  of  Insurance  appointed,  whose  duties  are  to  issue 
these  licenses  when  the  necessary  deposits  have  been  made,  and  the  necessary  deposits 
have  been  filed,  to  examine  and  supervise  the  securities  and  investments — in  general,  to 
see  that  the  companies  coming  within  the  purview  of  the  Act  conform  thereto.

There  seems  to  be  no  attempt  to  deal  with  the  conditions  of  policies,  except  as  to 
life  insurance.  Sections  71,  72  and  73  have  some  provisions  as  to  the  conditions  of  life 
insurance  policies.  The  Act  is  entirely  designed  to  regulate  the  business  insurance  in 
Canada,  with  some  exceptions. 

After  a  careful  study  of  the  British  North  America  Act  I  am  of  opinion  that  if  the 
Insurance  Act  is  intra  vires  of  the  Dominion  Parliament,  it  must  fall  under  the  sub- 
section 2,  section  91,  "  The  Regulations  of  Trade  and  Commerce."  If  not,  it  is  covered 
by  section  92,  sub-section  13- 

What  is  Trade  and  Commerce? 

The  first  thing  to  do  now,  in  our  enquiry,  is  to  find  out  the  true  meaning  of  the 
phrase  "  trade  and  commerce." 

In  the  Parsons  case,  which  Judge  Clement,  in  his  admirable  work  on  the  British 
North  America  Act,  says  may  be  termed  the  leading  case  upon  this  clause,  we  find  the 
judgment  rendered  therein  the  following: 

VII.  App.  Cas.,  at  page  112: — "The  words  'regulation  of  trade  and  commerce' 
in  their  unlimited  sense  are  sufficiently  wide,  if  uncontrolled  by  the  context  and  other 
parts  of  the  Act,  to  include  every  regulation  of  trade  ranging  from  political  arrange- 
ments in  regard  to  trade  with  foreign  governments,  requiring  the  sanction  of  Parlia- 
ment, down  to  minute  rules  for  regulating  particular  trades.  But  a  consideration  of 
the  Act  shows  that  the  words  were  not  used  in  this  unlimited  sense.  In  the  first  place, 
the  collocation  of  No.  2  with  classes  of  subjects  of  national  and  general  concern  affords 
an  indication  that  regulations  relating  to  general  trade  and  commerce  were  in  the  mind 
of  the  Legislature  when  conferring  the  power  on  the  Dominion  Parliament.  If  the 
words  had  been  intended  to  have  the  full  scope  of  which  in  their  literal  meaning  they 
are  susceptible,  the  specific  mention  of  several  of  the  other  clauses  of  subjects  enumer- 
ated in  section  91  would  have  been  unnecessary;  as,  15,  banking;  17,  weights  and 
measures;  18,  bills  of  exchange  and  promissory  notes;  19,  interest;  and  even  21,  bank- 
ruptcy and  insolvency. 

Views  of  Privy  Council. 

" '  Regulations  of  trade  and  commerce '  may  have  been  used  in  some  such  sense  as 
the  words  '  regulation  of  trade '  in  the  Act  of  Union  between  England  and  Scotland 
(6  Anne,  c.  11),  and  as  these  words  have  been  used  in  Acts  of  State  relating  to  trade 
and  commerce.  Article  V.  of  the  Act  of  Union  enacted  that  all  the  subjects  of  the 
United  Kingdom  should  have  '  full  freedom  and  intercourse  of  trade  and  navigation ' 
to  and  from  all  places  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  the  Colonies';  and  Article  VI.  enacted 
that  all  parts  of  the  United  Kingdom,  from  and  after  the  Union,  should  be  under  the 
same  prohibitions,  restrictions  and  regulations  of  trade.  Parliament  has  at  various 
times  since  the  Union  passed  laws  affecting  and  regulating  specific  trades  in  one  part 
of  the  United  Kingdom  only,  without  its  being  supposed  that  it  thereby  infringed  the 
Articles  of  Union.  Thus  the  Acts  for  regulating  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors 
notoriously  vary  in  the  two  Kingdoms.  So  with  regard  to  Acts  relating  to  bankruptcy, 
and  various  other  matters. 

"  Construing,  therefore,  the  words  '  regulation  of  trade  and  commerce,'  by  the 
various  aids  to  their  interpretation  above  suggested,  they  would  include  political 
arrangements  in  regard  to  trade  requiring  the  sanction  of  Parliament,  regulation  of 
trade  in  matters  of  inter-Provincial  concern,  and  it  may  be  that  they  would  include 
general  regulation  of  trade  affecting  the  whole  Dominion.  Their  Lordships  abstain  on 
the  present  occasion  from  any  attempt  to  define  the  limits  of  the  authority  of  the 
Dominion  Parliament  in  this  direction.  It  is  enough  for  the  decision  of  the  present  case 
to  say  that,  in  their  view,  its  authority  to  legislate  for  the  regulation  of  trade  and 
commerce  does  not  comprehend  the  power  to  regulate  by  legislation  the  contracts  of 
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a  particular  business  or  trade,  such  as  the  business  of  fire  insurance  in  a  single  Pro- 
vince, and,  therefore,  that  its  legislative  authority  does  not  in  the  present  case  conflict 
or  compete  with  the  power  over  property  and  civil  rights  assigned  to  Legislature  of 
Ontario  by  No.  13,  sec.  92." 

Analogies  from  Liquor  Trade  Decisions. 

This  question  has  also  been  discussed  many  times  in  other  cases,  notably  in  Russell 
vs.  Regina,  7  Appeal  Cases,  829;  Hodge  vs.  Regina,  9  Appeal  Cases,  117;  Dominion 
License  Act,  4  Cartwright,  342;  Attorney-General  of  Ontario  vs.  Attorney-General  of 
Dominion  [1896]  Appeal  Cases,  348,  and  the  Manitoba  License  Act,  Appeal  Cases,  1902, 
p  73,  which  refer  to  the  prohibition  and  regulation  of  the  liquor  traffic.  There  is  no 
question  but  that  the  liquor  business  is  one  of  the  trades  of  the  country,  but  the  Tem- 
perance Act,  which  provides  for  the  prohibition  of  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors, 
wherever  it  is  brought  into  effect  by  a  local  vote  was  held  good,  not  under  the  clauses 
relating  to  trade  and  commerce,  but  under  the  general  clause,  and  the  Liquor  License 
Act  which  did  regulate  the  liquor  business  throughout  the  Dominion  could  not  be  sus- 
tained under  the  trade  and  commerce  clause. 

The  Manitoba  Liquor  Act,  which  was  really  a  Provincial  Prohibition  Act,  was  held 
not  to  encroach  on  the  powers  of  the  Dominion  Parliament  under  the  trade  and  com- 
merce clause,  although  it  was  declared  in  that  case  that  in  its  practical  working  it 
must  interfere  with  Dominion  revenue,  and  indirectly,  at  least,  with  business  opera- 
tions outside  the  Province,  and  the  Act  was  upheld. 

Limitations  of  Dominion's  Powers. 

The  study  of  these  cases  makes  it  difficult  to  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  regu- 
lation of  trade  and  commerce  intended  by  the  framers  of  the  British  North  America 
Act  included  the  regulation  of  a  trade  that  might  be  carried  on  in  more  than  one  Pro- 
vince. If  it  is  admitted  that  any  individual  trade  may  be  thus  regulated,  and  holding 
as  to  ancillary  legislation  as  applied  in  the  case  of  the  Attorney^General  vs.  the  Grand 
Trunk  Railway,  Appeal  Cases,  1907,  p.  65,  is  good,  then  the  Dominion  Parliament  could 
place  all  the  important  business  of  the  country  under  its  control,  and  override  any 
power  the  Province  might  have  in  relation  to  such  businesses,  even  in  those  depart- 
ments in  which  they  are  given  exclusive  power  to  legislate,  because,  if  the  Dominion 
Parliament  can  legislate  as  to  who  may  engage  in  the  business  of  insurance,  even  in 
one  Province  thereof,  and  oblige  insurers  to  put  up  securities  to  meet  their  liabilities 
and  supervise  their  investments,  why  may  it  not  legislate  in  the  same  way  at  the 
lumbering  business,  the  mining  business,  the  importing  and  exporting  trade,  and  in 
fact  any  business  that  may  be  carried  on  in  all  the  Provinces,  or  which  in  its  ramifi- 
cations may  cover  more  than  one  Province?  I  cannot  believe  it  was  intended  to  give 
any  such  power  to  the  Dominion  Parliament. 

Judge  Clement,  in  his  work,  at  page  203,  remarks: 

"  It  is  somewhat  curious  that,  at  least  since  the  Parsons  case,  all  the  cases  in 
which  this  clause  has  been  considered  are  cases  in  which  Provincial  Acts  have  been 
attacked  as  infringing  upon  it;  and  in  none  of  them  has  the'  attack  been  successful." 

Not  only  does  it  appear  to  me  that  no  such  regulation  of  trade  as  is  attempted 
by  the  Act  in  question  was  intended  by  the  framers  of  the  British  North  America  Act, 
but  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  business  in  question  is  not  a  trade  at  all  within  the  mean- 
ing of  the  word  as  used  in  section  91.  Wharton's  Law  Lexicon  defines  trade  as  traffic, 
commerce,  exchange  of  goods  for  other  goods,  or  for  money,  all  wholesale  trade.  All 
buying  in  order  to  sell  again  by  wholesale  may  be  reduced  to  three  sorts,  the  home 
trade,  the  foreign  trade  for  consumption,  and  the  carrying  trade. 

"  Offences  against  trade  are:  (1)  Smuggling;  (2)  Frauds  by  bankrupts;  (3)  Cheat- 
ing; (4)  Monopoly." 

In  the  Parsons  case  17,  Appeal  Cases  at  page  111,  Sir  Montagu  Smith,  speaking 
for  the  Council,  says: — 
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Is  Insurance  Trade? 

"A  question  was  raised  which  led  to  much  discussion  in  the  courts  below  and  at 
this  bar,  viz.: — Whether  the  business  of  insuring  buildings  against  fire  was  a  trade- 
This  business,  when  carried  on  for  a  profit,  may,  no  doubt,  in  some  sense  of  the  word, 
be  called  a  trade.  But  contracts  of  indemnity  made  by  insurers  can  scarcely  be  called 
trading  contracts,  nor  were  insurers  who  made  them  held  to  be  '  traders '  under  the 
English  bankrupt  laws;  they  have  been  made  subject  to  these  laws  by  special  descrip- 
tion. Whether  the  business  of  fire  insurance  properly  falls  within  the  description  of 
a  '  trade  '  must,  in  their  lordships'  view,  depend  upon  the  sense  in  which  the  word 
is  used  in  the  particular  statute  to  be  construed;  but  in  the  present  case  their  lord- 
ships do  not  find  it  necessary  to  rest  their  decision  on  the  narrow  ground  that  the 
business  of  insurance  is  not  a  trade." 

It  has  been  assumed  in  some  of  the  latter  cases  that  in  the  Parsons  case  the  Privy 
Council  held  that  the  business  of  insurance  wras  a  trade,  and  that  the  Insurance  Act 
was  intra  vires,  but  the  quotation  above  will  show  that  the  question  as  to  whether 
insurance  was  a  trade  was  not  decided,  and  on  the  other  point,  the  words  are  at 
page  114:  — 

"Assuming  this  Act"  (the  Insurance  Act)  "to  be  within  the  competency  of  the 
Dominion  Parliament  ....  it  in  no  way  interferes  with  the  authority  of  the  'Legisla- 
ture of  the  Province  of  Ontario." 

So  far,  then,  as  the  Parsons'  case  is  concerned,  these  two  questions  are  left  entirely 
open. 

I  think  it  suggestive  that  when  the  Department  of  Trade  and  Commerce  was 
created,  if  it  was  considered  that  the  business  of  insurance  came  within  its  scope,  it 
was  not  put  under  the  control  of  that  Department.  This,  of  course,  proves  nothing, 
but  it  seems  to  me  suggestive. 

Because  the  whole  Dominion  may  be  interested  in  a  subject,  or  because  a  busi 
ness  may  be  carried  on  in  all  the  Provinces  of  the  Dominion,  does  not  of  itself  bring 
it  within  section  91.  This  position  seems  to  me  te  be  conclusively  shown  in  the 
legislation  above  referred  to  in  reference  to  the  trade  in  intoxicating  liquors- 

Insurance  Contracts  held  to  be  Local  in  Nature.  j 

Not  only  am  I  of  opinion  that  even  if  the  insurance  business  could  be  called  one 
of  the  trades  of  the  country,  the  Dominion  Parliament  has  no  power  to  regulate  it 
in  the  way  in  which  the  Act  in  question  attempts  to  do,  but  I  am  of  opinion  that  it 
cannot  properly  be  classed  with  the  "  trade "  or  "  trades "  of  a  country. 

Not  only  is  the  contract  of  insurance  by  its  nature  not  a  trading  contract,  but 
the  contract  is  always  a  local  one. 

We  speak  of  insuring  a  house,  or  a  stock  of  goods,  or  animals,  or  a  life,  but, 
strictly  speaking,  these  are  not  insured  at  all,  it  is  the  estate  of  the  person  having  an 
interest  in  these  things  that  is  insured.  There  is  nothing  in  the  business  that  corre- 
sponds to  those  businesses  included  in  what  is  called  the  trade  of  the  country.  There 
is  no  buying  to  sell  again  either  wholesale  or  retail.  The  contract  in  reference  to  a 
building,  for  instance,  in  one  Province,  has  no  necessary  relation  to  any  building  or 
contract  in  another  Province.  There  is  nothing  inter-provincial  in  the  business,  in 
the  sense  in  which  "  works  and  undertakings "  are  declared  to  be  so  under  sub-sec- 
tion 10  of  section  92,  and  it  is  only  in  reference  to  "such  works,"  not  every  kind  of 
business,  that  the  Parliament  of  Canada  can  declare  them  "to  be  for  the  general 
advantage  of  Canada."  Consequently,  if,  from  some  points  of  view,  it  might  be  for 
the  general  benefit  of  Canada  to  declare  that  a  company  could  do  business  in  one  Pro- 
vince, even  without  coming  under  conditions  such  as  are  imposed  by  the  Act  in  ques- 
tion, that  would  not  give  the  Dominion  Parliament  power  to  make  such  conditions.  If 
they  are  necessary  or  advisable  the  Province  only  has  power  to  ordain  them,  and  we 
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cannot  presume  that  the  Provincial  authorities  would  neglect  to  do  so  if  they  thought 
the  interests  of  their  citizens  required  it.  The  company  or  person  through  whom,  or 
with  whom,  a  man  in  Montreal  may  make  a  contract  of  indemnity,  and  the  conditions 
cf  that  contract  so  that  his  estate  may  not  suffer  by  the  loss  of  some  of  his  property 
or  of  his  life  is,  in  my  opinion,  one  entirely  of  property  and  civil  rights  within  the 
Province. 

Case  of  G.P.R.  vs.  Ottawa  Fire  Insurance  Co.* 

A  case  which  was  not  cited  at  Bar,  decided  in  our  own  Supreme  Court  of  Canada, 
appears  to  me  to  give  an  important  sidelight  on  this  question.  It  is  the  case  of  The 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  and  The  Ottawa  Fire  Insurance  Company,  39 
Supreme  Court  Reports,  405.  It  was  held  in  that  case  by  a  majority  decision  that  a 
company  incorporated  under  the  authority  of  a  Provincial  Legislature  to  carry  on  the 
business  of  fire  insurance  is  not  inherently  incapable  of  entering  into  a  contract  of 
insurance  outside  of  the  boundaries  of  its  Province  of  origin,  relating  to  property  also 
outside. 

It  was  there  held  that  the  term  "  Provincial  objects "  could  not  be  interpreted 
territorially.  If  that  is  good  law,  then  no  fire  insurance  company  at  least  is  obliged 
to  get  a  Dominion  charter,  even  if  the  present  Act  is  held  good,  for  all  they  would 
have  to  do  would  be  to  be  incorporated  in  a  Province  and  get  permission  to  do  busi- 
ness under  the  Dominion  Act.  The  deduction  seems  clear  to  me,  that  if  the  business 
of  insurance  is  not  one  of  those  for  which  it  is  obligatory  to  be  incorporated  by  the 
Dominion,  it  does  not  fall  among  those  classes  of  subjects  that  are  given  exclusively 
to  the  Dominion,  and  if  the  true  interpretation  of  the  business  of  insurance  is  a  Pro- 
vincial object,  then  it  seems  to  follow  as  a  matter  of  course  that  such  companies  should 
be  incorporated  by  the  Provinces  rather  than  by  the  Dominion. 

Dismissal  of  Complaint. 

A  case  that  was  cited  at  Bar-,  La  Compagnie  Hydraulique  de  St.  Francois  and  the 
Continental  Heat  and  Light  Company,  Appeal  Cases,  1909,  page  194,  goes  very  far  in 
supporting  the  powers  of  the  Dominion  Parliament  as  against  those  of  the  Provinces 
(farther,  I  think,  than  anything  in  the  report  justifies,  as  it  appears  to  me  there  must 
be  something  in  the  facts  which  does  not  appear  in  the  report,  as  the  report  is  very  short). 
.1  do  not  think,  however,  that  it  affects  the  case  in  question,  and  I  therefore  do  not 
further  discuss  it 

For  the  reasons  given  above,  I  have  to  dismiss  the  complaint,  which  I  do  without 
costs.

DICKS  v.  THE  SUN  LIFE  ASSURANCE  COMPANY. 

Life  Insurance — Benefit  to  Children — Will — Right  of  Trustee  to  Proceeds.    [14  O.W.R., 
p.  978.] 

A  trustee  appointed  by  will  to  receive  all  moneys  payable  under  life  insurance 
policies  of  testator  is  the  proper  person  to  receive  the  money,  and  his  receipt  therefor 
;.s  a  valid  discharge  of  the  liability  of  the  company. 
Campbell  v.  Dunn  (1893),  22  O.  R.  98,  followed. 
A.  J.  R.  Snow,  K.C..  for  plaintiff. 
W.  Mulock,  for  defendants- 
Tried  at  Toronto  non-jury  sittings  on  1st  and  2nd  November. 

McMahon,  J.: — Tne  plaintiffs  are  all  children  of  the  late  May  Dicks,  deceased,  who 
died  on  the  2nd  day  of  March,  1895.  The  plaintiff,  Arthur  Edmund  Dicks,  was  twenty- 
six  years  of  age  on  the  17th  of  November,  1909;  the  plaintiff,  Ferdinand  Dicks,  was 
twenty-three  years  old  in  November,  1909;  Edith  Dicks  will  be  twenty-five  years  old 
in  1909,  and  Mary  Dicks  and  Geoffrey  Dicks  are  infants. 

The  said  May  Dicks,  deceased,  insured  her  life  by  two  several  policies  issued  by 
the  defendant  Company  under  its  seal  by  the  terms  of  which  several  policies  they  be- 
came payable  on  her  death.  And  by  both  policies  the  amounts  insured  thereby  became 
payable  to  her  "  children  surviving  at  her  death,  share  and  share  alike." 

May  Dicks  made  her  last  will  bearing  date  the  10th  of  December,  1894,  and  probate 
thereof  was  issued  by  the  Surrogate  Court  of  the  County  of  York  on  the  12th  of  March, 
1895,  to  Arthur  Alfred  Dicks,  the  husband  of  the  testatrix  and  the~  executor  therein 
named. 

The  portions  of  the  said  will  necessary  to  be  considered  are  as  follows:  — 

"  I  appoint  my  husband,  Arthur  Alfred  Dicks,  executor  and  administrator  of  this 
my  will,  and  devise  and  bequeath  to  my  said  husband  all  my  estate,  real  and  personal, 
whatsoever  nature  and  kind  and  wheresoever  situate,  and  I  appoint  my  said  husband 
trustee  to  receive  all  moneys  payable  under  the  following  policies  of  insurance  on  my 
life,  all  of  which  I  declare  to  be  for  the  benefit  of  my  children." 

Then  follows  a  list  of  the  policies  of  insurance  in  different  companies,  including 
the  two  policies  on  which  this  action  is  founded. 

The  said  real  and  personal  estate,  including  all  money  accruing  from  the  said 
policies  of  life  insurance  or  any  policies  which  may  hereafter  be  taken  are  to  be  held 
by  my  said  husband  on  the  following  trust:  — 

"First,  to  pay  my  just  debts  and  funeral  and  testamentary  expenses. 

"  Second  to  invest  the  proceeds  thereof  in  securities  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada 
or  Province  of  Ontario  on  in  mortgages  on  real  estate,  or  stocks  of  chartered  banks  or 
building  societies,  or  loan  companies,  and  to  apply  the  annual  income  arising  therefrom 
in  the. support  of  our  children,  and  should  my  husband  deem  it  necessary  and  advisable 
he  shall  be  at  liberty  to  apply  the  corpus  of  my  estate  for  the  education,  maintenance 
and  advancement  of  the  said  children  or  any  of  them,  and  as  soon  as  the  youngest  of 
my  children  shall  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  my  said  husband  shall 
divide  the  said  sum  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  then  remain  in  equal  shares  per  stirpes 
et  non  per  capita  amongst  my  children  surviving  or  the  issue  of  any  child  or  children 
deceased. 
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"And  in  the  case  all  our  children  die  before  attaining  the  age  of  twenty-one  years 
and  without  leaving  any  issue  then  surviving,  the  said  sum  or  so  much  thereof  as  may 
then  be  remaining  shall  then  be  my  husband's  absolutely,  but  in  case  all  of  our  chil- 
dren die  before  attaining  twenty-one  years,  and  some  or  all  of  them  leave  issue,  the 
said  issue  shall  inherit  in  equal  shares  the  said  sum  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
remaining." 

On  the  18th  December,  1895,  the  defendants  paid  the  amount  of  the'  said  two 
policies  and  interest,  being  $10,220-27,  to  Arthur  A.  Dicks,  and  he  by  a  receipt  under 
seal  and  at  the  same  time  delivered  the  said  policies  to  the  defendant  company.  Follow- 
ing his  signature  to  the  receipt,  Arthur  A.  Dicks  describes  himself  as  "executor  of  will, 
trustee  of  minor  children  and  administrator  of  estate  of  the  late  May  Dicks." 

In  its  main  features  the  present  case  is  not  distinguishable  from  Campbell  v. 
Dunn  et  al.  (1893),  22  OR.  98.  In  that  case  the  testatrix  insured  her  life  under  two 
policies  of  insurance  and  made  the  policies  payable  to  her  two  daughters,  and  by  her 
will  requested  her  executors,  the  defendants,  to  place  the  amounts  thereof  in  some 
thoroughly  safe  investment  until  her  daughters'  majority  or  marriage,  when  the  amounts 
and  their  accumulated  interest  should  be  equally  divided  between  her  daughters,  and 
appointed  her  husband,  the  plaintiff,  their  guardian. 

In  an  action  brought  by  the  guardian  to  have  the  proceeds  of  the  policies  handed 
over  to  him  by  the  executors,  it  was  held  that  the  insurance  moneys  being  made  pay- 
able to  the  daughters  were,  by  53  Vic,  ch.  39,  sec.  4  (0.),  severed  from  her  estate  at 
her  death,  and  her  testamentary  directions  could  not  affect  the  fund  beyond  what  was 
permitted  by  that  statute,  and  R.S.O.  (1887),  ch.  136,  might  by  sec.  13,  invest  in  manner 
authorized  by  the  will;  but  while  the  insured  could  give  directions  as  to  the  invest- 
ment, she  was  not  to  control  the  discretion  of  the  lawful  custodian  of  the  fund,  and 
child,  in  case  the  income  was  needed  for  maintenance  or  education  or  the  corpus  for 
advancement,  and  while  the  guardian  was  the  custodian  of  the  daughters  with  the 
incident  of  determining  to  a  large  extent  what  should  be  expended  in  their  bringing 
up,  that  the  executors  had  charge  of  the  preservation  and  utilization  of  the  fund,  and 
that  the  fund  should  not  be  transferred  from  the  executors  to  the  father  as  testa- 
mentary guardian  as  his  right  to  handle  any  part  of  the  fund  was  subject  to  the  trusts 
specified  in  the  will,  the  execution  of  which  was  vested  in  the  executors. 

The  Statutes  referred  to  in  the  above  judgment  of  the  Chancellor  were  in  force 
when  the  policies  on  May  Dicks'  life  were  affected  and  when  the  will  was  executed. 

Arthur  A.  Dicks,  the  husband  of  May  Dicks,  is  the  executor  and  trustee  of  his 
wife's  estate,  and  the  moneys  payable  on  the  death  of  the  insured  were  under  her  will 
lawfully  paid  to  Arthur  A.  Dicks,  the  executor  and  trustee,  and  on  the  death  of  May 
Dicks  became  severed  from  her  estate,  and  was  in  no  way  affected  by  any  direction  in 
the  will  inconsistent  with  the  rights  of  the  daughters,  who  were  the  beneficiaries  under 
the  policies. 

Having  reached  the  conclusion  that  the  moneys  due  on  the  policies  of  insurance 
on  the  life  of  May  Dicks  were  validly  paid  to  the  executor  named  in  her  will,  namely, 
Arthur  A.  Dicks,  I  have  not  considered  the  question  arising  on  the  Statute  of  Limita- 
tions. 

There  will  be  judgment  for  the  defendants,  dismissing  the  action  with  costs,  if 
exacted.

SOMERVILLE  V.  AETNA  LIFE  INSURANCE   COMPANY  OF  HARTFORD. 

Insurance — Life — Presumption  of  Death — Proof  of — Evidence  on  which  Presumption 
will  be  Declared— Statute  of  Limitations — Ontario  Insurance  Act.    [16  O.W.R.,  p.  301.] 

Action  by  Mary  J.  Somerville,  wife  of  Wm.  J.  Somerville,  who  was  insured  in  de- 
fendant company  for  $6,000,  for  an  order  declaring  that  the  said  Wm.  J.  Somerville, 
who  had  not  been  heard  from  by  his  family  since  December,  1897,  should  be  deemed 
to  have  died,  within  one  year  after  20th  December,  1899,  and  for  judgment  against 
defendants  for  $7,0'55.90  and  interest  from  1st  April,  1907,  being  amount  of  policies 
and  premiums  paid  subsequent  to  alleged  death.  Defendants  denied  due  notice  and 
proof  of  death  of  the  insured- 

Magee,  J.,  held,  that  judgment  should  be  entered  declaring  that  Wm.  J.  Somer- 
ville should  be,  and  is,  legally  presumed  to  have  died  before  loth  May,  1908,  but  that 
the  defendant  company  had  not  received  sufficient  proof  of  his  death  before  the  action, 
and  dismissed  the  action,  but  without  prejudice  to  another  action. 

The  plaintiff,  Mary  J.  Somerville,  sues  as  the  declared  beneficiary  of  two  policies 
of  insurance  issued  by  the  defendants  on  the  life  of,  and  effected  by  her  husband, 
William  J.  Somerville,  whom  she  alleges  to  have  died  before  the  action  was  commenced 
and  within  a  year  after  the  20th  December,  1897,  and  she  also  claims  a  return  of 
premiums  paid  upon  the  policies  since  20th  December,  1898. 

The  four  children  of  the  insured  who  might  claim  if  plaintiff  died  before  the  in- 
sured, are  all  of  age,  and  consented  at  the  trial  to  be  added  as  defendants. 

One  policy  was  for  $5,000,  dated  26th  March,  1889,  originally  for  only  ten  years, 
but  renewable  and  renewed  for  ten  years  from  26th  March,  1899,  the  premium — $165 — 
being  payable  yearly  in  advance  on  26th  March.  This  policy  was  made  payable  to 
William  J.  Somerville's  executors,  administrators  or  assigns,  but  it  is  alleged,  and  not 
disputed,  that  the  assured  subsequently  declared  it  to  be  for  the  benefit  of  his  daughter, 
and  that  he  did  so  before  he  made  an  assignment  about  1893  or  1894,  to  a  trustee  of 
his  property  for  the  benefit  of  his  creditors.  Then,  on  the  20th  October,  1896,  he 
executed  a  document  called  an  apportionment,  whereby,  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  s.  6,  c.  136,  Revised  Statutes  of  Ontario  ....  and  the  several  Acts  in  amend- 
ment thereof,  "  he  did  apportion  and  restrict  the  money  which  may  become  due  under 
policy  ...  in  such  manner  that  the  whole  amount  thereof  shall  belong  and  become  pay- 
able at  my  death  to  my  wife,  Mary  Jane  Somerville,  if  then  living,  and  if  not,  then  to 
my  children  who  survive  me." 

The  other  policy — which  cannot  be  found — was  for  $1,000.  By  its  terms  the  amount 
Insured  was  payable  to  the  wife  of  the  assured.  Under  each  policy  the  insurance 
money  was  payable  "  within  90  days  after  due  notice  and  proof  of  the  death  "  of  the 
insured. 

By  the  Ontario  Insurance  Act.  R.S.O.  (1897),  c-  203,  s.  80,  the  money  is  payable  in 
60  days  after  "  reasonably  sufficient  proof." 

There  is  no  direct  evidence  of  the  death,  but  the  plaintiff  rests  upon  the  presump- 
tion arising  from  the  fact  that  he  has  not  been  heard  of  since  20th  December,  1897. 

To  the  claim  upon  the  policies  the  defendants  set  up  two  defences:  (1)  That  under 
the  circumstances  and  upon  the  evidence  offered,  the  presumption  of  death  does  not 
arise,  and  (2)  that  the  action  is  premature,  as  proper  proofs  of  death  had  not  been 
furnished  before  it  was  commenced. 

At.  the  trial  they  also  asked  leave  to  plead  (3)  that  the  action  was  not  com- 
menced within  eighteen  months  after  the  death  in  accordance  with  R.S.O. ,  c.  203,  s.  148, 
ss.  2,  amended  by  3  Edw.  VII.,  c  15,  s.  5,  the  policy  itself  making  no  stipulation  as  to 
the  time  within  which  any  action  should  be  brought. 

44  IN. 
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To  the  claim  for  return  of  premiums  the  defendants  say:  —  (1)  The  death  of  assured 
before  the  payment  of  any  one  or  more  of  the  premiums  is  not  proved;  (2)  even  if 
proved  the  premiums  are,  under  the  circumstances,  not  repayable.  At  the  trial  they 
asked  leave  also  to  plead  (3)  the  Statute  of  Limitations. 

Since  December,  1897,  the  plaintiff,  through  her  sons,  has  paid  the  premiums  called 
for  by  the  policies  each  year  up  till  and  including  1907.  The  premiums  which  would 
be  payable  thereafter,  if  the  assured  were  living,  have  not  been  paid,  a  postponement 
of  the  trial -having  been  granted  to  the  defendants  in  November,  1907,  upon  the  terms 
of  their  waiving  payment  of  further  premiums  without  prejudice  to  their  claims  upon 
the  policies. 

The  action  was  commenced  on  the  23rd  March,  1907. 

It  appears  that  William  J.  Somerville  had  been  a  retail  merchant  in  Toronto  for 
a  good  many  years  before  1893.  About  that  year,  or  1894,  he  failed  in  business  and 
made  the  assignment  of  his  property  for  the  benefit  of  his  creditors.  Thereafter  he 
was  employed  successively  in  various  capacities,  but  could  get  no  permanent  engage- 
ment in  Toronto,  and  about  November,  1897,  he  decided  to  see  what  he  could  do  in  the 
United  States,  and  left  Toronto  for  that  purpose. 

During  the  six  or  seven  weeks  after  his  departure,  his  wife  received  three  letters 
from  him — to  which  reference  will  be  made  later  on — beside  a  post  card  from  Hamil- 
ton. In  the  last  letter,  dated  December  20th,  1897,  written  at  Chicago,  he  stated  that 
he  was  leaving  there.  Then  all  communications  ceased.  When  he  left  Toronto  his 
wife  was  unprovided  for,  and  living  in  a  rented  house  with  his  three  sons  and  a 
daughter.  His  own  age  was  49;  the  sons  were  then  aged  respectively  23,  21  and  11 
years,  and  the  daughter  13  years.  The  needs  of  his  wife  and  youngest  children  would 
furnish  an  inducement  for  him  to  help  them  with  money  and  counsel.  The  letters 
which  he  wrote  show  a  desire  up  to  the  20th  December,  1897,  to  keep  in  touch  with 
them  and  to  assist  them.  The  evidence  shows  that  he  was  affectionate  towards  all  the 
family,  and  not  given  to  drinking  or  gambling.  He  also  had  two  sisters  living  in 
Toronto,  with  whom  he  was  on  good  terms,  and  another  in  Winnipeg,  but  they  hardly 
expected  any  letters  from  him.  It  is  said  that  he  had  some  bronchial  or  lung  trouble, 
and  had  been  warned  by  his  physician  against  apoplexy,  but  he  was  apparentl>  a  robust, 
vigorous,  healthy  man.  His  wife  says  he  was  very  despondent  and  felt  his  position  very 
keenly.  He  had  with  him  a  trunk  and  hand  satchel,  but  evidently  could  have  very  little 
money. 

Since  that  letter  of  the  20th  December,  1897,  nothing  had  been  heard  from  him, 
or  of  him,  by  the  plaintiff  or  his  family.  Although  they  say  that  within  six  months 
or  a  year  thereafter  they  concluded  he  was  dead,  they  did  not  take  any  steps  to  trace 
him  or  ascertain  whether  he  was  living  or  not.  His  son  was  in  Chicago  in  1904,  but 
made  no  inquiries  at  any  of  the  addresses  on  his  father's  letters- 

Probably  from  feeling  of  pride  and  unwillingness  on  the  part  of  the  plaintiffs  to 
admit  anything  that  would  imply  desertion  or  neglect  by  her  husband,  she  and  the 
family,  whenever  anyone  happened  to  inquire  about  him,  gave  out  that  he  was  in 
Chicago,  and  spoke  as  if  in  communication  with  him  and  in  no  way  intimated  to  out- 
siders any  belief  in  his  death,  or  would  give  non-committal  or  evasive  answers. 

Since  the  action,  the  company  have  advertised  very  widely  for  information  in  about 
sixty  newspapers  in  the  United  States  and  Canada,  offering  a  reward  for  information 
leading  to  his  discovery,  and  received  some  thirty  answers,  and  followed  up  supposed 
clues  regarding  him,  and  made  inquiries  in  various  quarters,  but  apparently  without 
success.  They  called  a  witness,  Mr.  Stonham,  whom  I  think  a  credible  one,  as  to  state- 
ments by  Somerville  leading  to  the  inference  that  he  might  be  expected  to  have  written 
to  another  person,  but  as  to  that,  that  person  was  known  to  be  in  New  York,  and  no 
evidence  is  forthcoming  from  that  quarter,  the  suggestion  falls  to  the  ground.  His 
intention  declared  to  Stonham,  not  to  write  to  any  but  one  person  can,  I  think,  be 
only  interpreted  reasonable  as  meaning  to  only  one  outside  his  family.  The  company 
have  since  been  following  up  Inquiries,   and   have  even   called   another   witness — Mr. 
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McGill — a  respectable  man,  who  knew  Somerville,  and  who  in  June,  1907,  saw  a  man 
whom  he  then  thought  to  be  Somerville,  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  street  in  Chicago. 

It  appears  by  the  application  for  insurance  in  1889,  that  Somerville's  brother  went 
to  the  United  States  in  1881,  and  had  not  been  heard  of.  From  the  sister's  evidence 
at  the  trial  it  would  seem  that  this  brother  had  twice  been  absent  a  number  of  years 
without  being  heard  from. 

In  December,  1906,  the  plaintiff  first  made  claim  for  the  insurance.  The  proofs 
of  loss  forwarded  to  <the  company  were  as  follows:  — 

A  statutory  declaration  by  the  plaintiff,  made  10th  December,  190-6,  stating  that 
she  was  the  wife  of  the  insured,  and  he  had  left  his  home  in  Toronto  in  or  about 
November,  1897,  and  that  she  had  received  from  him  a  letter  of  the  15th  November, 
1897,  and  subsequently  two  letters  from  Chicago,  one  dated  8th  December,  1897,  as 
appeared  by  the  post  mark,  and  the  20th  December,  1897,  copies  of  which  letters  were 
annexed,  and  that  since  that  date  she  had  not,  nor  had  any  member  of  his  family  re- 
ceived any  intimation  whatever  from  him,  and  she  verily  believed  that  if  he  had  been 
living  he  would  have  continued  to  correspond  with  her,  and  she  was  satisfied  that  his 
only  reason  for  not  continuing  the  correspondence  would  be  the  fact  that  he  had  de- 
parted this  life,  and  when  he  departed  from  Canada  he  had  three  sons  and  one  daughter, 
whose  names  were  given. 

The  three  letters,  of  which  copies  were  annexed  to  this  declaration,  are  such  as 
would  pass  from  an  affectionate  husband  and  father  to  his  wife.  In  each  he  addresses 
his  wife  as  "  Dear  Minnie,"  and  sends  his  love  to  her  and  the  children.  In  the  first 
letter  he  says,  "  I  enclose  a  small  contribution  for  your  expenses,  but  it  is  really  more 
than  I  can  spare  "  In  the  second  he  says,  "  I  am  ashamed  to  write  without  sending 
you  some  money,"  and  adds,  "  I  get  so  rattled  when  I  think  of  you  all  and  so  nervous 
that  it  unfits  me  for  work."  In  the  third  letter  he  writes,  "  I  hasten  to  send  a  small 
help  for  Christmas,  my  bitter  regret  is  that  it  is  not  more."  The  second  letter  gives 
as  his  address  3,623  Lake  avenue,  Chicago,  111.,  and  in  it  he  asks  his  wife  to  write  him 
by  return  mail  and  tell  him  how  they  all  are,  but  he  also  adds:  "And  don't  scold,  for 
that  only  makes  me  afraid  to  write  you  at  all.  I  know  I  am  a  failure,  but  I  don't  want 
to  be  told  it."  In  the  same  letter  he  says,  "  I  am  as  bad  here  as  I  was  at  home,  only 
the  prospects  are  a  little  better.  Still,  I  must  be  content  to  realise  that  I  am  played 
out  in  the  dry  goods  trade  and  turn  my  attention  to  something  else.  ...  It  is  a  wonder- 
ful place,  but  it  is  no  use  my  staying  here,  for  I  cannot  make  more  than  pays  my  board 
at  present." 

In  the  last  letter — a  very  short  one — he  says,  "  I  am  leaving  here  for  some  other 
place,  for  it  is  not  possible  for  me  to  make  an  existence  here."  In  the  first  letter  he 
bad  said,  "  I  will  write  again  when  I  really  get  settled  and  in  some  situation,  but  there 
is  no  use  my  writing  when  I  have  no  news  to  tell  you,  I  hate  to  be  sending  excuses 
always." 

G.  C.  Gibbons,  K.C.,  and  G.  S.  Gibbons,  for  plaintiff. 
W.  E.  Middleton,  K.C.,  for  defendant  company. 

Hon.  Mr.  Justice  Magee: — These  letters,  though  affectionate,  indicate  a  dejected 
though  not  a  despondent  state  of  mind,  and  recognize  the  necessity  but  not  the  hope- 
lessness of  trying  some  other  business  elsewhere,  and  shew  a  dislike  of  writing,  unless 
successful.  It  is  noticeable  that  when  he  writes  of  leaving  Niagara  Fall  and  Chicago, 
he  gives  no  indication  where  he  is  going  to,  or  what  he  has  in  mind,  nor  how  he  is 
to  be  communicated  with.'  Although  his  letter  of  8th  "December  invited  his  wife  to 
write  him  and  gave  his  address,  and  she  says  she  did  write,  his  letter  of  20th  December 
makes  no  reference  to  receipt  of  any  word  from  her.  If  he  had  not  got  any  reply,  that 
fact,  coupled  with  his  request  not  to  scold,  his  reference  to  his  nervous  condition,  his 
dislike  of  writing  when  not  successful,  and  his  giving  no  indication  of  his  future  move- 
ments, would  prepare  one  for  absence  of  correspondence  for  some  time  at  least.  The 
plaintiff  says  her  reply  to  his  last  letter  was  returned  from  the  dead  letter  office  un- 
opened. 
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These  letters  and  the  wife's  declaration  were  the  only  formal  proofs  of  death  upon 
which  the  defendant  company  was  asked  to  pay.  There  was  not  laid  before  them  any 
proof  of  search  or  inquiry  made  for  him.  Indeed,  none  had  been  made.  He  had  given 
the  address  in  Chicago,  which  I  have  referred  to.  Both  his  letters  from  that  city  were 
written  on  paper  having  the  letter  heading  of  Werner  Company,  Chicago.  The  two 
envelopes  were  from  another  establishment,  having  printed  on  them  "The  Chicago  Record 
Educational  Department."  It  is  true  the  defendants  were  not  made  aware  of  the  printed 
letter  headings  or  the  printing  on  the  envelopes,  and  therefore  would  have  no  reason 
to  expect  or  then  complain  of  want  of  inquiry  at  those  addresses;  but  the  absence  of 
inquiry  at  3,623  Lake  avenue  would  be  patent.  The  failure  to  inform  the  company  of 
inquiry  was  not  cured  at  the  trial,  for  it  was  shewn  that  there  was  in  fact  no  inquiry 
at  any  of  the  places  indicated,  although  the  plaintiff's  son  was  in  Chicago  on  other  busi- 
ness for  some  time-  The  family  do  not  appear  to  have  made  any  attempt  to  trace  him 
or  ask  anyone  about  him  for  five  or  six  years  before  the  trial,  and  even  before  that  only 
spoke  of  him  when  any  of  their  friends  spoke  of  him. 

In  the  company's  letter  to  plaintiff's  solicitors,  of  20th  December,  1906,  objection 
is  taken  to  the  sufficiency  of  the  proof  of  death,  and  a  blank  form  was  enclosed  as 
"  shewing  how  affidavits  could  be  made  giving  therein  the  specific  information  men- 
tioned in  such  form,  and  same  should  be  forwarded  to  us  as  soon  as  possible."  And  on 
the  22nd  December,  1906,  the  Toronto  agents  of  the  company  wrote  the  plaintiff's 
solicitors,  "  trusting  you  will  be  able  to  get  another  affidavit  made  embracing  informa- 
tion on  the  several  points  thus  brought  to  your  notice."  On  the  24th  December,  1906, 
the  plaintiff's  solicitors  wrote  the  company,  "  We  have  given  you  in  •  the  declaration  of 
Mrs.  Somerville  ail  the  particulars  we  have  .  .  .  and  we  do  intend,  unless  we  hear  from 
you  in  reasonable  time,  to  issue  writ.  Mr.  Somerville  has  not  been  advertised  for,  and 
the  declaration  we  sent  you  gives  all  the  information  which  it  is  in  our  power  to 
furnish."  In  reply  on  the  29th  December,  1906,  the  company  wrote: — "  .  .  .  We 

agreed  to  pay  within  90  days  after  receipt  of  proofs  of  the  death  of  the  insured.  .  .  .  We 
have  not  been  furnished  with  any  such  proofs,  and  it  now  appears  that  you  intend  to 
do  nothing  whatever  towards  locating  him  or  giving  us  any  information  which  might 
enable  us  to  do  so.  Your  position  in  the  matter  does  not  appear  to  us  reasonable,  and 
we  think  it  no  more  than  right  that  you  or  your  client  should  give  us  all  the  informa- 
tion in  your  or  their  possession  relating  to  the  disappearance  of  Mr.  Somerville.  You 
certainly  can  give  us  more  information  that  you  have  done,  and  there  appears  no  good 
reason,  so  far  as  we  can  now  see,  why  the  questions  outlined  in  the  form  sent  you  in 
our  last  letter  cannot  be  answered  and  forwarded  to  us.  You  say  that  Mr.  Somerville 
has  not  been  advertised  for.  May  we  ask  if  the  family  does  not  want  any  effort  made 
to  locate  him."  On  7th  January,  1907,  the  plaintiff's  solicitors  answered  that  they  had 
not  the  slightest  objection  to  the  company  advertising,  and  would  be  willing  to  pay 
out  of  the  amount  coming  on  the  policies,  and  that  their  clients  were  quite  satisfied 
that  if  Mr.  Somerville  were  alive  he  would  have  continued  to  correspond  with  his  family, 
and  the  character  of  his  last  letter  was  pretty  good  evidence  of  that. 

After  the  lapse  of  90  days,  the  writ  followed  on  23rd  March,  1907.  The  form  which 
the  company  sent  as  suggesting  the  sort  of  information  is  not  put  in  evidence,  but  of, 
as  it  probably  is,  like  that  which  had  been  previously  furnished  to  the  sons  (ex.  9a),  it 
does  not  appear  to  have  asked  anything  unreasonable.  That  form  was  headed  "  Ques- 
tions relative  to  disappearance    of  William  J.  Somerville,"  etc.: 

1 1st.  On  what  date  did  he  last  leave  Toronto? 

"2nd.  Was  he  afterwards  heard  of,  or  from?    If  so,  when  and  how? 
"  3rd.  What  business  was  he  engaged  in  at  the  time  of  leaving,  and  how  long  had 
he  been  in  it? 

"  4th.  Was  business  apparently  going  well  with  him,  or  was  there  business  difficulty 
impending? 

"  5th-  Did  the  business  go  on  successfully  after  he  left  it,  or  was  there  a  winding 
up  at  a  loss? 
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'•  6th.  Was  there  any  domestic  disagreement  about  that  time  which  might  have  led 
to  a  rash  act,  or  was  he  in  ill  health  in  any  way? 

"  7th.  What  is  your  own  opinion,  from  all  available  information,  as  to  why  he 
failed  to  return  home  promptly,  and  why  no  word  from  or  about  him  has  been  received? 

"  8th.  What  efforts  were  made  at  the  time  or  since  to  trace  his  movements,  or  prove 
his  death? 

"9th.  Give  the  names  and  ages  of  all  'preferred  beneficiaries'  now  living,  which 
means  his  mother,  wife,  children  and  grandchildren." 

Of  these  questions  the  first,  seventh  and  last  were  practically  answered  in  the 
plaintiff's  declaration.  The  second,  a  very  important  question,  was  not  answered  in 
that  declaration,  which  only  stated  that  neither  she  nor  any  of  his  family  had  received 
any  intimation  from  him,  and,  if  living,  he  would  have  corresponded  with  her,  and 
his  death  would  be  the  only  reason  for  his  not  doing  so.  The  third,  fourth,  fifth  and 
sixth  were  natural  and  reasonable  questions,  and  could  readily  nave  been  answered, 
though  it  may  be  said  those  answers  would  not  have  changed  the  fact  that  >he  was  not 
heard  of.  But  as  to  the  eighth  question,  the  company  had  no  information  whatever 
beyond  the  statement  that  he  'had  not  been  advertised  for.  As  it  would  have  had  to 
be  answered  in  the  negative,  it  was  no  doubt  considered  that  an  answer  would  give  no 
further  information  of  value  to  the  company. 

Previous  to  the  correspondence  with  the  solicitors,  the  plaintiff's  son  had  had  some 
communication  with  the  company's  agents  as  to  the  company  purchasing  the  policies, 
and  the  company  had  in  October,  1906,  furnished  the  list  of  questions  to  be  answered. 
The  son  says  he  did  not  wish  to  answer  them,  although  he  does  not  consider  them  un- 
reasonable, and  could  have  answered  all,  but  being  in  Detroit  could  not  attend  to  it. 

As  to  whether  on  the  evidence  here  the  plaintiff's  husband  should  be  presumed  to 
be  dead,  the  answer,  I  think,  must  be  in  the  affirmative,  though  I  cannot  help  having 
some  lingering  doubt  of  the  fact.  Were  it  not  for  the  efforts  made  by  the  defendants 
themselves  since  action  by  advertising  and  following  up  many  answers  thereto,  I  would 
not  have  considered  the  evidence  sufficient.  But,  if  the  plaintiff  were  to  wait  for  ten 
years  more,  what  more  could  be  done  by  her  than  has  been  done  by  the  defendants? 
His  own  family  and  relatives  have  not  heard  from  him.  He  corresponded  with  his 
wife  frequently  during  the  last  six  weeks  of  his  known  life.  His  letters  give  no  indi- 
cation of  an  intention  to  drop  that  correspondence,  nor  of  any  lessening  of  interest  in 
his  family.  Nor  do  they  suggest  his  going  to  any  place  from  which  it  might  be  difficult 
to  communicate,  nor  any  probability  of  his  changing  -his  name,  or  any  reason  for  doing 
so.  Though  apparently  recognising  the  inability  to  succeed  at  his  own  trade,  or  in 
Chicago,  he  does  not  appear  hopeless  of  success  in  some  other  business  and  place. 

The  probability  of  his  sending  intelligence  of  himself  is  not  rebutted  by  anything 
in  the  evidence,  so  as  to  prevent  the  presumption  of  his  death  arising. 

It  is  true  that  it  does  not  yet  appear  that  any  inquiries  have  been  made  at  the 
address  on  Lake  street,  at  which  he  directed  his  wife  to  write  him,  and  to  which  she 
did  write  two  letters,  only  one  of  which  was  returned;  nor  to  the  Werner  Co.,  or  Chicago 
Record,  where  it  might  be  presumed  he  had  made  acquaintance  with  some  one.  But 
as  against  these  defendants,  who  obtained  a  postponement  on  the  ground  of  either  ex- 
tensive inquiries,  it  must,  I  think,  be  fairly  taken  that  they  either  exhausted  all  possible 
information  there,  or  that  they  were  satisfied  none  was  to  be  obtained. 

Although  one  may  have  many  doubts  as  to  his  death,  and  may  recall  instances  (such 
as  in  McArthur  v.  Egleson,  43  U-C.R.  405)  of  people  turning  up  after  long  absence,  and 
may  recognise  how  unsatisfactory  it  is  to  an  insurance  company  to  have  to  pay  merely 
on  evidence  of  disappearance,  yet,  on  the  other  hand,  considering  the  bona-fides  of  the 
insurance,  and  the  absence  of  any  reason  for  suggesting  an  intentional  fraud  upon  the 
company,  I  do  not  know  of  any  principle  in  any  of  the  authorities  on  which  I  can  refuse 
to  give  effect  to  the  fact  that  he  has  not  been  and  cannot  be  traced,  and  to  declare  the 
presumption  of  his  death  should  take  effect.  The  plaintiff  and  his  family  have  taken 
singularly  little  interest  in  his.  disappearance,  considering  that  they  allege  such  early 
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belief  in  his  death.  Chicago  is  practically  as  easy  of  communication  as  one  of  our  own 
cities,  and  the  police  and  other  authorities  are  as  ready  to  obtain  and  give  information. 
As  a  rule,  hotels,  hospitals,  undertakers,  fraternal  and  charitable  societies,  coroners  and 
police  are  most  ready  and  willing  to  telegraph  or  write  to  the  friends  of  any  strangers 
who  may  die.  Whatever  misgivings  one  may  have  arise,  more  from  the  course  taken 
by  the  family  than  from  anything  connected  with  his  own  actions.  There  are  no  doubt 
cases  where  the  fact  of  not  being  heard  from  for  even  longer  than  seven  years  has  not 
been  considered  sufficient.  In  Watson  v.  England,  14  Sim.  27  (1844),  thirty  years' 
absence  was  not  considered  sufficient,  for  the  circumstances  made  it  probable  the  girl, 
who  was  going  abroad,  would  not  be  heard  from  again  by  her  relations,  and  Shadwell, 
V.-C,  said:  "The  old  law  relating  to  the  presumption  of  death,  is  daily  becoming  more 
and  more  untenable.  For  owing  to  the  facility  which  travelling  by  steam  affords,  a 
person  may  now  be  transported  in  a  very  short  time  from  the  country  to  the  backwoods 
of  America,  or  to  some  other  remote  regions  where  he  may  never  be  heard  of  again." 
In  Bowden  v.  Henderson,  2  Sm.  &  Guff.  360,  the  circumstances  also  rebutted  the  proba- 
bility of  any  communication.  In  a  number  of  American  cases  seven  years'  absence  of 
tidings  was  held  not  sufficient.  In  Hitz  v.  Ahlgreen,  170  111.  60,  in  1879,  the  last  had 
been  in  1872.  In  Dun  v.  Travis,  56  N.Y.  App.  D.  317,  in  1900,  the  fact  of  a  youth  of  19, 
who  had  been  in  New  Zealand  in  1855,  not  having  been  heard  from,  was  held  insuffi- 
cient without  inquiries  in  New  Zealand;  and  in  re  Ubrich,  14  Phila.  243,  in  1880,  a  man 
not  heard  from  by  relatives  since  1860,  and  believed  to  have  gone  to  California,  was  not 
presumed  to  be  dead,  there  having  been  no  attempt  to  inquire  or  advertise  in  California. 
In  re  Hoppensack  and  N.Y.  Board  of  Education,  173  N.Y.  321,  the  Court  of  Appeal,  in 
an  instructive  judgment  on  application  for  payment  out  of  Court,  where  party  entitled 
had  not  been  heard  of  for  over  seven  years,  said  the  application  should  have  exhausted 
all  the  evidence  they  were  capable  of  producing,  and  it  was  the  duty  of  the  Court  to 
proceed  with  care,  and  insist  upon  there  being  produced  all  the  evidence  therein  upon 
the  subject. 

But  in  the  present  case  the  wide  advertising  and  inquiries  by  the  defendants  has, 
[  think,  cured  any  absence  thereof  by  the  plaintiff,  and  the  weakness,  if  not  absence,  of 
any  probability  that  the  insured  would  cease  to  communicate  with  his  family  differ- 
entiate this  case  from  those  in  which  the  presumption  was  held  not  to  arise. 

As  regards  the  evidence  of  McGill,  I  accept  his  statements  as  honest.  I  do  not 
think  it  can  be  taken  as  establishing  that  the  man  he  saw  in  June,  1907,  was  the  plain- 
tiff's husband.  It  certainly  is  not  so  strong  as  the  evidence  in  Prudential  Assurance 
Co.  v.  Edmonds,  2  A.C.  487. 

Upon  the  other  branch  of  the  case,  the  sufficiency  of  the  proof  tendered  to  the  com- 
pany before  action,  my  finding  must  be  against  plaintiff.  I  have  already  pointed  out 
the  meagreness  of  it,  and  the  absence  of  the  reasonable  information  asked  by  the  com- 
pany. I  do  not  consider  that  it  was  proof  as  required  by  the  policy,  or  reasonably  suffi- 
cient proof  as  required  by  the  statute.  It  would  have  been  consistent  with  it  that  the 
plaintiff  or  her  family  might  have  heard  in  various  satisfactory  ways  of  his  existence 
without  direct  intimation  from  himself.    See  Doyle  v.  City  of  Glasgow,  53  L.J.N.S.  527. 

As  to  the  claim  for  return  of  the  premiums,  that  would  involve  fixing  the  time  of 
the  death.  No  presumption  arises  as  to  that.  It  is  a  question  of  fact  to  be  established 
by  evidence  or  inference  from  evidence.  Whether  the  death  is  to  be  supposed  to  occur 
at  or  near  the  beginning  or  the  end  of  the  period  of  silence,  must  in  each  case  depend 
on  the  circumstances.  As  was  said  in  re  Phines  Trusts,  L.R.  5,  ch.  139,  the  last  day  is 
the  most  improbable.  If  the  proof  of  death  depends  solely  on  failure  to  communicate, 
fhe  date  might  be  assumed  to  be  somewhat  early,  though  not  at  the  very  beginning  of 
the  seven  years;  but  here  the  proof  is  largely  the  failure  of  any  result  from  the  de- 
fendants' advertising  and  inquiry.  When  coupled  with  the  previous  silence,  I  do  not 
think  the  plaintiff  has  established  that  the  death  took  place  before  the  date  of  payment 
of  any  of  the  premiums  accruing  before  action.    Even  if  that  would  entitle  her  to  re- 
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cover  any  of  them  back  they  were  not  paid  negligently  or  under  mistake,  but  voluntarily, 
with  full  knowledge  of  the  doubt  as  to  their  being  payable  at  all. 

I  allow  the  defendants'  application  to  plead  the  .Statute  of  Limitations  to  the  claim 
for  return  of  premiums,  although  it  is  only  findings  unnecessary. 

I  do  not  allow  the  application  to  plead  to  the  action  on  the  policies  that  the  death 
did  not  occur  within  18  months.  The  plea  will  be  an  invalid  one-  The  statute  does 
not  say  that  an  action  must  be  brought  within  12  or  18  months,  but  that  it  may  be  so 
brought,  notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  in  the  contract.  It  was  intended  to 
prevent  companies  by  their  policies  insisting  upon  actions  being  brought  within  un- 
reasonably short  periods.  As  no  time  is  mentioned  in  those  policies  the  Act  does  not 
apply. 

The  judgment  will  declare  that  William  J.  Somerville  should  be  and  is  legally  pre- 
sumed to  be  dead  before  25th  March,  1908,  but  that  the  defendant  company  had  not 
received  reasonably  sufficient  proof  thereof  before  action,  and  the  action  will  be  dis- 
missed with  costs,  but  without  prejudice  to  another  action. 

If  the  defendants  desire,  before  judgment  is  entered,  to  make  an  application  in 
Chambers  for  a  declaration  of  the  presumption  of  death  under  s.  148,  ss.  3  of  the  Ontario 
Insurance  Act,  as  amended  by  7  Edw.  VII.,  c.  36,  s.  3,  so  as  to  obtain  the  protection  of 
that  enactment,  it  may  be  done. 

Proceedings  will  be  stayed  for  thirty  days-

KENT  v.  THE  OCEAN  ACCIDENT  AND  GUARANTEE  CO. 

Accident  Insurance — Injury  to  Plaintiff — Settlement  for  Short  Period  Following  Acci- 
dent— Receipt  in  Full — Subsequent  Development  of  more  Serious  Results  of  Injury 
— Claim  for  Permanent  Disability.    [15  O.W.R.,  page  177.] 

Plaintiff  sustained  injuries  which  he  thought  were  merely  temporary,  and  accepted 
$425  in  settlement  in  full  of  his  claim  against  defendant  company  under  a  certain  policy 
of  accident  insurance.  More  serious  results  developed  after  settlement,  and  plaintiff 
brought  action  to  set  aside  above  settlement  and  claimed  payment  of  $300  per  year 
during  his  lifetime,  or  in  the  alternative  $2,600  for  permanent  disability.  At  trial, 
Clute,  J.,  held  in  favour  of  plaintiff  and  awarded  him  $1,200  and  costs.  On  appeal, 
the  Court  of  Appeal  held  (Meredith,  J.  A.,  dissenting)  that  the  defendants'  liability  upon 
the  policy  was  limited  to  one  claim  for  one  accident.  Appeal  allowed  and  action  dis- 
missed. 

Judgment  of  Clute,  J.,  13  O.W.R.  1072,  reversed. 

The  appeal  to  the  Court  of  Appeal  was  heard  by  'Sir  Chas-  Moss,  C.J.O.,  Osier, 
Garrow,  Maclaren,  and  Meredith,  JJ.A.,  on  the  13th  and  14th  October,  1909. 
H.  E.  Rose,  K.C.,  and  G.  H.  Sedgwick,  for  defendant  company. 
C.  R.  McKeown,  K.C.,  for  plaintiff,  contra. 

Garrow,  J.  A.: — Appeal  by  the  defendants  from  the  judgment  at  the  trial  before 
Clute,  J.,  who  found  in  the  plaintiff's  favour. 

The  action  was  brought  to  recover  compensation  under  an  accident  insurance 
policy  issued  by  the  defendants  to  the  plaintiff  for  injuries  sustained  by  the  plaintiff  on 
September  3rd,  1907,  while  a  passenger  upon  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway. 

Provision  is  made  in  the  policy  for  the  payment  of  varying  amounts  depending  upon 
the  nature  and  extent  of  the  injury,  upon  which  nothing  further  need  be  said  at  present. 

The  contract  also  contains  the  following  provisions:  — 

"  Provided  always,  that  it  is  hereby,  as  the  essence  of  the  contract,  agreed  as 

follows:  — 

"  In  case  the  assured  becomes  entitled  to  weekly  compensation,  the  liability  of 
the  corporation  shall  be  deemed  to  be  satisfied  when  the  wound  or  injury  shall  have 
healed  as  far  as  possible,  although  some  permanent  or  other  injury  may  still  remain  to 
the  assured,  and  the  corporation  shall  not  be  liable  for  more  than  one  claim  on  account  of 
any  one  accident,  nor  to  claims  for  injuries  due  directly  or  indirectly  to  any  physical 
impairment  or  weakness,  the  result  of  any  previous  injury. 

"  (2)  The  entire  amount  payable  to  and  claimed  by  the  assured  under  this  policy 
shall  be  ascertained  and  admitted  by  the  corporation  before  any  part  thereof  is  actually 
paid,  and  such  entire  amount  shall  be  accounted  as  in  diminution  of  the  total  amount 
assured,  so  that  in  case  of  subsequent  claim  hereunder  in  the  same  year,  the  assured 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  recover  more  in  all  than  the  maximum  hereby  assured  (or  half 
the  maximum,  as  the  case  may  be),  and  weekly  sums  shall  be  payable  in  one  sum  upon 
the  adjudication  of  the  claim. 

"  (6)  In  the  event  of  an  accident  or  illness  covered  by  this  policy,  occurring  to 
the  assured,  full  particulars  thereof  and  of  the  injuries  sustained  or  nature  of  illness 
must,  without  delay,  be  sent  to  the  corporation,  at  their  head  office  in  Montreal,  with 
a  statement  that  the  assured  or  his  legal  representatives  intend  to  make  a  claim  there- 
under, and  if  such  be  not  received  by  the  corporation  within  twenty-one  days  after  the 
occurrence  of  the  accident  or  illness,  no  claim  under  the  within  policy  will  be  allowed. 
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Aj3  soon  as  possible  after  any  accident  or  illness,  proper  medical  advice  must  be  pro- 
cured and  followed  on  the  part  of  the  assured,  and  it  is  expressly  stipulated  that  the 
corporation  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  consequences  arising  by  reason  of  failure  to  pro- 
cure and  follow  such  advice. 

"  In  every  case  the  medical  or  other  agents  of  the  corporation  shall  be  allowed  to 
examine  the  person  of  the  assured  when  and  so  often  as  the  same  may  be  reasonably 
required  on  behalf  of  the  corporation.  The  form  of  claim  supplied  by  the  corporation 
shall  be  filled  up  and  returned,  including  a  certificate  or  certificates  of  the  medical 

attendant  of  the  assured  to  be  furnished  at  the  expense  of  the  assured   In  all 

cases  of  accident  or  illness,  unless  notice  shall  have  been  given  as  aforesaid  ana  de- 
tailed particulars  of  claim  delivered  to  the  corporation  within  two  months  of  the  time 
when  the  same  became  a  claim  against  the  corporation  within  the  meaning  of  the 
policy,  the  corporation  will  not  be  liable  for  any  payment  under  this  policy." 

The  defendants  were  duly  notified  under  these  provisions  of  the  accident  and 
injury,  and  intention  to  make  a  claim.  Thereupon  they,  through  their  surgeon,  as  he 
is  called,  opened  correspondence  with  Dr.  Henry,  the  plaintiff's  physician,  who  gave 
them  full  particulars  of  the  nature  of  the  injury.  On  November  22nd,  1907,  the  surgeon 
wrote  to  Dr.  Henry,  saying:  "  It  is  now  about  five  or  six  weeks  since  I  heard  from  you 
regarding  your  patient,  Mr.  W.  R.  Kent,  and  I  would  be  pleased  if  you  would  be  good 
enough  to  advise  me  as  to  his  present  condition,  whether  he  is  totally  disabled  or  not, 
and  if  so,  how  long  it  will  be  before  he  will  be  able  to  return  to  his  duties."  To  which, 
on  December  5th,  1907,  Dr.  Henry  replied.  "  I  am  pleased  to  say  Mr  Kent  is  greatly 

improved  I  think  no.v  with  care  he  will  be  all  right  in  time,  and  is  willing  to 

have  the  matter  settled  between  self  and  your  company,  consequently  send  in  the 
necessary  claim  papers,  and  the  matter  may  be  closed  up  at  once." 

To  this  the  defendants  replied  on  December  9th,  1907:  "Dr.  Elliott  has  handed 

us  your  letter  of  the  5th  inst  As  requested,  we  are  handing  you  herewith  proof 

for  making  claim,  and  would  ask  you  to  please  hand  the  same  to  Mr.  Kent  as  soon  as 
possible,  as  we  are  not  aware  of  his  present  address.  We  are  glad  to  hear  that  Mr. 
Kent  is  now  recovered  from  the  effects  of  the  accident,  and  await  the  receipt  of  the 
proof  at  an  early  date." 

The  formal  claim  papers  were  accordingly  filled  up  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiff, 
upon  the  forms  so  supplied  by  the  defendants,  the  date  of  the  oath  being  December 
17th,  1907,  and  returned  to  the  defendants,  who  on  December  26th,  1907,  wrote  to  the 
plaintiff:  "  We  are  in  receipt  of  your  proof  of  claim  in  this  case  for  eight  wreeks  total 
and  four  weeks  partial  disability,  and  hand  you  herewith  our  cheque  for  $425  in  settle- 
ment of  your  claim.  The  total  indemnity  is  doubled  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of 
the  policy,  but  the  partial  is  not  ..."  To  which,  on  December  31st,  1907,  the  plaintiff 
replied:  "  I  duly  received  yours  of  the  26th  inst.,  with  cheque  enclosed  in  settlement 
of  my  claim,  with  thanks  for  your  prompt  settlement  I  remain  " 

Upon  the  back  of  the  cheque  was  printed  a  receipt  as  follows:  "I  hereby  ack- 
nowledge by  my  endorsement  of  this  cheque  to  have  this  day  received  the  sum  of  four 
hundred  and  twenty-five  and  00/100  dollars  in  final  settlement  of  my  claim,  including 
double  liability  under  policy  No.  64276,  for  injuries  received  on  the  3rd  day  of  Septem- 
ber, 1907,  and  I  hereby  acquit  and  discharge  The  Ocean  Accident  and  Guarantee  Cor- 
poration, Limited,  from  all  and  any  further  claims  under  said  policy  which  I  have  or 
may  hereafter  have  as  a  result  of  said  injuries." 

"  Claimant  sign  here. 

"  (Sgd.)  W.  R.  Kent. 
"Witness  (Sgd.)  J.  Hunpheet." 

This  plaintiff  signed  in  presence  of  a  witness  and  passed  the  cheque  to  his  credit  at 
his  bank.  And  thus  the  matter  seemed  to  be  completely  at  an  end.  And  so  it  remained, 
so  far  as  the  defendants  were  informed  until  a  letter  dated  May  19th,  1908,  from  the 
plaintiff's  wife,  was  received,  announcing  that  the  plaintiff  "  had  been  laid  up  for  some 
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weeks  and  Dr.  James  Henry  attending.  The  doctor  will  give  you  all  facts  concerning 
the  case."  There  was  nothing  stated  in  this  letter  to  indicate  that  the  illness  was 
claimed  to  be  connected  with  the  accident  of  September  3rd,  1907.  And  apparently  in 
the  belief  that  it  was  not,  the  defendants  on  May  29th,  1908,  without  prejudice  sent 
blank  form  to  be  filled  up,  giving  further  particulars.  On  the  same  day  they  also  wrote 
Dr.  Henry,  to  whom  they  had  been  referred  by  Mrs.  Kent,  for  particulars,  which  was 
answered  by  Dr.  Henry  at  once,  stating  the  date  of  the  commencement  of  the  disability 
to  be  April  14th,  1908,  its  nature,  hemiplegia,  right  side,  probable  duration  of  disability 
— "can't  say.  He  has  been  improved  very  much  the  last  few  weeks — present  condition, 
able  to  go  out — can  walk  moderately  well,  yet  unsteady  and  drags  the  leg  a  little  " 

To  the  letter  enclosing  the  blank  form  Mrs.  Kent  replied  that  the  plaintiff  was  still 
ill  and  unable  to  fill  out  the  form.  To  which  the  defendants  replied  on  June  3rd,  1908, 
that  "the  form  was  not  by  any  means  the  final  proof  of  claim,  but  a  report  that  we  re- 
quire in  every  case  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  happening  of  the  accident,  as  without 
the  information  which  this  form  properly  completed  would  give  us  we  are  unable  to 
determine  the  seriousness  of  the  injury  or  the  date  on  which  it  happened."  .  .  . 

On  June  12th,  1908,  the  defendants  wrote  to  the  plaintiff,  stating  that:  "Your  notice 
cf  disability  has  been  placed  before  me  (the  surgeon).  Your  medical  attendant's  report 
.  .  .  states  that  you  suffered  from  hemiplegia  of  the  right  side,  and  this  he  will  no  doubt 
advise  you  was  due  to  hemorrhage  in  the  brain.  Your  disability  was,  therefore,  the 
result  of  a  disease  of  the  arteries  and  not  the  result  of  an  accident,  and  we  regret  to 
have  to  advise  you  that  your  policy  does  not  cover  your  recent  disability.'5 

On  June  15th,  the  defendants,  under  a  clause  in  the  policy,  cancelled  it  and  sent 
a  cheque  for  unearned  premium.  On  June  18th,  the  plaintiff's  wife  again  wrote,  and 
then  for  the  first  time  distinctly  claimed  that  the  then  recent  disability  had  its  origin 
in  the  accident  of  September  3rd  in  the  previous  year,  and  returned  the  cheque  for 
the  unearned  premium.  And  on  June  23rd  the  defendants  returned  the  cheque,  and 
insisted  on  the  cancellation,  but  the  cheque  was  again  returned  to  them  in  a  letter  of 
June  25th. 

And  so  the  matter  apparently  rested  until  October  9th,  1908,  when  the  plaintiff's 
solicitor  wrote,  making  a  demand  of  $300  a  year  as  for  permanent  disability,  again 
ascribing  as  the  cause  the  original  accident,  to  which  on  October  23rd  the  defendants 
replied,  setting  up  the  former  settlement  and  declining  to  reopen  the  case. 

The  plaintiff  admitted,  when  called  as  a  witness  at  the  trial,  that  in  making  the 
settlement  of  December,  1907,  he  intended  to  make  and  believed  he  was  making  a  full 
and  final  settlement  of  all  claim  against  the  defendants  arising  out  of  the  accident  of 
September  3rd,  1907.  He  believed  that  he  had  substantially  recovered  from  all  its 
serious  consequences,  and  that  if  he  had  continued  to  recover  as  he  was  recovering 
when  he  received  the  cheque,  there  would  have  been  nothing  further  about  it.  He 
said  he  did  not  read  the  printed  matter  which  he  signed  on  the  back  of  the  cheque,  and 
in  this  he  was  believed  by  the  learned  Judge. 

When  examined  for  discovery,  the  plaintiff  had  said: 

Q.  "  I  suppose  you  knew  at_  the  time  that  to  get  payment  from  the  company  the 
total  amount  of  the  claim  had  to  be  arrived  at?"— A.  "  I  suppose,  yes." 

Q.  "And  that  was  your  intention  in  making  the  claim  as  you  did?" — A.  "That  was 

my  intention,  yes." 

Q.  "  Fixing  the  duration  of  the  partial  disability  and  the  duration  of  the  total  dis- 
ability?"— A.  "  Yes." 

Q.  "And  then  asking  the  company  for  payment  of  that  amount?" — A.  "Yes." 

Q.  "Then  they  did  pay  you  the  amount  you  asked?" — A.  "Yes." 

Q.  "But  you  understood  what  you  were  signing?" — A.  "A  receipt  in  full." 

Q.  "And  you  have  already  told  me  when  you  signed  the  cheque  you  signed  it  as  a 
receipt  in  full  to  the  company?" — A.  "  I  considered  that." 

That  the  plaintiff  was  mistaken  in  his  too  favorable  estimate  of  his  condition  must 
now  be  assumed,  there  being  no  evidence  to  the  contrary  of  that  of  Dr.  Henry,  who  at 
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the  trial  stated  that  the  "  stroke  "  of  April  14-th  and  what  follo  wed  should  properly  be 
ascribed  to  the  original  accident.  And  the  question  is,  can  the  plaintiff  under  the  cir- 
cumstances recover,  notwithstanding  the  settlement?  Clute,  J.,  after  very  fully  stating 
the  facts  and  the  law,  says:  .  .  .  "Neither  the  plaintiff  nor  the  defendants  understood 
or  contemplated  that  the  payment  made  and  the  receipt  given  was  for  anything  else 
than  the  matters  covered  by  the  claim  which  was  sent  in.  There  was  no  accord  or 
satisfaction  or  settlement  of  any  further  claim."  Earlier  in  his  judgment  he  had  said: 
"What,  then,  was  in  the  contemplation  of  the  parties  at  the  time  this  settlement  took 
place?  That,  I  think,  can  only  be  gathered  from  what  took  place  between  the  parties 
prior  to  the  settlement,  and  that  consisted  simply  of  two  facts,  as  far  as  the  settlement 
was  concerned,  namely,  the  sending  in  of  the  claim  of  the  plaintiff  and  the  payment 
of  the  claim.  Now,  it  will  be  seen  on  an  examination  of  the  claim  that  it  is  a  claim 
for  a  definite  number  of  weeks  and  not  a  claim  for  his  injuries,  whatever  they  might 
be,  more  or  less,  and  the  letter  enclosing  the  cheque  treats  it  as  such.  It  does  not,  in 
short,  cover  future  injuries,  and  I  find  as  a  fact  that  the  plaintiff  did  not  intend  to 
accept  the  payment  in  respect  of  loss  of  time  arising  in  future  from  the  effects  of  the 
accident.  That  question  was  not  contemplated  "by  him,  and  it  would  further  seem  from 
the  subsequent  correspondence  that  it  was  not  contemplated  by  either  of  the  parties, 
which  two  extracts,  perhaps,  sufficiently  indicate  the  general  point  of  view  held  by  the 
learned  Judge  in  directing  judgment  for  the  plaintiff. 

I  am  with  deference  unable  to  agree  with  the  statement  that  what  both  parties  in- 
tended was  merely  to  settle  for  the  particular  items  set  forth  in  the  claim,  without 
reference  to  the  future.  The  account  had  to  be  itemized,  because  what  was  claimed 
was  a  weekly  indemnity,  and  even  the  plaintiff  admits  in  the  extracts  from  his  evi- 
dence, which  I  have  quoted,  that  he  intended  to  give  and  understood  he  was  giving  a 
receipt  in  full  of  his  whole  claim  arising  out  of  the  accident.  From  that  position  he 
very  honestly  makes  no  attempt  in  his  evidence  to  escape,  his  whole  case  resting  upon 
this,  that  such  receipt  in  full  should  not  be  binding,  because  he  afterwards  discovered 
that  he  was  not  as  fully  recovered  as  he  thought  he  was  at  the  time  of  the  settlement. 

The  receipt  (whether  he  read  it  or  not  is  of  no  consequence,  for  if  he  did  not  read 
it  he  should  have  done  so)  of  course  creates  no  estoppel,  but  merely  evidence  of  an 
agreement:  See  Ellen  v.  Great  Northern  R.  Co.  17,  T.(L.R.  453.  But  the  case  does  not, 
T  think,  in  any  degree  turn  upon  its  exact  terms.  The  plaintiff's  claim  is  based  upon 
a  written  or  printed  contract  binding  upon  both  parties,  whereby  the  defendants  agreed 
for  a  stated  premium  to  insure  him  from  the  injurious  consequences  of  accident,  upon 
certain  clearly  stated  terms.  iSome  of  such  terms  were,  as  more  fully  set  out  in  the 
extracts  before  quoted,  that  the  defendants  should  not  be  liable  for  more  than  one  claim 
on  account  of  any  one  accident,  that  the  entire  amount  payable  to  and  claimed  by  the 
assured  should  be  ascertained  and  admitted  before  any  part  thereof  was  paid,  and  that 
the  amount  so  paid  should  be  in  diminution  of  the  total  amount  assured  in  case  of  a 
subsequent  claim  in  the  same  year. 

Notice  of  the  injury  was  required  to  be  given  within  21  days  after  the  accident, 
and  particulars  of  the  claim  itself  were  to  be  sent  within  two  months  of  the  time,  when 
the  same  became  a  claim  within  the  meaning  of  the  policy,  that  is,  as  I  read  it,  within 
two  months  after  the  total  disability  which  the  plaintiff  intended  to  claim  had  occurred. 
And  my  difficulty  is  to  see  how,  in  the  face  of  these  provisions,  relief  can  be  given  to 
i he  plaintiff  because  he  prematurely  sent  in  his  claim.  He  knew  of  the  terms  of  his 
policy,  a  knowledge  which,  under  the  circumstances,  would  in  any  event  be  properly 
imputed  to  him.  He  intended  to  comply,  and  to  make  only  the  one  final  claim,  and  to 
give  a  receipt  in  full.  He  need  not  have  sent  in  his  claim  when  he  did.  He  was  under 
no  compulsion  to  do  so.  He  could  at  least  have  waited  for  the  two  months  allowed  after 
the  claim  had  matured.  He  and  his  medical  adviser  were  the  judges  of  when  that 
I.eriod  had  arrived.  They  both  knew,  as  the  evidence  shews,  that  the  recovery  was 
not  complete  on  December  16th,  1907.    And  the  plaintiff  must  have  known  that  in  send- 
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ing  in  his  claim  then  he  was  taking  the  risk  of  the  anticipated  full  recovery  turnin 
cut  to  be  ill-founded. 

Unfortunately  these  provisions  in  the  contract  appear  not  to  have  been  called  to 
the  attention  of  the  learned  Judge,  or  at  all  events  are  not  discussed  or  even  referre 
to  in  his  judgment.    But  in  my  opinion  they,  and  not  the  mere  receipt  alone  or  by  itself 
form  the  real  barrier  in  the  plaintiff's  way,  a  barrier  which  to  me  seems  insurmoun" 
able  unless  we  are  to  disregard  the  contract  altogether. 

Reference  is  made  in  the  judgment  to  the  subsequent  correspondence  between  th 
parties,  but  not,  as  I  understand  it,  as  supporting  a  waiver  by  the  defendants  of  an 
kind,  which  it  clearly  would  not  do.  And  if  it  would  not  do  that,  it  is,  in  my  opinio- 
of  no  consequence. 

For  these  reasons  the  appeal  should,  in  my  opinion,  be  allowed,  and  the  action  di 
missed,  both  with  costs. 

Sir  Chas-  Moss,  C.J.O.,  and  Maclaren,  J.  A.,  concurred. 

Meredith,  J.  A.  (dissenting): — The  respondent  being  entitled  to  so  much  per  wee 
from  the  appellants  so  long  as  his  disability  lasted,  but  not  exceeding  52  weeks,  an 
payable  only  in  one  sum,  when  the  payments  ceased  by  reason  of  recovery  or  expi 
of  the  full  period,  and,  thinking  that  he  had  recovered,  accepted  from  the  appellan 
the  amount  of  such  weekly  payments  up  to  the  time  of  his  supposed  recovery,  and  gav 
a  very  comprehensive  receipt  for  the  payment.  Subsequently  it  turned  out  that  ther 
had  been  no  real  recovery,  and  that  the  respondent's  condition  was  such  that  th 
liability,  under  the  terms  of  the  contract,  should,  and  would,  have  been  continued,  with 
out  any  sort  of  objection,  but  for  the  payment  so  made. 

The  respondent  sued  in  this  action  to  recover  the  subsequent  dues,  and  the  on 
defence  to  the  claim  is  that  payment.  But  how  can  that  be  set  up  to  claims  that  we 
not,  and  never  were  intended  to  be  covered  by  it?  No  payment  of  any  sort  was  mad 
in  respect  of  the  dues  now  sued  for,  nor  was  any  sort  of  release  of  them  intended  t 
be  given;  that  could  not  have  been,  because  under  a  mutual  mistake  of  fact,  all  th 
parties  thought  that  no  right  to  any  of  them  would  ever  arise.  There  was  no  sort  o 
compromise  of  possible  future  rights  or  claims,  nor  any  sort  of  consideration  given  fo 
relieving  the  appellants  from  them.  It  is  true  that  but  for  such  mutual  mistake  th 
respondent  would  not  so  soon  have  been  paid  anything  under  the  contract;  but  if  th 
appellants  have  lost  anything  by  that  it  can  be  made  good  in  adjusting  the  amoun 
really  coming  to  the  respondent. 

If  A.  agree  to  pay  B.  a  shilling  a  week  as  long  as  C  lives,  to  be  paid  in  one  sum  at 
C.'s  death;  and  if  B.,  believing  that  C-  had  died,  receives  payment  under  the  agree- 
ment, and  even  if  he  give  the  most  solemn  release,  under  that  mistake,  could  it  be  said 
that  B.  would  have  no  further  right  in  law  or  in  equity?  There  is  no  difference  in 
principle  between  such  a  case  and  this  case.  It  seems  to  me  to  be  the  clearest  kind 
cf  a  case  in  which  equity  would  relieve  on  the  ground  of  mutual  mistake;  though  in 
this  case  there  would  be  no  need  to  seek  relief  in  Chancery.  In  an  action  at  common 
law,  upon  the  covenant,  what  defence  could  the  appellants  successfully  plead?  Pay- 
ment would  not  do;  nor  would  accord  any  satisfaction.  And  even  a  release  under  seal 
would  be  ineffectual  in  equity,  there  being  no  difficulty  in  putting  the  parties  in  sub- 
stantially the  same  position  as  if  no  mistake  had  occurred:  See  Beauchamp  v.  Winn, 
L.R.  6,  H.L.  223. 

Of  course,  if  the  respondent  had  taken  the  chances  of  the  future,  if  he  had  accepted 
the  early  payment  in  satisfaction  of  all  future  rights,  he  would  be  bound;  but  there  is 
no  pretence  of  any  such  thing  in  this  case. 

Though  for  very  different  reasons,  I  agree  with  the  trial  Judge  in  considering  that 
the  respondent  is  entitled  to  recover  the  balance  of  the  weekly  payments,  but  would 
make  that  subject  to  an  allowance  to  the  appellants  of  any  loss  they  may  have  sus- 
tained through  premature  payment.

MORTON  v.  ONTARIO  ACCIDENT  INSURANCE  CO. 

Insurance — Employers'  Liability — Employment  of  Child  Under  Fourteen — Condition  in 
Policy— Ontario  Factories  Act,  R.S.O.  (1897),  c.  256,  s.  3  (5) — Knowledge  of  Insured 
—Liability  of  Insurance  Company.    [14  O.W.R.,  p.  1010.] 

Plaintiffs  employed  one  Jones,  a  child  under  fourteen,  to  work  in  their  factory.  He 
was  injured  by  the  fall  of  a  goods  elevator  and  recovered  $1,500  damages  against 
plaintiffs  on  the  ground  that  it  was  negligence  on  the  part  of  a  company  to  employ  a 
Doy  contrary  to  the  prohibition  of  the  Ontario  Factories  Act,  R.S.O.,  1897,  c.  256,  s.  3  (5). 

Plaintiffs  then  brought  action  against  defendant  company  to  recover  amount  paid 
Jones,  claiming  under  an  Employers'  Liability  Insurance  policy  issued  plaintiffs  by  de- 
fendant company.  Defendants  contended  that  they  were  relieved  of  liability  by  a  clause 
in  the  policy  to  the  effect  that  the  insurance  did  not  cover  injuries  caused  or  received 
by  any  child  illegally  employed  with  the  knowledge  of  the  insured. 

Held  that  the  plaintiffs  had  no  knowledge  that  Jones  was  under  age  of  14  years, 
and  was  employed  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  said  Act,  and  that  the  defendant  com- 
pany was  liable  to  repay  plaintiffs  amount  which  they  had  paid  Jones.

Latchford,  J: — This  action  was  heard  before  me  at  the  non-jury  sittings,  Toronto, 
on  the  28th  September,  1909,  pursuant  to  a  judgment  of  the  Divisional  Court  (12  O.W.R. 
269),  allowing  an  appeal  from  the  judgment  at  trial  of  MacMahon,  J.,  11  O.W.R.  828. 
The  defendant  company  is  now  being  wound  up,  and  the  liquidator  is  defending  this 
action. 

The  facts  giving  rise  to  the  action  are  fully  set  forth  in  my  brother  MacMahon's 
judgment,  and  in  the  case  of  Jones  v.  The  Morton  Co.,  Limited  (14  O.L-R.  402),  the  evi- 
dence in  which,  so  far  as  applicable,  was  by  consent  made  part  of  the  case  before  me. 
It  was  supplemented  by  the  oral  evidence  of  the  witness  Issard,  who  was  called  to 
establish  not  only  that  the  accident  to  the  boy  Jones  was  caused  by  the  negligence  of 
the  Morton  Co.,  but  that  the  boy  was  injured  while  conforming,  as  he  was  obliged  to 
conform,  to  the  orders  of  Issard.    It  would  follow  as  a  result  of  the  evidence  on  the 
latter  point  that  there  was  a  breach  by  the  Morton  Co.  of  the  provisions  of  The  Work- 
men's Compensation    for  Injuries  Act.    Objection  was  made  to  the  admission  of  this 
evidence  on  the  grounds  that  the  plaintiffs  sought  thereby  to  base  their  right  to  be 
indemnified  by  the  defendants  upon  a  new  liability,  other  than  the  liability  under  the 
Factories  Act  determined  by  the  Court  of  Appeal.    The  evidence  on  this  point  must, 
I  think,  be  rejected.    The  money  which  the  plaintiff  now  seeks  to  recover  was  paid 
under  a  judgment  in  which  they  were  held  liable  only  because  of  their  breach  of  the 
Factories  Act.    Were  it  open  to  me  to  find,  as  upon  such  evidence  I  should  find,  that 
the  plaintiffs  were  also  liable  because  of  their  breach  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation 
for  Injuries  Act,  the   fact   would   remain   that   it   was  not  upon  the  latter  ground 
the    plaintiffs    were    held    liable    for    the    moneys    they    now    seek    to    be  reim- 
bursed.   It  is  not,  in  my  opinion,  open  to  me  to  consider  evidence  upon  which  they 
might  have  been — but  were  not — held  otherwise  liable.    Issard's  evidence,  however,  I 
regard  as  admissible  to  the  extent  that  it  enables  me  to  find,  as  I  do  find,  that  there 
was  negligence  under  the  Ontario  Factories  Act  occasioning  the  injury  to  the  boy  Jones, 
and  entitling  him  to  recover  the  damages  from  the  Morton  Co.  determined  by  the  Court 
of  Appeal.    Such  negligence  consisted  in  causing  the  boy  to  use  an  elevator  which 
the  company  then  defending  knew  to  be  out  of  repair.    The  employment  of  a  boy  under 
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H  years  of  age,  as  Jones  was,  is  evidence  of  negligence,  Fahey  v.  Jephcott,  2  O.L.R.  449, 
and  the  Morton  Co.  was,  in  fact,  negligent  in  employing  the  boy  contrary  .to  the  prohi- 
bition of  the  statute.  I  find  that  the  Morton  Co.  had,  prior  to  the  accident,  no  knowledge 
that  the  boy  Jones  was  under  the  age  of  14.  The  condition  in  the  policy  issued  by 
the  defendants  to  the  plaintiffs,  upon  which  the  defendants  relied  both  in  this  and  in 
the  former  trial  (11  O.W.R.,  at  page  830),  affords  no  ground  of  defence. 

It  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  consider  the  question  of  estoppel,  but  if  it  were,  I 
should  find  that  the  defendants  were,  by  their  conduct  in  assuming  the  whole  conduct 
of  the  defence  in  Jones  v.  Morton,  estopped  from  disputing  their  liability  as  limited  by 
the  Court  of  Appeal,  or  as  now  determined. 

There  will  be  judgment  for  plaintiffs  for  $1,983.87  with  interest  from  the  11th 
December,  1907,  as  found  by  my  brother  MacMahon  (11  O.W.R.,  at  page  832).  I  con- 
sider the  plaintiffs  are  entitled  to  their  costs  of  both  this  and  the  former  trial.

McCUAIG  v.  INDEPENDENT  ORDER  OF  FORESTERS. 

Insurance — Fraternal  Society — Beneficiary  Certificate— Insanity — Total  Disability— Non- 
payment of  Dues — Suspension.    [14  O.W.R.,  p.  935.] 

The  failure  of  a  member  of  a  fraternal  society  to  comply  with  the  conditions  of  the 
constitution,  even  if  arising  from  his  insanity,  and  his  subsequent  suspension  for  non- 
payment of  dues,  are  fundamental  objections  to  any  right  to  recover  under  his  certificate 
cf  insurance. 

In  this  case  everything  required  to  have  been  done  by  the  member  could  have  been 
done  by  a  member  of  his  family  on  his  behalf,  the  constitution  making  express  pro- 
visions for  such  cases.  The  failure  to  avail  themselves  of  this  provision  of  the  constitu- 
tion is  a  complete  bar  to  any  right  of  action  they  might  have  had  against  the  society. 

The  appeal  by  the  defendants  to  the  Divisional  Court  for  Ontario  was  heard  by 
Falconbridge,  C.  J.,  K.B.,  Teetzel,  J.,  and  Riddell,  J.,  on  the  10th  November,  1909.

Riddell,  J.: — The  facts  of  this  case  are  not  involved.  Angus  McCuaig  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Dominion  Police  Force  and  a  member  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Foresters 
— a  regular  beneficiary  member,  as  appears  from  his  certificate,  No.  424032,  dated  Nov. 
18th,  1904.  At  the  end  of  October,  1906,  being  a  member  in  good  standing,  he  became 
"unfit  mentally  and  physically  to  perform  further  duty;  totally  incapacitated  from 
doing  any  work  or  following  any  employment,"  having  first  showed  symptoms  in  April, 
1906.  This  incapacity  continued  until  his  death,  which  took  place  on  the  3rd  April  of 
the  present  year,  after  the  beginning  of  this  action.  His  dues  continued  to  be  paid  till 
those  due  March,  1908.  It  was  admitted  by  both  parties  before  us  that  the  money  used 
to  pay  these  dues  was  till  December,  1907,  his  own,  and  was  paid  by  his  family  till  that 
time:  thereafter  the  local  Court  of  which  he  was  a  member,  or  some  of  the  brethren, 
paid  for  him  until  the  end  Of  February,  1908.  He  had,  about  November,  190»6,  gone  to 
the  Asylum  for  the  Insane  at  Brockville,  where  he  remained  until  the  time  of  his  death. 

On  January  13th,  1909,  his  wife  wrote  the  iSupreme  Chief  Ranger  of  the  defendant 
order,  saying  that  her  husband  had  been  totally  disabled  since  the  summe-r  of  19(H),  that 
being  mentally  unbalanced  he  had  failed  to  apply  for  $1,000  to  which  he  was  entitled 
from  the  Total  Disability  Fund,  but  continued  to  pay  until  December  1st,  190<7,  and  the 
Court  then  carried  him  to  February  1st,  1908.  She  made  application  for  the  $1,000, 
and,  after  speaking  of  the  handsome  way  in  which  he  had  been  treated  by  the  Dominion 
Police  authorities,  she  added:  "We  beg  that  the  Foresters  will  shew  him  the  same  con- 
sideration and  will  not  take  advantage  of  his  insanity.  It  is  only  recently  we  have 
learned  of  the  Disability  Fund."  The  Supreme  Chief  Ranger  answered  that  McCuaig 
had  been  suspended  1st  March,  1908,  for  non-payment,  and  pointed  out  what  she  should 
have  done  if  she  desired  her  husband  to  be  placed  on  the  total  disability  list;  and  he 
added:  "Not  having  done  this  and  not  having  paid  his  assessments,  and  he  having 
been  reported  from  the  local  Court  for  non-payment  we  have  no  power  to  now  reinstate 
him  or  to  place  him  on  the  probationary  list  or  pay  any  benefits  on  his  account  to  any 
one."  Thereupon  this  action  was  brought  by  the  wife  and  by  the  husband  acting  by 
a  next  friend. 
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It  was  tried  Defore  my  brother  Clute  at  Ottawa,  without  a  jury,  15th  June,  1909. 
In  the  judgment  as  settled  the  plaintiffs  recover  the  sum  of  $1,000  and  costs  without 
prejudice  to  their  right  to  bring  further  action  for  the  remaining  $1,000  by  reason  of 
the  death  of  Angus  McCuaig. 

The  defendants  appeal. 

There  are  no  disputed  facts-  The  whole  matter  is  as  to  the  interpretation  of  the 
rules  of  the  defendants. 

The  Order  has  a  two-fold  object:  (1)  to  unite  its  members  fraternally  and  in 
benevolent  works,  and  (2)  "To  give  such  aid  and  benefits  to  its  members  and  those 
dependent  upon  them,  as  may  be  provided  in  its  Constitution  and  Laws,"  4  (1),  (2). 
These  benefits  "are  provided  in  four  departments:"  (1)  Mortuary  Benefit,  (2)  Total 
Disability  Benefit,  (3)  'Sick  and  Funeral  Benefit,  (4)  Fraternal  Benefit,  4  (3).  "In  the 
Total  Disability  Benefit  Department  provision  is  made  (a)  for  the  payment  to  a  mem- 
ber in  this  department  who  is  totally  and  permanently  disabled  by  accident  or  disease 
of  a  sum  equal  to  one-half  of  the  amount  of  the  Insurance  or  Mortuary  Benefit,  payable 
in  five  equal  annual  instalments,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  sec.  158:  or  (.C) — not  of 
importance  here — the  fund  for  this  department  is  provided  for  by  sec.  33  (17).  By 
sec.  77  (3)  it  is  provided  that  a  regular  beneficiary  member  is  to  receive  a  policy  or 
benefit  certificate:  that  was  done  as  we  have  seen  in  the  present  case,  and  sec. 
80  (17).  MoCuaig  became  and  was  a  regular  beneficiary  member,  but  "only  so  long  as 
he  complied  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  and  Laws."  One  of  these  provisions 
is  that  the  member  shall  pay  each  month  a  certain  sum — sec.  126:  and  each  local  Court 
must,  early  in  each  month,  send  in  a  report  inter  alia  of  all  who  have  paid,  and  the 
amount  so  paid — sec.  135;  (2)  and  remit  accordingly — sec.  136-  Each  of  the  members 
must  pay  to  the  financial  secretary  of  his  Court  his  monthly  assessment  or  premium  in 
advance:  he  has  30  days'  grace,  and  "upon  failure  to  pay  within  the  said  period  of 
grace,  the  member  shall  ipso  facto  immediately  stand  suspended  from  the  Order,"  sec. 
133  (1),  and  he  so  continues  until  he  has  been  duly  and  regularly  reinstated,  sec.  134. 
A  provision  is  made  for  reinstatement  of  a  member  suspended  n.p.d.  within  90  days  of 
his  suspension,  if  then  in  good  sound  mental  and  bodily  health,  sec.  140  (1)  (7) — or 
even  within  six  months  if  in  good,  sound  mental  and  physical  health,  sac.  142.  There 
js  a  provision  which  would  appear  to  be  of  no  small  value-  For  each  Court  or  Lodge 
there  is  commissioned  a  Court  physician,  sec.  91  (1)  (a),  who  must  be  a  duly  qualified 
doctor  of  medicine,  and  legally  entitled  to  practise  his  profession,  sec  92  (1);  a  graduate 
of  some  recognized  medical  college,  sec.  Ill  (1).  He  is  appointed  and  commissioned  by 
the  S.  C.  R.  upon  the  nomination  of  the  Court  or  otherwise,  sec.  95  (3).  Unless  the 
Court  by  by-law  dispense  with  medical  attendance,  sec.  Ill  (21)  he  must,  free  of  charge 
(except  in  certain  specified  cases)  attend  during  the  continuance  of  any  illness,  all  the 
members  of  his  Court,  and,  generally  speaking,  the  members  of  other  Courts  taken  ill 
within  his  jurisdiction,  sec.  Ill  (10),  receiving  a  salary  of  $1  per  annum  per  member, 
sec.  Ill  (13)-  If  he  refuse  or  neglect  to  attend,  then  another  Court  physician  or  some 
other  duly  qualified  may  be  engaged  by  the  Chief  Ranger  or  member  of  the  sick  com- 
mittee, and  paid  by  the  Court.  This  sick  committee  is  to  be  found  in  each  Court,  and 
bas  the  duty  after  notice  of  the  sickness  of  any  member  to  see  to  it  that  he  is  visited 
once  each  day  by  at  least  one  member  of  the  committee,  sec.  113  (6).  If  necessary,  two 
watchers  are  provided  each  night  from  among  the  brethren  to  watch  the  sick  man;  and 
the  physician  or  sick  committee  may  order  a  consultation  of  physicians  and  also  employ 
competent  nurses  to  attend  the  sick  member,  sec.  113  (9).  In  case  of  infectious  or  con- 
tagious diseases  the  visits  of  the  committee  and  the  attendance  of  watchers  are  dispensed 
with,  and  nurses  may  be  employed.  All  this  continues  until  the  total  disability  benefit 
on  account  of  accident  or  disease  is  paid,  sec.  15  (14),  or  till  death,  the  member  remain- 
ing in  good  standing. 

The  certificate  issued  to  MoCuaig  expressly  provides  that  the  constitution  and  laws 
of  the  Order  are  made  part  of  it.  It  makes  McCuaig  a  beneficiary  member  "  to  the 
extent  of  $2,000,  less  any  amount  which  may  be  paid  ...  on  account  of  total  and  perm  a- 
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nent  disability  and  amongst  other  sections  expressly  refers  to  what  is  now  in 

the  revision  of  1905,  sec.  158.  This  provides:  (1)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
section  and  of  sec.  4,  sub-sees.  5  and  6,  131,  132,  145,  151  and  154,  "every  member  whose 
policy  or  benefit  certificate  provided  for  the  total  disability  benefit,  and  who  shall  be- 
come totally  and  permanently  disabled  either  through  accident  or  disease  or  old  age, 
from  following  or  directing  any  employment,  labour,  trade,  occupation,  business  or  pro- 
fession, shall  become  entitled  to  the  total  disability  benefit  .  .  ."  The  sections  referred 
are  not  of  importance  in  this  enquiry. 

It  is  not  and  cannot  be  disputed  that  McCuaig  came,  about  October  or  November, 
1906,  literally  within  this  section;  and  had  proper  application  been  made  then  or 
shortly  before  his  suspension  for  n.p.d.,  it  is  conceded  that  he  would  have  been  entitled 
to  receive  the  $1,000.  But  subsequent  sub-sections  of  this  sec.  158  are  appealed  to  as 
showing  that  in  the  event  which  has  happened  this  claim  cannot  succeed.  Sub-section 
(2)  provides:  "  (2)  The  total  disability  benefit  on  account  of  accident  or  disease  shall 
consist  of  one  half  of  the  amount  of  the  member's  insurance  or  mortuary  benefit  re- 
maining unpaid  at  the  date  such  member  is  adjudged  to  be  totally  and  permanently 
disabled,  together '  with  exemption  from  further  taxation  of  any  kind  in  the  Order, 
except  as  provided  in  this  section  and  sec.  156:  which  benefit  shall  be  payable  in  five 
equal  annual  instalments  .  .  ." 

It  seems  to  me  free  from  any  doubt  that  the  word  "  adjudged  "  is  used  not  of  an 
adjudication  by  a  court  of  law  or  of  any  other  tribunal  than  that  referred  to  in  the  suc- 
ceeding sub-section.  Sub-section  (3)  provided  that  whenever  a  member  "becomes 
totally  or  permanently  disabled  ...  he  may  by  himself,  or  if  personally  incapable,  by 
some  one  on  his  behalf,  file  notice  of  such  disability  .  .  .  with  the  Supreme  Secretary: 
thereupon  the  'Supreme  Secretary  lays  it  before  the  medical  officer,  who  is  to  make  full 
inquiry  and  investigation,  and  then  report  to  the  Supreme  Chief  Ranger,  whereupon 
the  Supreme  Chief  Ranger,  if  satisfied  that  the  disability  is  total  and  permanent  within 
tne  meaning  of  the  constitution  and  laws  ....  etc.,  ....  shall  instruct  the  Supreme 
Secretary  to  place  the  member  on  the  probationary  list  for  total  disability;  but  if  the 
Supreme  Chief  Ranger  does  not  instruct  the  Supreme  Secretary  to  place  the  member 
on  the  probationary  list,  the  notice  shall  become  and  be  null  and  void  and  of  no  effect 
whatsoever."  When  put  upon  the  probationary  list  sub-sec.  6  provides  that  for  six 
months  the  member  shall  cease  to  pay  fees,  etc.,  and  at  the  end  of  that  "  ipso  facto 
return  to  his  form  status,  unless  he  be  adjudged  to  be  still  totally  and  permanently  dis- 
abled as  in  this  section  provided."  If  this  disability  does  continue,  he  sends  a  claim 
to  the  Supreme  Secretary:  this  is  again  submitted  to  the  medical  officer,  and  he  reports 
to  the  'Supreme  Chief  Ranger,  and  if  the  Supreme  Chief  Ranger  is  satisfied  that  the 
member  is  totally  and  permanently  disabled  he  shall  forthwith  order  the  payment  of 
the  claim,  sub-sec.  7 ;  but  if  not  he  may  restore  the  member  to  his  former  status  or  make 
further  enquiry,  sub-sec.  8;  but  if  the  member  does  not  send  in  this  claim  he,  at  a  cer- 
tain fixed  time  ipso  facto  returns  to  his  former  status,  sub-sec.  (11).  In  case  of  in- 
sanity the  benefit  may  be  paid  to  the  wife,  sub-sec.  (12);  and  in  any  case  after  the 
oenefit  is  paid  the  member  is  not  called  upon  for  further  fees,  but  becomes  and  con- 
tinues to  be  an  honorary  member  of  the  Order. 

While  the  sub-sec.  (1)  giving  the  right  to  the  total  disability  benefit  conditions  this 
right  upon  the  member  becoming  disabled,  the  amount  of  such  benefit  is  not  anywhere 
fixed  except  in  sub-sec.  (2),  and  that  sub-section  fixed  the  amount  at  one-half  the  amount 
of  the  insurance  benefit  remaining  unpaid  at  the  date  of  such  member  being 
adjudged  to  be  totally  and  permanently  disabled.  Before  the  amount  can  be  arrived 
at  there  must  be  an  adjudication,  and  that  adjudication  is,  as  it  would  appear,  an  adjudi- 
cation by  the  Supreme  Chief  Ranger.  If  such  an  adjudication  is  desired  on  behalf 
of  a  member,  a  method  is  provided  by  the  constitution;  but  if  the  member  for  any  reason 
prefers  to  remain  an  ordinary  member,  there  is  no  reason  why  he  should  not  do  so — 
if  he  takes  the  benefit  he  ceases  to  be  an  ordinary  member,  and  becomes  an  honorary 
member,  and  thereby  loses  the  right  to  free  medical  attendance  and  the  attendance  oi 
45  ix. 
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brethren  as  sick  committee  and  watchers  by  his  bedside.  He  may  desire  to  retain  these 
advantages;  in  that  case  he  goes  on  paying  his  fees,  or  he  may  take  his  benefit  and 
thereby  lose  the  advantages  there  spoken  of.  That  he  must  be  a  member  in  good  stand- 
ing when  he  applies  for  his  benefit  I  think  clear  from  the  whole  constitution,  sec  158 
(6),  may  be  specially  referred  to  as  shewing  that  he  ceases  to  pay  dues,  etc.,  only  on 
being  put  on  the  probationary  list. 

Much  as  we  may  regret  the  result,  I  think  that  this  unfortunate  man  has  failed  to 
live  up  to  the  requirements  of  his  Order,  and  that  the  action  fails. 

The  appeal  should  be  allowed  and  the  action  dismissed,  both  with  costs,  if  asked  for. 

The  above  result  has  been  arrived  at  quite  irrespective  of  the  express  provision  of 
the  certificate :  "  if  the  party  of  the  second  part  be  not  in  good  standing  .  .  .  this  con- 
tract as  against  the  said  Supreme  Court,  the  party  of  the  first  part,  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  and  shall  be  absolutely  void  to  all  intents  and  purposes  whatsoever,"  and  also  irre- 
spective of  the  Statute  of  Incorporation,  sec  10,  "  .  .  no  member  or  his  beneficiary  shall 
be  entitled  to  any  pecuniary  benefit  of  the  society  during  the  time  such  member  is  in 
default  with  respect  to  any  .  .  dues." 

Falconbridge,  C.  J.,  K.B.,  agreed  in  result. 

Teetzel,  J.,  also  gave  reasons  in  writing  to  same  effect. 
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(2)  Thompson  v.  Court  Harmony,  A.O.F.  i 
DIVISIONAL  COURT.

THOMPSON  v.  COURT  HARMONY. 

Insurance — Sick  Benefits — Investigation  of  Claim — Physician  gave  Certificate — Cause 
Alcoholism — Not  Allowed  by  Lodge — Action  to  Recover  Benefit — Evidence — Erron- 
eous Certificate — Jurisdiction  of  Court  to  Interfere  with  Society  Officials.  [16  O.W.R., 
page  330.] 

Plaintiff  was  taken  ill  and  claimed  sick  benefits  from  defendants.  They  investigated 
the  claim  and  refused  to  allow  it,  as  the  medical  officer  certified  that  the  plaintiffs  ill- 
ness was  due  to  alcoholism.  Plaintiff  was  examined  by  another  physician,  who  certified 
that  his  illness  was  due  to  another  cause,  and  not  due  to  alcoholism.  Defendants  still 
refused  to  allow  the  plaintiff's  claim.  Plaintiff  brought  action  in  County  Court  and  re- 
covered $160  and  costs. 

Divisional  Court  held  that  the  Courts  have  no  jurisdiction  as  to  this  claim  to  war- 
rant the  judgment  of  the  County  Court,  and  dismissed  the  action. 

Appeal  by  defendants  from  the  judgment  of  the  County  Court  of  York  in  favour 
of  the  plaintiff,  a  member  of  the  defendant  court,  in  an  action  to  recover  for  sick  benefits. 

Defendants  investigated  plaintiff's  claim.  Dr.  Pyne,  their  own  medical  examiner, 
give  a  certificate  to  the  effect  that  the  plaintiff's  illness  was  due  to  alcoholism,  and  de- 
fendants refused  to  pay  plaintiff's  claim,  alcoholism  being  a  cause  of  illness  excluded  by 
the  defendants'  rules. 

Plaintiff  was  examined  by  another  physician,  who  certified  that  his  illness  was  not 
due  to  alcoholism,  but  to  another  cause,  but  defendants  still  refused  to  allow  plaintiff's 
claim.  Then  plaintiff  brought  action  in  the  County  Court  to  recover  $168  for  sick 
benefits.  The  evidence  given  at  the  trial  was  conflicting  and  contradictory  as  to  the 
cause  of  plaintiff's  illness. 

The  County  Court  Judge  held  that  Court  Harmony  could  not  pay  in  the  face  of 
Dr.  Pyne's  certificate,  which,  under  the  direction  of  the  general  law  of  the  Order,  they 
decided  to  act  upon.  He  found  that  this  medical  certificate  was  given  honestly  but 
erroneously  as  to  alcoholism  having  caused  the  plaintiff's  illness,  and  therefore,  though 
not  intentionally  fraudulent,  it  amounted  to  a  legal  fraud,  and  on  this  ground  held  that 
his  jurisdiction  was  not  ousted.  He  found  that  the  plaintiff  appealed  to  all  the  series 
of  appellate  tribunals,  but  that  they  did  not  investigate  or  call  any  witnesses  or  give 
the  plaintiff  an  opportunity  to  appear  before  them  and  give  evidence  as  to  the  merits 
of  his  case,  but  simply  reached  their  own  conclusions  upon  the  medical  certificate,  now 
found  to  be  erroneous. 

The  appeal  to  the  Divisional  Court  was  heard  by  Sir  John  Boyd,  C,  Hon.  Mr.  Justice 
Magee,  and  Hon.  Mr.  Justice  Latchford.

H.  E.  Rose,  K.C.,  for  plaintiff. 

Their  Lordships'  judgment  was  delivered  by 

Sir  John  Boyd: — Mr.  Howie,  secretary  of  Court  Harmony,  told  Mrs.  Thompson,  wife 
of  plaintiff,  and  his  stepfather  Pethick  (who  were  looking  after  the  plaintiff's  interests 
while  he  was  ill)  that  in  the  face  of  Dr.  Pyne's  certificate  it  was  impossible  for  a  cheque 
to  issue  under  the  general  law  of  Court  Harmony.  This  was  the  decision  of  that  Court 
after  seeing  the  further  certificates  of  10th  and  18th  September,  brought  in  at  the  sug- 
gestion of  Mr.  Howie.  He  says  he  gave  his  wife  all  the  information  in  his  power,  and 
told  her  what  further  steps  she  could  take  in  order  to  secure  redress  by  way  of  appeal. 

There  was  nothing  said  about  viva  voce  evidence,  nor  was  any  offer  made  on  the 
part  of  the  plaintiff  to  do  anything  more  than  supply  other  doctors'  certificates  opposed 
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in  their  tenor  to  that  given  by  the  medical  officer  of  the  /Lodge,  Dr.  Pyne,  which  was 
dated  on  6th  October,  1908.  The  inquiry  as  to  the  right  to  sick  benefits  was  conducted 
on  the  footing  of  a  dispute  between  doctors,  and  it  was  decided  in  favour  of  the  duly 
appointed  medical  officer  of  the  Lodge,  who  had  been  in  service  for  over  20  years. 

The  date  of  the  first  decision  of  the  Court  is  not  clearly  given,  but  it  appears  to 
bave  been  just  about  the  date  of  the  second  certificate  of  Dr.  Stewart.  However,  this 
second  certificate  was  sent  on  with  the  papers  in  the  first  appeal  to  the  District  Chief 
Ranger,  and  in  all  subsequent  appeals  all  these  certificates  were  used.  Dr.  Stewart 
admits  that  both  his  certificates  were  indefinite,  and  the  second  did  not  add  much  1o 
the  first,  for,  as  he  says,  what  it  stated  was  "  the  primary  cause  of  part  of  the  plaintiff's 
illness  was  decayed  teeth  and  not  whiskey."  Upon  a  mere  consideration  of  the  certifi- 
cates one  does  not  quarrel  with  the  ruling  of  the  defendants. 

By  transferring  the  claim  to  the  County  Court  an  entirely  new  phase  of  controversy 
is  entered  upon,  and  a  long  investigation  of  the  cause  of  the  illness  is  conducted  in  the 
light  of  conflicting  and  contradictory  evidence,  not  heard  by  the  members  or  officers  of 
Court  Harmony,  and  not  offered  to  be  brought  before  them.  I  rather  think  that  they 
did  not  consider  any  more  than  the  plaintiff  that  this  field  of  enquiry  was  open  under 
their  code  of  laws  and  rules;  but  at  all  events  the  evidence  was  never  tendered,  arid 
therefore  never  rejected  by  them.  It  lay  upon  the  plaintiff  to  establish  his  claim  to  be  the 
recipient  of  the  benefits  of  the  Foresters.  He  had  experience  of  what  was  to  be  done. 
Twice  before  he  had  obtained  these  sick  payments  on  the  certificate  of  Dr.  Pyne.  Tt 
is  in  evidence  that  the  course  pursued  here  was  in  all  respects  according  to  the  usual 
methods  of  the  Lodge.  As  I  read  the  evidence  of  the  wife  and  Mr.  Pethick,  the  step- 
father, they  did  not  state  to  the  members  of  the  body  sued  what  facts  could  be  proved 
as  to  the  plaintiff's  sobriety.  She  says,  "I  did  not  think  to  tell  the  Lodge  members"; 
in  other  words,  the  plaintiff  was  content  to  take  his  chances  on  the  conflicting  medical 
certificates,  and,  having  lost,  he  comes  to  a  court  of  law  for  redress, 
i  The  enquiry  as  to  the  man's  condition,  as  I  have  said,  was  presented  as  usual  upon 
the  doctor's  certificate,  and  considered  upon  all  the  materials  that  the  plaintiff  desired 
to  submit.  That  something  else  was  not  done  by  him  is  not  a  ground  for  disregarding 
the  conclusion  of  the  defendants  and  their  officers.  There  was  really  no  exclusion  of 
evidence,  because  there  was  no  tender  of  it,  and  upon  the  materials  before  the  defend- 
ants the  conclusion  reached  was  right. 

The  general  laws  of  the  body  provide  explicitly  for  the  manner  in  which  applica- 
tions for  the  sick  benefits  shall  proceed.  Forms  are  provided  which  shall  be  used  in 
order  to  obtain  a  "Declaration  on  Funds,"  rule  104  (17)  and  form,  p.  125.  That  is  a 
compound  form,  consisting  of  a  claim  by  the  sick  member,  followed  by  a  certificate 
under  the  hand  of  the  medical  officer  appointed  by  the  subordinate  Court  (rule  97). 
This  rule  provides  that  the  physician  shall  not  place  any  brother  upon  the  funds  unless 
he  is  unable  to  follow  any  occupation  from  sickness;  and  by  (2)  he  may  refuse  to  attend 
any  sick  member  when  satisfied  that  the  illness  is  brought  on  through  the  use  of  in- 
toxicating liquors,  and  shall  not  place  any  such  brother  on  the  funds  of  the  Court.  By. 
rule  104  the  payment  of  sick  benefits  is  to  begin  from  the  date  of  the  medical  officer's 
certificate,  which  is  to  be  delivered  along  with  a  declaration  on  the  fund  to  the  Court 
secretary  (No.  3).  By  No.  6  of  rule  104  no  Court  shall  pay  such  benefits  to  a  member 
unless  certified  by  a  duly  qualified  medical  practitioner  to  be  incapacitated  from  work 
by  some  specified  sickness;  and  by  No.  7  no  member  shall  receive  benefits  if  he  suffers 
from  illness  through  the  use  of  intoxicating  liquors. 

The  only  certificate  presented  by  the  plaintiff  to  the  secretary  of  the  Court,  accord- 
ing to  the  forms  prescribed,  was  that  of  Dr.  Pyne,  the  duly  appointed  physician  of  the 
Court,  and  that  on  its  face  states  that  the  man's  illness  was  brought  on  through  over- 
indulgence in  intoxicants.  Upon  such  a  certificate  he  could  not  be  placed  on  the  funds, 
and  the  secretary  had  no  authority  to  issue  a  cheque  to  him  for  the  amount  of  sick 
benefits. 
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By  rule  120,  any  dispute,  charge,  or  complaint  in  respect  of  any  sick  benefit  due  by 
any  Court  to  any  member  shall  be  made  to  the  District  Chief  Ranger,  who  shall  investi- 
gate the  same  and  decide  thereon,  with  power  of  appeal  to  the  High  Chief  Ranger,  and 
from  him  to  the  High  Court — the  decision  of  the  High  Court  to  be  conclusive  and  bind- 
ing upon  all  parties. 

The  ruling  of  the  secretary  was  in  conformity  with  the  holding  of  the  members 
of  the  Court,  but  exactly  when  the  refusal  was  communicated  to  the  plaintiff  is  not 
plain  on  the  evidence.  The  sequence  of  events  I  take  to  be  this.  The  secretary,  Mr. 
Howie,  could  not  act  on  the  document  first  furnished.  The  plaintiff  had  left  the  Lodge 
physician  on  the  26th  October  and  called  in  another  doctor  on  the  27th.  At  the  sug- 
gestion of  Mr.  Howie  (p.  64)  a  certificate  as  to  the  cause  of  illness  was  obtained  from 
this  one,  and  Dr.  Stewart  on  the  10th  November  stated  that  he  found  the  plaintiff  suffer- 
ing from  severe  nervous  prostration.  This  did  not  meet  the  difficulty,  and  Dr.  'Stewart 
says  he  gave  a  second  certificate  on  the  18th  November,  because  they  told  him  the 
Lodge  "  was  blaming  it  on  the  whiskey."  The  tenor  of  this  certificate  I  have  referred 
to.  The  secretary  and  the  Lodge  did  not  regard  Dr.  Stewart's  certificate  as  sufficient 
to  countervail  that  of  the  regular  doctor.  The  plaintiff's  claim  was  then  made  before 
the  District  Chief  Ranger,  who  examined  carefully  into  the  law  (i.e.,  of  the  Order),  and 
read  the  correspondence  and  inquired  into  the  facts  produced  by  the  Court,  and  found 
that  in  the  face  of  the  certificate  of  the  medical  officer  of  the  Court  and  general  law 
No.  104  (7),  referring  to  intoxicating  liquors,  it  was  impossible  for  him  to  interfere. 
By  the  law  of  the  Court  he  was  "to  investigate  the  dispute,  charge,  or  complaint."  This 
application  was  rather  a  complaint  than  a  dispute  or  a  charge.  This  certificate  was 
the  basis  of  the  claim,  and  the  complaint  was  that  it  should  be  neutralized  or  over- 
borne by  the  certificate  of  the  outside  physician.  Nothing  was  laid  before  the  Court 
or  the  officers  who  found  upon  the  claim  to  indicate  that  the  opinion  or  judgment  of 
Dr.  Pyne  was  erroneous  or  that,  when  the  doctors  differed,  the  later  opinion  was  to  be 
preferred  to  his.  That  the  defendants  did  not  take  steps  to  investigate  the  soundness 
of  Dr.  Pyne's  opinion  by  original  inquiries  is  not  a  matter  provided  for;  they  dealt  with 
what  was  laid  before  them;  and  it  is  no  reason  for  displacing  their  conclusion  or  juris- 
diction that  a  subsequent  investigation  in  a  court  of  law  has  led  to  a  different  result. 
The  matter  is  one  to  be  disposed  of  by  the  methods  of  the  Order,  to  which  the  plaintiff 
subjected  himself  on  becoming  a  member.  The  action  of  the  Court  is  final  unless  it  is 
made  to  appear  that  such  action  is  contrary  to  natural  justice  or  in  violation  of  the 
rules  of  the  body  or  done  mala  fide,  as  said  in  Essery  v.  Court  Pride,  2  O.R.,  at  p.  608. 
The  judgment  in  appeal  Introduces  a  new  and  further  exception,  in  that  an  erroneous 
medical  certificate,  given  honestly  but  by  mistaken  diagnosis,  is,  though  not  intention- 
ally fraudulent,  to  be  regarded  as  "  legal  fraud."  But  it  needs  mala  fides  or  dishonesty, 
to  annul  the  finding  of  a  domestic  forum.  Lord  Bramwell  has  taken  particular  pains 
to  exterminate  the  expression  "legal  fraud."  He  says,  in  Weir  v.  Bell,  3  Ex.  D.  243: 
"  I  do  not  understand  legal  fraud.  To  my  mind  it  has  no  more  meaning  than  legal 
heat  or  legal  cold,  legal  light  or  legal  shade."  "  Fraud  in  point  of  law,"  he  again  re- 
peats, "is,  to  my  mind,  the  oddest  expression":  Holland  v.  Russell,  11  W.R.  758.  So, 
in  accord,  Brett,  L.  J.,  says,  in  Wilson  v.  Church,  13  Ch.  D.,  at  p.  51:  "  I  have  very  strong 
views  with  regard  to  what  is  the  legal  definition  of  fraud.  No  recklessness  of  specula- 
tion, however  great,  no  extortion,  however  enormous,  is  fraud.  No  man  ought  to  be 
found  guilty  of  fraud  unless  you  can  say  he  had  a  fraudulent  mind  and  an  intention 
to  deceive."  To  the  same  effect  Wills,  J.,  in  ex  parte  Watson,  21  Q.B.D.  309:  "Fraud, 
in  my  opinion,  is  a  term  that  should  be  reserved  for  something  dishonest  and  morally 
wrong."  Finally  the  classical  utterance  of  Lord  Bramwell  in  the  House  of  Lords,  in 
Deny  v.  Peek,  14  App.  Cas.,  p.  346:  "Legal  fraud  is  only  used  when  some  vague  ground 
of  action  is  to  be  resorted  to,  or,  generally  speaking,  when  the  person  using  it  will  not 
take  the  trouble  to  find  or  cannot  find  what  duty  has  been  violated  or  right  infringed,  but 
thinks  a  claim  is  somehow  made  out." 
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These  defendants  are  a  colonial  branch  of  the  Ancient  Order  of  Foresters  of  Eng- 
land, one  of  the  most  prominent  friendly  societies  of  the  world,  and  English 
decisions  on  their  system  of  internal  government  are  of  entire  pertinence  in  this  Pro- 
vince. The  English  authorities  point  out  that  all  the  officers  or  persons  selected  to 
deal  with  claims  and  disputes  are  to  be  regarded  as  arbitrators,  and  in  respect  of  their 
findings  relief  is  to  be  given  in  courts  of  law  or  equity  only  when  the  persons  designated 
have  misconducted  themselves  or  abused  their  powers:  Callaghan  v.  Dolwin,  L.R.  4, 
CP.  295.  These  officers  had  nothing  to  do  with  getting  up  a  case  for  a  complaint  or 
claimant  or  with  getting  witnesses  or  otherwise  initiating  any  method  of  investigation 
beyond  dealing  with  what  is  laid  before  them,  and  acting  thereon  to  their  best  judg- 
ment— as  was  unquestionably  done  in  this  protracted  controversy.  In  re  Enoch  and 
Garetsky  Bock  &  Co.'s  Arbitration  [1910],  1  K.B.  332.  In  brief  it  may  be  said  as  to  the 
society  disputes,  where  the  officials  deal  as  best  they  can  with  the  materials  brought 
before  them,  it  is  not  enough  to  say  they  have  reached  an  erroneous  conclusion  or  that 
they  have  upheld  an  erroneous  certificate ;  it  must  further  appear,  to  give  a  foothold 
to  the  ordinary  courts  of  law,  that  the  conclusion  has  been  the  result  of  corrupt  motives; 
see  Armitage  v.  Walker,  2  K.  and  J.  211;  and  Bache  v.  Billingham  [1894]  1  Q.B.  107. 

I  think  that  no  jurisdiction  exists  as  to  this  claim  of  the  plaintiff  to  warrant  the 
judgment  of  the  County  Court.  It  should  be  vacated  and  action  dismissed  without  costs. 
This  as  to  costs  because  the  question  is  of  a  new  and  important  character. 
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III.  FIRE  INSURANCE.

The  provisions  of  The  Ontario  Insurance  Act,  R.S.O.  1897,  ch.  203,  relating  to  the  venue 
of  actions  on  the  Premium  Notes  of  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Companies,  are  not  re- 
pealed or  affected  by  6  Edw.  VII.,  ch.  19  (Ont.),  sec,  22. 

[Now  reported  in  16  O.W.R.  299.] 

His  Honor  Judge  Chisholm: — An  application  is  made  to  me  herein  to  change  the 
place  of  trial  from  this  Court  to  the  9th  Division  Court  of  the  County  of  Lambton,  being 
the  Division  in  which  the  defendant  resides,  it  being  alleged,  and  not  disputed,  "  that 
the  cause  of  action,  if  any,  arose  wholly  within  the  jurisdiction  of  said  9th  Division 
Court." 

The  application  is  made  on  the  grounds  that  the  provisions  of  sec.  138  of  chap.  203 
of  R.S.O. ,  1897  (The  Ontario  Insurance  Act),  with  respect  to  entering,  trying  and  de- 
termining any  action  cognizable  in  a  Division  Court  in  the  division  wherein  the  head 
office  of  the  company  is  situate  are  void  by  virtue  of  6  Edw.  7,  ch.  19,  sec.  22. 

This  action  is  brought  for  the  amount  of  an  instalment  on  an  insurance  premium 
note  made  by  defendant  to  plaintiffs,  bearing  date  at  "  Waterloo,  Ont,."  and  payable 
at  the  head  office  of  the  plaintiffs  in  the  Town  of  Waterloo,  and  which  has  printed  con- 
spicuously across  its  face  in  red  ink  the  words  required  to  be  so  printed  by  said  section 
138. 

An  affidavit  of  defendant  is  put  in  on  this  application  in  which  he  swears  "  That 
the  application  for  insurance  upon  which  this  action  is  founded  was  given  to  plaintiff's 
agent  at  the  village  of  Alvinston,  in  the  County  of  Lambton,  and  the  policy  of  insurance 
upon  which  claim  is  herein  made  for  premiums  thereunder  was  delivered  to  the  de- 
fendant at  (said)  village  of  Alvinston.  That  no  part  of  the  dealings  herein,  in  so  far 
as  the  defendant  was  concerned,  took  place  outside  of  the  village  of  Alvinston  afore- 
said." 

This  affidavit  is  uncontradicted. 

There  is  filed  with  .the  Clerk  of  this  Court  "A  notice  disputing  the  jurisdiction  of 
this  Court,  and  an  affidavit  of  the  defendant,  stating  that  in  his  belief  there  is  good 
defence  to  the  action  on  the  merits,  and  further  stating  the  Division  Court  wherein  the 
cause  of  the  action  arose  and  the  defendant  resides,"  as  required  by  6  Edw.  7,  chap.  19, 
sec.  22  (1). 

Sec.  138,  chap.  203,  R.S.O.,  is  directed  towards  a  special  object  and  a  special  class 
of  objects,  namely: 
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"Any  action  cognizable  in  a  Division  Court  upon  or  for  any  premium  note  (which 
this  is)  or  undertaking,  or  any  sum  assessed  or  to  be  assessed  thereon  may  be  entered 
and  tried  and  determined  in  the  Court  for  the  Division  wherein  the  head  office  of  the 
company  ...  is  situate." 

6  Edw.  7,  chap.  19,  sec.  22,  provides  that  "  No  proviso,  condition,  stipulation,  agree- 
ment or  statement  which  provides  for  the  place  of  trial  of  any  action,  matter  or  other 
proceeding  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  set  out  be  of  any  force  or  effect." 

It  does  not  appear  that  there  is  any  express  repeal  of  above  section  138,  but  it  is 
argued  and  submitted  that  it  is  impliedly  repealed  by  virtue  of  6  Edw.  7,  above. 

In  Beal  on  Cardinal  Rules,  etc.,  2nd  ed.,  page  472-3,  it  is  said  "  that  one  statute 
may  be  impliedly  repealed  by  a  subsequent  statute  necessarily  inconsistent  with  it,  but 
then  the  inconsistency  must  be  so  great  that  they  cannot  both  be  to  their  full  extent 
obeyed,"  and  at  page  474,  "  Repeal  by  implication  is  never  to  be  favoured,"  etc. 

In  Maxwell  on  Statutes,  4  ed.,  7,  page  263  et  seq.  .  .  "  A  general  Act  is  to  be 
construed  as  not  repealing  a  particular  one,  that  is  one  directed  towards  a  special  object 
or  a  special  class  of  objects.  A  general  later  law  does  not  abrogate  an  earlier  special 
one  by  mere  implication.  The  general  statute  is  read  as  silently  excluding  from  its 
operation  the  cases  which  have  been  provided  for  by  the  special  one." 

6  Edw.  7,  c.  19,  s.  22,  is  a  general  Act,  and  R.S.O.,  c.  203,  s.  138,  is  a  special  one  limited 
to  actions  as  therein.    They  do  not  seem  to  me  to  be  contradictory  or  inconsistent. 

The  question,  however,  seems  to  be  settled  by  authorities  in  our  own  Courts,  to 
which  I  am  referred  by  plaintiffs'  Counsel.  In  5,  Practice  Reports,  Arnold  v.  Wilkin- 
son, page  20,  it  is  succinctly  put  thus:  "A  'Special  Act  of  Parliament  cannot  be  repealed 
by  a  general  enactment  except  when  there  is  express  reference  to  it."  Campbell  v. 
Northern  Railway  Co,  26,  grant  522,  seems  to  be  an  authority  on  same  point,  also  Corpn. 
of  Vancouver  and  Bailey,  25  Supreme  Court,  62.  I  am  also  referred  by  plaintiffs'  Counsel 
to  R.S.O.,  ch.  60,  sec.  90. 

The  application  dismissed  with  costs.

THOMPSON  v.  EQUITY. 
Note. — The  Judicial  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council,  15th  July,  1910,  restored  the 
judgment  (4th  November,  1907,  10  O.W.R.  761)  of  Riddell  J.,  the  trial  Judge,  which  had 
been  affirmed  by  the  Ontario  Court  of  Appeal,  19th  June,  1908,  12  O.W.R.  373,  but  had 
been  reversed  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada,  41  S.C.R.  491.   J.  H.  H. 

Memorandum  of  Argument. 
H.  D.  Gamble,  K.C.,  for  appellant. 

There  was  no  gasoline  "  stored  or  kept "  in  the  building  at  the  time  of  the  fire 
within  the  meaning  of  the  condition. 

The  word  "  kept,"  as  used  in  an  insurance  policy  condition  received  judicial  inter- 
pretation in  the  English  Courts  many  years  ago  in  Dobson  v.  Sotheby,  Moody  &  Malk, 
90  (see  Shaw  v.  Roberds,  6  Ad.  &  Ellis  75;  Barrett  v.  Jermy,  3  Ex.  Rep.  535;  Glen  v. 
Lewis,  8  Ex.  Rep.  607). 

In  Dobson  v.  Sotheby  it  is  held  that  under  the  condition  only  the  habitual  use  or 
deposit  and  not  an  occasional  introduction  is  contemplated. 

The  Legislature  in  1876  passed  the  Insurance  Act,  having  before  it  this  interpreta- 
tion of  the  word  "  kept "  when  used  in  a  condition  of  an  insurance  policy. 

The  expression  "  stored  or  kept,"  as  used  in  the  Insurance  Act  of  1876,  received 
judicial  interpretation  in  1887  in  the  case  of  Mitchell  v.  City  of  London  Fire  Insurance 
Company,  12  OR.  706,  15  App.  262,  that  interpretation  being  "  the  dealing  in  the  article 
or  having  a  storehouse  therefor." 

Having  that  judicial  interpretation  before  it  the  Legislature  in  1887  amended  and 
consolidated  the  Act,  using  the  same  expression  "  stored  or  kept." 

■Subsequently  in  1897  the  Legislature  passed  "  The  Ontario  Insurance  Act,"  the 
same  expression  being  used  there,  and  that  Act  was  consolidated  in  the  revision  of  1897. 

Where  a  well-known  document  has  been  in  constant  use  for  a  number  of  years  the 
Court,  in  construing  it,  will  not  break  away  from  previous  decisions,  even  if  in  the 
first  instance  they  would  have  taken  a  different  view. 

Dunlop  &  Sons  v.  Balfour,  Williamson  &  Co.  (1892),  1  Q.B.  507,  at  page  518;  Bourne 
&  Tant  v.  Salmon  &  Gluckstein,  Limited  (1907),  1  ch.  616;  Palmer  v.  Johnson,  L.R.  13, 
Q.B.D.  351;  Pandorf  v.  Hamilton,  L.R.  17,  Q.B.D.  670;  Re  Wallis  ex  party  Lickorish,  L.R. 
25  Q.B.D.,  at  page  180;  Southwark  Union  v.  City  of  London  Union  (1906),  2  K.B.  112; 
Pugh  v.  Golden  Valley  Ry.  Co.,  L.R.  15  Chy.  D.,  at  page  330. 

Where  the  Legislature  has  used  an  expression  which  has  received  judicial  inter- 
pretation the  Legislature  must  be  assumed  to  have  used  that  expression  in  the  sense 
attributed  to  it  by  the  Court. 

See  cases  cited  in  Hardcastle,  3rd  Edw.,  p.  183,  et  seq. 

The  American  cases  referred  to  by  the  learned  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court 
do  not  affect  this  case,  as  the  conditions  in  those  cases  are  totally  different. 

Gasoline  was  not  "  stored  or  kept "  at  the  time  of  the  fire  in  this  case  within  the 
ordinary  and  accepted  meaning  of  that  expression. 

W.  E.  Raney,  K.C.,  for  respondent. 

Gasoline  was  "  stored  or  kept "  within  the  meaning  of  the  condition  at  the  time 
of  the  fire.  Any  other  interpretation  would  cut  down  and  fritter  away  the  meaning  of 
"  kept." 

It  cannot  be  said  that  the  quantity  of  gasoline  on  the  premises  was  too  inconsider- 
able to  be  within  the  condition,  seeing  that  the  fire  was  caused  by  the  gasoline. 

The  case  of  Mitchell  v.  City  of  London  Insurance  Company  does  not  apply. 

In  none  of  the  American  cases  which  have  been  decided  in  favor  of  the  insured 
was  there  a  continued  possesion  of  the  forbidden  article. 

H.  D.  Gamble  K.G.,  in  reply,  referred  to  Williams  v.  Fireman's  Fund  Insurance  Co., 
51  N.Y.  569. 
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Judgment  of  the  Lords  of  the  Judicial  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  on  the  Appeal 
of  J.  C.  Thompson  v.  The  Equity  Fire  Insurance  Company  and  The  Union  Bank  of 
Canada,  from  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada;  delivered  the  15th  July,  1910. 

Present  at  the  hearing:  Lord  Macnaghten,  Lord  Atkinson,  Lord  (Shaw,  Lord  Mersey. 

[Delivered  by  Lord  Macnaghten.] 

The  appellant,  J.  €.  Thompson,  was  the  owner  of  a  building  in  New  Liskeard, 
Ontario,  which  was  insured  against  fire  with  the  respondents,  the  Equity  Fire  Insurance 
Company.  On  the  4th  of  September,  1906,  the  building  was  burnt  down.  A  claim  was 
made  under  the  policy.  It  was  resisted  on  various  grounds  which  have  all  been  dis- 
posed of  but  one.  The  only  question  remaining  is  whether  the  policy  was  avoided  by 
reason  of  the  presence  on  the  premises  at  the  time  of  the  fire  of  a  small  quantity  of 
gasoline. 

The  statutory  condition  on  which  the  Insurance  Company  relies  declares  that:  — 

"  The  company  is  not  liable  .  .  for  loss  or  damage  occurring  while  .  .  gasoline  .  . 
is  .  .  stored  or  kept  in  the  building  insured." 

The  facts  of  the  case  are  not  in  dispute.  The  lower  part  of  the  building  was  used 
by  Thompson  as  a  drug  store  and  furniture  shop.  He  had  an  assistant  named  Post,  a 
qualified  chemist  and  druggist.  Post  and  his  family  occupied  the  upper  part  of  the 
building  as  a  dwelling-house.  In  June,  1906,  Post  procured  a  gasoline  stove  for  cook- 
ing purposes.  He  used  it  for  a  short  time  and  then  put  it  by  with  the  gasoline  which 
happened  to  be  in  it. 

On  the  day  of  the  fire  some  syrups  were  wanted  in  a  hurry.  The  man  who  usually 
made  them  and  always  made  them  by  what  is  called  the  cold  process  was  absent.  Post 
bethought  him  of  this  disused  stove,  brought  it  downstairs  with  the  gasoline  in  it,  and 
lighted  it  in  a  room  behind  the  shop  in  order  to  make  the  syrups  he  required  by  the 
more  rapid  process  of  boiling.  And  then  in  some  way  which  is  not  ascertained — for 
the  stove  was  in  the  back  room  and  Post  was  in  the  shop  at  the  moment — the  fire  broke 
out  suddenly.    It  was  caused,  no  doubt,  by  this  gasoline  stove. 

The  question  is:  Did  the  loss  occur  while  gasoline  was  "stored  or  kept"  in  the 
building.  It  is  common  ground  that  there  was  no  gasoline  in  the  building  but  what 
was  in  the  stove,  and  it  seems  that  the  quantity  of  gasoline  in  the  stove  was  about  a 
pint. 

What  is  the  meaning  of  the  words  "  stored  or  kept  "  in  collocation  and  in  the  con- 
nection in  which  they  are  found?  They  are  common  English  words  with  no  very  precise 
or  exact  signification.  They  have  a  somewhat  kindred  meaning  and  cover  very  much 
the  same  ground.  The  expression  as  used  in  the  statutory  condition  seems  to  point 
to  the  presence  of  a  quantity  not  inconsiderable  or  at  any  rate  not  trifling  in  amount, 
and  to  import  a  notion  of  warehousing  or  depositing  for  safe  custody  or  keeping  in 
stock  for  trading  purposes.  It  is  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  give  an  accurate  defini- 
tion of  the  meaning,  but  if  one  takes  a  concrete  case  it  is  not  very  difficult  to  say 
whether  a  particular  thing  is  "  stored  or  kept "  within  the  meaning  of  the  condition. 
No  one  probably  would  say  that  a  person  who  had  a  reasonable  quantity  of  tea  in  his 
house  for  domestic  use  was  "storing  or  keeping"  tea  there,  or  (to  take  the  instance 
of  benzine,  which  is  one  of  the  proscribed  articles)  no  one  would  say  that  a  person 
who  had  a  small  bottle  of  benzine  for  removing  grease  spots  or  cleansing  purposes  of 
that  sort  was  "  storing  or  keeping  "  benzine. 

The  learned  Counsel  for  the  respondent  contended  that  the  presence  of  gasoline 
on  the  premises  was  enough  to  bring  the  statutory  condition  into  operation,  and  he  re- 
ferred to  the  accident  which  did  happen  as  an  example  of  the  danger  against  which 
precautions  are  required.  But  it  is  obvious  that  the  danger  guarded  against  is  not 
ignition  caused  by  the  article  itself,  but  the  risk  of  spreading  or  increasing  the  con- 
flagration when  once  started  and  in  progress  by  the  presence  of  highly  inflammable 
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or  explosive  material.  The  fact  that  the  fire  in  the  present  case  was  caused  by  the 
gasoline  is  irrelevant.  And  the  fatal  objection  to  the  defendant's  contention  is  that 
it  gives  no  effect  whatever  to  the  words  "  stored  or  kept."  The  sentence  would  be  com- 
plete and  the  meaning  which  the  defendant  seeks  to  attribute  to  it  might  possibly  or 
even  probably  prevail  if  the  words  in  question  had  been  omitted  altogether  and  the  con- 
dition had  excluded  liability  for  "  loss  or  damage  occurring  while  .  .  gasoline  .  .  is  .  . 
in  the  building  insured."  Some  meaning  must  be  given  to  the  words  "  stored  or  kept." 
Their  Lordships  think  those  words  must  have  their  ordinary  meaning.  So  construing 
them  their  Lordships  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  small  quantity  of  gasoline  which 
was  in  the  stove  for  the  purpose  of  consumption  was  not  being  "  stored  or  kept " 
within  the  meaning  of  the  statutory  condition  at  the  time  when  the  loss  occurred. 

A  good  many  cases  were  cited  in  argument  from  English,  Canadian,  and  American 
books.  But  on  such  a  .question  as  this  very  little  help  is  to  be  got  from  the  citation 
of  reported  decisions.  For  the  most  part  the  language  to  be  construed  was  not  the 
same.    When  the  language  was  similar  the  circumstances  were  very  different. 

Their  Lordships  will,  therefore,  humbly  advise  His  Majesty  that  the  order  appealed 
from  should  be  reversed  and  the  plaintiff's  claim  allowed  with  costs  here  and  below.

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V.— PROMOTION  OF  INSURANCE  COMPANIES. 

Resolution  adopted  by  National  Convention  of  Insurance  Commissioners  of  the  United 
States,  Colorado  Springs,  Colorado,  August,  1909;  relative  to  the  sale  of  stock  and  the 
methods  of  promoting  new  Insurance  Companies. 

Springfield,  111.,  October  2<5,  1909. 

At  the  recent  Convention  of  Insurance  Commissioners,  held  at  Colorado  Springs,  a 
resolution  was  passed  which  was  severe  in  its  condemnation  of  the  methods  employed 
by  many  stock  salesmen,  who  are  engaged  in  promoting  new  insurance  companies. 

The  public  is  frequently  led  to  believe  that  the  stock  of  the  average  new  insurance 
company  is  certain  to  be  extremely  valuable,  and  the  stock  salesman  is  usually  supplied 
with  figures  showing  the  great  value  of  the  stock  of  the  older  stock  companies,  the 
prospect  being  assured  that  the  stock  of  all  insurance  companies  must  in  time  become 
very  valuable. 

A  careful  reading  of  the  following  resolution  will  give  the  public  an  idea  of  the 
position  of  the  Supervising  Insurance  Officials  of  the  various  states  relative  to  this 
question,  the  Department  of  Insurance  of  Illinois  being  in  accord  with  the  resolution. 

We  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  as  saying  that  there  is  no  room  for  new  com- 
panies, or  that  in  time  stock  in  an  insurance  company  will  not  pay  a  dividend. 

On  the  contrary,  we  realize  that  there  is  room  for  a  number  of  new  companies  con- 
servatively managed,  our  objection  being  the  promise  of  large  dividends  in  a  short 
time,  too  often  held  out  as  the  great  inducement  to  purchase  stock  in  an  insurance 
corporation. 

This  Department  has  in  mind  some  companies  already  organized,  and  others  in 
process  of  organization,  by  conservative  business  men,  that  have  disposed  of  their 
stock  with  but  little  or  no  expense  in  the  way  of  commissions  to  stock  salesmen. 

These  companies  are  much  more  certain  to  succeed",  for  obvious  reasons,  than  those 
which  pay  a  large  commission  for  placing  their  stock. 

This  Department  has  ruled  that  stock  of  any  kind  sold  as  an  inducement  to  buy  a 
policy  of  insurance,  or  an  option  to  purchase  stock  given  as  an  inducement  to  purchase 
a  policy,  is  a  violation  of  the  Anti-Rebate  law  of  Illinois.

Insurance  Superintendent,  State  of  Illinois. 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  National  Convention  of  Insurance  Commissioners  of  the  United* 
States: 

That  in  view  of  the  widespread  traffic  which  has  come  into  existence  in  many  of 
the  States,  consisting  of  the  sale  to  the  public,  through  soliciting  agents,  of  the  stocks 
of  newly-organized  or  projected  insurance  corporations,  or  of  holding  companies  or  so- 
called  investment  or  securities  companies  whose  principal  assets  consist  of  such  stocks, 
and  by  reason  of  our  peculiar  opportunities  for  information  upon  the  subject,  we  deem 
it  our  duty  to  call  the  attention  of  the  public  to  the  following  suggestions: 

1.  The  sale  of  such  stocks  through  soliciting  agents  necessarily  involves  a  large 
promotion  expense,  which  must  come  out  of  the  amount  invested  by  the  purchaser  and 
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cannot  go  into  the  treasury  of  the  company  for  its  use  and  benefit.  Most  of  the  plans 
now  being  followed  in  the  sale  of  such  stocks  provide  for  the  payment  out  of  the  share- 
holder's contribution  of  twenty  per  centum  or  more  of  the  amount  contributed  by  the 
purchaser  to  the  selling  agent  and  his  employing  promoter  as  promotion  expenses  and 
profits,  from  which  it  must  necessarily  follow  that  when  the  corporation  begins  business 
the  book  value  of  the  stock  purchased  shall  be  only  eighty  per  centum  or  less  of  the 
amount  which  has  been  paid  in.  In  other  words  the  owners  of  a  company  so  promoted 
must  sustain  a  loss  of  twenty  per  centum  or  more  of  the  amount  they  have  invested 
before  the  corporation  begins  the  transaction  of  insurance  business.  In  order  that  there 
may  be  a  reasonable  prospect  of  a  newly-organized  insurance  corporation  complying 
with  legal  requirements  in  maintaining  its  solvency  and  earning  a  fair  return  for  its 
stockholders  upon  their  investment,  from  the  nature  of  the  business  it  is  essential  that 
substantially  every  dollar  contributed  hy  shareholders  should  go  into  the  treasury  of 
the  corporation  and  be  conserved  for  its  use  and  benefit.  The  mere  fact  that  the  stock 
of  an  insurance  corporation  is  being  sold  by  soliciting  agents  should  warn  the  public 
of  an  improvident  promotion  expense.  We  deem  it  improbable  and  well  nigh  impossible 
that  an  investment  in  the  stock  of  a  new  insurance  corporation  which  is  being  sold 
through  soliciting  agents  will  prove  a  profitable  or  prudent  one  to  the  purchaser,  nor 
do  we  believe  that  a  man  of  average  judgment  and  prudence  would  make  such  an  invest- 
ment if  he  fairly  understood  its  nature  and  import  and  the  reasonable  prospect  as  to 
profit  and  loss. 

2.  Even  if  the  total  contribution  of  the  shareholder  in  a  newly-organized  insur- 
ance corporation  go  into  the  treasury  of  the  company  and  no  considerable  loss  through 
promotion  expenses  is  sustained  before  it  begins  the  transaction  of  insurance  business, 
still,  capable,  conservative  and  economical  management  is  absolutely  essential  not  only 
to  insure  reasonable  returns  to  stockholders  upon  their  investment,  but  to  prevent 
their  sustaining  severe  losses.  For  such  management,  sound  business  judgment  and  at 
least  some  knowledge  of  the  proper  methods  of  conducting  the  business  of  an  insurance 
corporation  are  indispensable,  and  the  fact  that  a  man  is  an  experienced  and  successful 
insurance  agent  or  salesman  does  not  prove  that  he  possesses  the  capacity  and  training 
necessary  to  successful  company  management.  Where  stock  in  a  proposed  insurance 
company  is  purchased  from  a  soliciting  agent,  the  purchaser  can  have  practically  no 
assurance  as  to  the  personnel  or  the  capability  or  character  of  its  management,  as  the 
laws  of  most,  if  not  all  the  States  require  that  the  officers  shall  be  chosen  by  the  direc- 
tors, who  shall  be  chosen  by  the  stockholders,  whoever  they  may  be,  when 
a  sufficient  amount  of  stock  has  been  sold  to  permit  organization  to  be 
effected.  For  this  reason  we  believe  that  investments  in  such  stocks  made  through 
soliciting  agents  are  imprudent  and  will  in  many  cases  result  in  disappointment  and 
loss  to  investors. 

3.  We  fully  recognize  that  new  insurance  corporations  can  be,  as  they  have  been 
and  are  being,  organized  and  conducted  so  that  they  will  conserve  the  interests  of  their 
patrons  and  after  some  years  earn  fair  dividends  for  their  stockholders,  and  that  the 
formation  of  such  companies,  organized  upon  sound  lines  and  to  be  conducted  under 
proper  management,  is  desirable  and  should  be  encouraged  in  many  sections,  but  the 
stock-selling  scheme  and  substantial  promotion  expenses  or  profits  are  wholly  unneces- 
sary to  the  organization  of  such  companies.  This  is  amply  proved  by  the  number  of 
such  organizations  which  have  been  formed  during  recent  years  without  the  use  of 
such  methods  and  without  any  considerable  expense  of  promotion.  We  believe  that  the 
promotion  of  insurance  corporations  on  the  plan  of  selling  stock  through  soliciting 
agents  is  not  due  to  or  inspired  by  any  desire  on  the  part  of  promoters  to  subserve  the 
public  welfare  by  providing  needed  insurance  corporations  for  any  locality  or  section, 
but  that  such  promotions  have  been  and  are  being  made  chiefly,  if  not  altogether,  for 
the  purpose  of  enabling  the  promoters  to  reap  rich  harvests  of  profits  from  the  sale  of 
stock.    We  believe  that  there  is  no  room  for  any  profit  to  be  legitimately  derived 
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from  the  organization  of  a  new  insurance  corporation  if  its  stock  is  sold  upon  such 
terms  as  that  its  purchase  is  a  prudent  investment  or  one  which  would  be  made  by  a 
reasonably  prudent  man  who  fairly  understood  its  nature  and  import. 

4.  The  representations  made  by  promoters  and  agents  in  their  efforts  to  seli  such 
stocks  and  in  the  literature  used  by  them  are  in  many  cases  misleading  and  deceptive 
in  that  they  call  attention  to  the  present  value  of  the  stocks  of  a  few  successful  insur- 
ance corporations  and  the  dividends  earned  by  them,  while  making  no  mention  of  the 
large  number  of  such  corporations  whose  shareholders  have  suffered  great  losses  through 
their  operation.  While  under  the  reserve  laws  that  have  long  been  in  force  the  losses 
to  the  public  through  the  failure  of  insurance  companies  to  meet  their  obligations  have 
been  comparatively  small,  the  losses  of  the  stockholders  of  such  companies  have  been 
many  and  severe;  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  we  pledge  ourselves  to  put  forth  our  best  endeavors  in  all  practicable 
and  proper  ways  to  put  an  end  to  this  traffic,  which  we  believe  is  pernicious  and  wholly 
indefensible  and  will  result  in  widespread  disappointment  and  financial  loss  to  the 
public  and  the  serious  injury  and  demoralization  of  the  legitimate  Insurance  business, 
doing  a  special  harm  to  the  legitimate  progress  and  development  of  the  smaller  and 
younger  companies;  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  the  passage  by  the  various  States  of  law?  requiring 
that  the  capital  stock  of  all  insurance  corporations  shall  be  fully  paid  up  in  cash  before 
a  charter  is  issued,  and  prohibiting  the  licensing  to  transact  insurance  business  of  any 
corporation  hereafter  formed  if  the  expenses  of  its  organization  and  of  placing  its 
stock  has  exceeded  five  per  cent,  of  the  total  contribution  by  its  stockholders. 
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VI— AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  ONTARIO  INSURANCE  ACT  MADE  IN  1909  AND  1910. 
19C9— 9  Edward  VII.,  Chapter  26,  Sections  16,  43  and  46:  — 

Section  16.  Section  152  of  The  Ontario  Insurance  Act  is  amended  by  adding 
thereto  the  following  subsections:  — 

"(2)  In  any  such  contract,  and  in  any  contract  of  insurance  against  sickness,  if  the 
insurer  reserves  the  right  to  terminate  the  contract  during  its  currency,  the 
assured  shall  have  the  right  of  terminating  which  Statutory  Condition  19 
(including  clause  (a)  of  Section  168  of  this  Act)  confers  in  the  case  of  fire 
insurance  on  a  person  assured  on  the  cash  plan. 

"(3)  Subsection  2  shall  have  effect  notwithstanding  any  stipulation  or  agreement  to 
the  contrary." 

Section  43.  Section  6  of  The  Ontario  Insurance  Act  is  amended  by  adding  thereto 
the  following  subsections:  — 

"(2)  No  transfer  of  shares  of  an  insurance  company  incorporated  under  the  laws 
of  Ontario,  the  whole  amount  whereof  has  not  been  fully  paid  up,  shall  be 
made  without  the  consent  of  the  directors,  and  whenever  any  such  transfer  is 
made  with  the  consent  of  the  directors  to  a  person  who  is  not  apparently  of 
sufficient  means  to  fully  pay  up  such  shares  the  directors  shall  be  jointly  and 
severally  liable  to  the  creditors  of  the  company,  in  the  same  manner  and  to 
the  same  extent  as  the  transferring  shareholder,  but  for  such  transfer,  would 
have  been;  Provided  that  if  any  director  present  when  any  such  transfer  is 
allowed  does  forthwith,  or  if  any  director  then  absent,  within  twenty-four  hours 
after  he  becomes  aware  of  such  transfer,  and  is  able  to  do  so,  enter  on  the 
minute  book  of  the  board  of  directors  his  protest  against  the  same,  and  within 
eight  days  thereafter  causes  sudh  protest  to  be  notified,  registered  letter,  to 
the  Minister  in  charge  of  the  Insurance  Department,  and  also  within  the  same 
time  publishes  such  protest  in  at  least  one  newspaper  published  at  the  place 
in  which  the  head  office  or  chief  place  of  business  of  the  company  is  situated, 
or  if  there  is  no  newspaper  there  published,  then  in  the  newspaper  published 
nearest  to  such  place,  such  director  may  thereby,  and  not  otherwise  exonerate 
himself  from  such  liability.    See  R./S.C.  1906,  c.  79,  sections  65  and  83." 

Section  46  amends  Section  140'  of  The  Ontario  Insurance  Act  so  as  to  read  as 
follows:  — 

"Section  140.  Any  cash-mutual  fire  insurance  company  registered  under  this  Act 
may  effect  any  insurance  upon  the  cash-premium  principle,  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  three  years,  on  farm  or  other  non-hazardous  property,  and  for  one 
year  or  less  on  any  other  class  of  property,  but  the  amount  of  premiums 
received  on  cash  insurances  in  any  one  calendar  year  shall  not  exceed  four 
times  the  amount  which  the  company  has  then  on  deposit  with  the  Govern- 
ment; if  any  deficiency  of  deposit  at  any  time  arises  either  under  section  41 
or  under  this  section  and  the  company  fails  to  make  good  the  deficiency  at 
once  the  Minister  may  suspend  or  terminate  the  license,  and  all  the  property 
and  assets  of  the  company  including  premium  notes  and  undertakings  shall  be 
liable  for  all  losses  which  may  arise  under  insurances  for  cash  premiums." 

1910—10  Edward  VII.,  Chapter  26,  Sections  5  and  18:  — 

Section  5. —  (1).  The  Ontario  Insurance  Act  is  amended  by  adding  thereto  after 
section  149,  section  149a,  as  follows:  — 
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"149a.  When  a  contract  of  insurance  of  the  person  provides  either  in  terms  or  in 
effect  that  the  contract  shall  be  indisputable  or  incontestable,  it  shall  not  be 
disputable  or  contestable  on  the  ground  that  the  assured  committed  suicide, 
unless  in  express  terms  it  is  so  stipulated  by  the  contract  and  it  is  so  stated 
in  the  application  on  which  the  contract  is  founded. 

"(2)  This  section  shall  come  into  effect  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1911." 

Section  18  (1)  amends  Section  150  (2)  of  The  Ontario  Insurance  Act  so  as  to  read 
as  follows,  the  amendment  to  take  effect  on  the  1st  of  January,  1911:  — 

"150. —  (2).  No  corporation,  company,  association,  or  society  shall  insure  the  life 
of  an  infant,  whose  age  at  the  time  of  insurance  is  not  at  least  one  year,  nor 
shall  insure  or  pay  on  the  death  of  a  child  under  10  years  of  age,  any  sum  of 
money  which  added  to  any  sum  payable  on  the  death  of  such  child  by  any  other 
insuring  corporation  exceed  the  following  amounts  respectively,  that  is  to  say:  — 


If  any  such  child  dies  under  the  age  of    2  years   $32 

If  any  such  child  dies  under  the  age  of    3  years   40 

If  any  such  child  dies  under  the  age  of    4  years   48 

If  any  such  child  dies  under  the  age  of    5  years   56 

If  any  such  child  dies  under  the  age  of    6  years   83 

If  any  such  child  dies  under  the  age  of    7  years   120 

If  any  such  child  dies  under  the  age  of    8  years   160 

If  any  such  child  dies  under  the  age  of    9  years   200 

If  any  such  child  dies  under  the  age  of  10  years   260 


"(a)  Provided  that  nothing  in  this  section  contained  shall  apply  to  such 
insurances  on  the  lives  of  children  under  ten  years  of  age  as  were  in  force  on 
the  fourteenth  day  of  April,  1892,  or  apply  to  insurance  on  the  lives  of  children 
at  any  age  where  the  person  effecting  the  insurance  has  a  pecuniary  interest  in 
the  life  of  the  assured." 

Section  18  (2)  amends  Section  2  (36)  of  The  Ontario  Insurance  Act  so  as  to  apply, 
where  the  assured  dies  after  the  19th  March,  1910,  the  definition  of  "heirs",  "legal  heirs" 
or  "lawful  heirs"  to  insurance  of  the  person  effected  on  or  before  the  13th  April,  1897, 
as  well  as  to  such  insurance  effected  after  the  13th  April,  1897.

VII. — UNREGISTERED  INSURANCE  CORPORATIONS;  PROHIBITIONS  AND  PENAL- 
TIES:—ONTARIO  INSURANCE  ACT  (R.S.O.,  1897,  C.  203),  SECTIONS  85  TO  86a 
WITH  AMENDMENTS  TO  1909  (INCLUSIVE). 

85.  —  (1)  After  the  31st  day  of  December,  1892,  no  person  or  persons,  or  body  cor- 
porate or  unincorporated,  other  than  a  corporation  standing  registered  under  this  Act, 
and  persons  duly  authorized  by  law  and  by  such  registered  corporation  to  act  in  its 
behalf,  shall  undertake  or  effect,  or  offer  to  undertake  or  effect  any  contract  of  insurance. 

(2)  If  any  promoter,  organizer,  office-bearer,  manager,  director,  officer,  collector, 
agent,  employee,  or  person  whatsoever,  other  than  as  enacted  in  the  next  preceding 
subsection,  undertakes  or  effects,  or  agrees,  or  offers  to  undertake  or  effect  any  contract 
of  insurance,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence,  and  upon  summary  conviction  thereof 
before  any  Police  Magistrate  or  Justice  of  the  Peace  having  jurisdiction  where  the 
offence  was  committed,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  $200  and  costs,  and 
not  less  than  $20  and  costs,  and  in  default  of  payment  the  offender  shall  be  imprisoned 
with  or  without  hard  labour  for  a  term  not  exceeding  three  months  and  not  less  than 
one  month;  and  on  a  second  or  any  subsequent  conviction  he  shall  be  imprisoned  with 
hard  labour  for  a  term  not  exceeding  twelve  months  and  not  less  than  three  months. 

(3)  Any  person  who  sets  up  or  causes  to  be  set  up  any  sign  or  inscription  contain- 
ing the  name  of  a  corporation  or  who  distributes  or  publishes  or  causes  to  be  distributed 
or  published  any  proposal,  circular,  card,  advertisement,  printed  form  or  like  docu- 
ment in  the  name  of  the  corporation,  or  who  makes  or  causes  to  be  made,  any  written 
or  oral  solicitation  on  the  corporation's  behalf,  or  who  collects  or  takes,  or  causes  to 
be  collected  or  taken,  any  premium  of  insurance  on  the  corporation's  behalf,  shall  be 
deemed  to  offer  to  undertake  or  effect  a  contract  of  insurance  within  the  meaning  of 
this  section. 

(4)  In  any  trial  or  cause  or  proceeding  under  this  Act  the  burden  of  proving  regis- 
try shall  be  upon  the  corporation  or  person  charged. 

(5)  Every  application,  contract,  or  other  instrument  of  such  insurance,  and  every 
circular,  advertisement  or  publication  soliciting  insurance  issued  or  used  in  Ontario  for 
the  purposes  of  assessment  insurance  shall  bear  the  words  "Assessment  System"  printed 
or  stamped  in  large  type  at  the  head  thereof;  any  contravention  of  this  subsection  shall 
constitute  an  offence  and  shall  be  punishable  as  for  an  offence  against  subsection  2  of 
this  section. 

(6)  Any  one  may  be  prosecutor  or  complainant  under  this  Act;  and  one-half  of 
any  fine  imposed  by  virtue  of  this  Act  shall,  when  received,  belong  to  His  Majesty  for 
the  use  of  the  Province,  and  the  other  half  shall  belong  to  the  prosecutor  or  complainant. 

(7)  Any  person  convicted  under  this  Act  who  gives  notice  of  appeal  against  the 
decision  of  the  convicting  Justice,  shall  be  required  before  being  released  from  custody 
to  give  to  the  Justice  satisfactory  security  for  the  amount  of  the  penalty,  costs  of  con- 
viction, and  appeal,  and  the  appeal  shall  be  to  a  Divisional  Court  of  the  High  Court. 

(8)  All  informations  or  complaints  for  the  prosecution  of  offences  under  this  Act 
shall  be  laid  or  made  in  writing  within  one  year  after  the  commission  of  the  offence. 

86.  Every  offence  committed  by  a  corporation,  or  by  the  insurance  branch  of  a 
corporation  against  this  Act  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  also  committed  by  every 
officer  of  the  same  bound  by  virtue  of  his  office  or  otherwise  to  fulfil  any  duty  whereof 
such  offence  is  a  breach,  or  if  there  be  no  such  officer,  then  by  every  member  of  the  com- 
mittee of  management  of  the  same,  unless  such  member  be  proved  to  have  been  ignorant 
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of  his  duty,  or  to  have  attempted  to  prevent  the  commission  of  such  offence;  and  every 
default  under  this  Act  constituting  an  offence  shall  constitute,  if  continued,  a  new 
offence  in  every  week  during  which  the  default  continues. 

86a.  In  the  case  of  any  risk,  if  it  is  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Insurance 
Registrar  that  no  insurance  or  no  sufficient  insurance  can  be  obtained  at  the  ordinary 
rate  of  premium  from  insurance  corporations  standing  registered  under  this  Act,  the 
Insurance  Registrar  may  under  his  hand  and  seal  of  office,  grant  in  writing  a  permit  to 
the  person  therein  named  to  effect  the  necessary  amount  of  insurance  in  or  with  one  or 
more  foreign  unregistered  corporations,  insurers,  or  underwriters,  for  a  term  not 
exceeding  twelve  months,  specified  in  the  said  permit;  and  such  permit  shall  for  the 
said  term  exempt  the  said  person  and  the  said  insurance  contract  from  the  operation 
of  sections  54,  85  and  86  of  this  Act.  In  respect  of  each  such  permit  a  fee  of  $2  shall 
be  payable  to  the  Provincial  Treasurer.

(1)  INVESTMENTS  OF  FUNDS  BY  INSURANCE  CORPORATIONS,  Ontario  Insurance 
Act,  R.S.O.,  1897,  c.  203,  s.  92,  as  amended  by  1  Edw.  VII.,  c.  21,  s.  4,  and  by 
7  Edw.  VII.,  c.  36,  s.  2. 

92.  "(1)  The  surplus  insurance  funds  of  a  Provincial  insurance  corporation,  or  of  a 
branch  or  lodge  thereof  shall  in  the  name  of  the  corporation,  branch  or  lodge  be  loaned 
upon  or  invested  in  securities  which  are  a  first  charge  on  land  held  in  fee  simple  or 
shall  be  invested  in  the  public  stock,  funds  or  Government  securities  of  the  Dominion 
of  Canada  or  of  any  Province  x>i  Canada,  or  in  securities  guaranteed  by  either  the  said 
Dominion  or  Province,  or  in  the  public  stock,  funds  or  Government  securities  of  the 
United  Kingdom,  or  (sucn  securities  being  in  other  respects  reasonable  and  proper)  in 
terminating  debentures  of  any  municipal  or  school  corporation  in  the  Dominion  of 
Canada,  or  in  the  terminating  debentures  of  any  society  or  company  incorporated 
under  the  Act  respecting  Building  Societies  or  any  Act  of  the  Province  consolidating 
the  said  Act,  or  any  society  or  company  incorporated  or  constituted  under  The  Loan 
Corporations  Act,  or  in  terminating  debentures  of  any  society,  or  company  in  which, 
under  the  law  of  the  Province,  trustees  may  invest  trust  funds;  or  in  the  terminating 
debentures  of  incorporated  companies  which  have,  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada  been  for 
at  least  five  consecutive  years  actually  supplying  gas,  water,  heat,  light,  power,  or  elec- 
tricity to  the  public  or  to  any  municipal  corporation;  or  terminating  debentures  of  steam 
or  electric  railway  companies,  or  of  street  railway  companies  (by  whatever  power  oper- 
ated), or  of  telegraph  or  telephone  companies,  but  so  that  the  loan  or  loans  upon  the 
security  of,  or  the  purchase  or  investment  in  the  debentures  of  any  of  the  societies  or 
companies  mentioned  in  the  present  subsection  shall  not  in  the  aggregate  exceed  one- 
fifth  of  the  paid-up  capital  of  the  society  or  company  issuing  such  debentures;  or  the 
said  surplus  insurance  funds  shall  remain  deposited  (whether  with  or  without  interest) 
in  the  name  of  the  corporation  in  a  post-office  savings  bank  or  in  any  chartered  bank  of 
Canada,  or  in  any  building  society  or  loan  company  in  Ontario  by  any  Act  of  Ontario,  or 
of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  duly  authorized  to  receive  deposits. 

"(2)  Where  the  constitution  or  rules  of  the  corporation,  branch  or  lodge  prescribe 
the  securities  in  which  the  funds  of  the  corporation,  branch  or  lodge  shall  be  invested 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  deemed  to  enlarge  the  power  of  investments  by  the 
said  constitution  or  rules  conferred. 

"Subject  to  the  by-laws  or  constitution  any  corporation  standing  registered  under 
this  Act,  or  any  branch  or  lodge  thereof,  may  hold  absolutely  to  its  own  use  and  benefit 
such  real  estate  as  is  necessary  for  the  accommodation  of  the  corporation,  branch  or 
lodge  in  relation  to  the  transaction  of  its  business,  and  such  real  estate  as  (being 
mortgaged  or  hypothecated  to  it)  is  acquired  by  it  for  the  protection  of  its  investments, 
and  may  from  time  to  time,  sell,  mortgage,  lease  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  same;  but 
the  corporation,  branch  or  lodge  shall  sell  any  real  estate  acquired  in  satisfaction  of 
any  debt  within  seven  years  after  it  has  been  so  acquired,  otherwise  it  shall  be  for- 
feited to  Her  Majesty  for  the  uses  of  the  Province." 

"(3)  No  insurance  corporation,  or  branch  or  lodge  thereof,  shall  contract  with  any 
of  its  auditors,  trustees,  directors,  or  executive  officers  for  any  loan  or  credit,  or  borrow- 
ing of  money,  and  every  such  attempted  loan  or  borrowing  is  hereby  absolutely  pro- 
hibited." 

"(4)  Where,  in  any  insurance  corporation  or  branch  or  lodge  thereof  (if  organized 
with  branches  or  lodges),  the  trustees,  directors  or  managing  board  (by  whatever  name 
known)  or  the  executive  or  managing  committee  make  such  an  investment  of  any  of 
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the  corporation's  money  as  is  not  authorized  by  law,  or  where  the  board  or  committee 
lend  any  of  the  corporation's  money  or  transfer  the  beneficial  ownership  in  any  of 
the  corporation's  property  or  assets  to  any  member  of  the  board  or  committee,  or  to 
any  auditor,  trustee,  director,  or  executive  officer  of  the  corporation,  all  the  members  of 
the  board  or  committee  (as  the  case  may  be)  who  voted  in  favour  of  or  assented  io 
the  said  investment  or  loan  or  transfer  shall  as  for  a  breach  of  trust  be  personally 
liable  jointly  and  severally  to  repay  or  restore  (as  may  be  directed)  the  money,  pro- 
perty or  assets  so  invested  or  loaned  or  transferred,  together  with  interest  and  also 
with  rests,  if  the  Court  so  determines.  Actions  may  at  any  time  be  brought  by  any 
member  of  the  corporation  in  the  name  of  himself  and  his  fellow-members  generally 
without  designating  his  fellow-members  individually;  and  all  trustees,  directors  or 
members  of  the  board  or  committee  may  be  made  defendants;  and  the  proof  shall  be 
on  any  such  defendant  that  he  did  not  vote  for  or  assent  to  the  said  investment,  loan  or 
transfer.  If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Court,  the  plaintiff  has  proved  the  investment  or  loan 
or  transfer  illegal,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  his  costs  out  of  the  funds  of  the  corporation; 
and  the  corporation,  or  the  receiver  or  estate  thereof,  shall  have  the  right  to  recover 
over  against  the  defendants  personally  or  from  such  of  them  as  the  Court  may  de- 
termine." 

(2.)  INVESTMENTS  OF  FUND'S  BY  LOAN  CORPORATIONS. 

(R.S.O.  1897,  c.  205,  s.  17  and  Amending  Acts  to  1909  inclusive.) 

17.  (1)  A  registered  loan  corporation  shall  have  power  to  lend  money  on  the 
security  of  or  to  purchase  or  invest  in — 

(a)  Mortgages  or  hypothecs  upon  freehold  or  leasehold  real  estate,  or  other  im- 
movables or  mortgages  or  assignments  of  such  life  insurance  policies  as  have  at 
the  date  of  the  loan  or  investment  an  ascertained  cash  surrender  value  admitted 
by  the  insuring  company;  63  Vict.,  c.  27,  s.  6  (1). 

(&)  Debentures,  bonds,  stocks  and  other  securities  of  or  guaranteed  by  any 
government,  or  obligations  of  any  municipal  corporation,  or  school  corporation,  or 
obligations  or  paid-up  stock  of  any  chartered  bank  or  incorporated  company,  if  such 
bank  or  company  is  incorporated  by  Canada,  or  by  any  Province  of  'Canada,  or  by 
any  former  Province  now  forming  part  of  Canada;  and  any  such  loan  corporation 
may  take  personal  security  as  collateral  for  any  such  advance  made  or  to  be  made 
or  debt  due  to  such  corporation:  Furthermore,  such  loan  corporation  may,  with 
the  assent  of  two-thirds  of  the  shareholders  present  or  represented  by  proxy  at 
any  annual  or  special  general  meeting  having  notice  of  such  proposal,  lend  upon 
the  security  of  the  debentures,  bonds,  obligations,  or  paid-up  stock  of  any  corpora- 
tion other  than  those  corporations  heretofore  in  this  clause  mentioned,  but  the 
aggregate  of  all  such  lending  shall  not  exceed  at  any  one  time  twenty-five  per  cent, 
of  the  paid-in  capital  of  such  lending  corporation.  (Of.  2  Edward  VII.,  c.  60  (D). 
s.  7).  Provided  that  such  loan  corporation  shall  not,  except  as  enacted  in  section 
19  of  The  Loan  Corporations  Act,  lend  on  its  own  permanent  stock;  provided  also 
that,  so  far  as  relates  to  the  investment  of  trust  funds  by  any  trust  corporation, 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  operate  to  extend  the  powers  of  such  corporation 
beyond  the  powers  otherwise  conferred  by  the  law  of  the  Province.  3  Edw.  VII., 
c.  16,  s.  2. 

(c)  In  the  case  of  any  loan  corporation  whose  capital  stock  consists  of  or 
includes  terminating  shares,  the  corporation  may  lend  on  the  security  of  the  ter- 
minating shares  of  the  corporation  itself.  63  Vict.,  c.  27,  s.  6  (1);  3  Edw.  VII., 
c.  16,  s.  2. 
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Provided  that  in  the  case  of  corporations  heretofore  so  authorized  it  shall 
(except  as  provided  in  section  19)  be  lawful  to  invest  in  and  lend  upon  land  or 
upon  securities  other  than  in  this  section  mentioned. 

(2)  The  corporation  may  do  all  acts  that  are  necessary  for  advancing  such  sums  of 
money,  and  for  receiving  and  obtaining  repayment  thereof,  and  for  compelling  the  pay- 
ment of  all  interest  accruing  from  such  sums  so  advanced,  and  the  observance  and  ful- 
filment of  any  conditions  annexed  to  such  advance,  and  for  enforcing  the  forfeiture  of 
any  term  or  property  consequent  on  the  non-fulfilment  of  such  conditions,  or  of  con- 
ditions entered  into  for  delay  of  payment;  and  may  take  personal  security  as  collateral 
for  any  advance  made. 

(3)  The  corporation  may  hold  such  real  estate  as  being  mortgaged  or  hypothecated 
to  it,  is  acquired  by  it  for  the  protection  of  its  investments,  and  may  from  time  to  time 
sell,  mortgage,  lease,  exchange  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  same;  and  may  acquire,  by 
purchase  or  otherwise,  any  mortgage  or  security  of  any  kind  whatsoever  upon  which 
it  is  authorized  to  lend  or  advance  money,  and  re-sell  the  same,  as  it  deems  advisable. 

(4)  The  corporation  may  give  receipts,  acquittances  and  discharges,  either  abso- 
lutely and  wholly,  or  partially,  and  may  grant  or  take  such  deeds,  assignments  or  other 
instruments  as  are  necessary  for  carrying  any  such  holding,  purchase,  exchange  or 
re-sale  into  effect;  and  the  grantee  or  assignee  in  any  such  instrument  shall  stand  in 
the  place  of,  and  be  entitled  to,  and  have  all  the  same  rights,  powers  and  remedies, 
and  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  obligations  and  liabilities,  under,  upon,  or  in  respect 
to  such  instrument  as  the  grantor  or  assignor  would  have  been  entitled  to  or  would 
have  been  subject  to  if  the  grant  or  assignment  had  not  been  made. 

(5)  The  corporation  may  hold  absolutely  to  its  own  use  and  benefit  such  real  estate 
as  is  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  its  business,  or  is  acquired  or  held  for  the  bona 
fide  purpose  of  building  upon  or  improving  the  same,  not  exceeding  in  yearly  value  the 
sum  of  $50,000,  in  Ontario,  and,  subject  to  the  laws  of  the  other  Provinces  of  Canada, 
the  sum  of  $50,000  in  each  of  the  said  Provinces;  also  such  real  estate  as  being  mort- 
gaged or  hypothecated  to  it,  is  acquired  by  it  for  the  protection  of  its  investments,  and 
such  real  estate  as  is  conveyed  to  it  in  satisfaction  of  debts  previously  contracted  in 
the  course  of  its  business;  and  may  from  time  to  time,  sell,  mortgage,  lease,  exchange  or 
otherwise  dispose  of  the  same;  but  the  corporation  (not  being  a  loaning  land  corpora- 
tion standing  registered  under  this  Act)  shall,  subject  as  above,  sell  any  real  estate 
acquired  in  satisfaction  of  any  debt  within  twelve  years  after  it  has  been  so  acquired, 
otherwise  it  shall  be  forfeited  to  Her  Majesty,  for  the  uses  of  the  Province;  but  no 
such  forfeiture  shall  take  effect  or  be  enforced  until  the  expiration  of  at  least  six 
calendar  months  after  notice  in  writing  to  the  said  corporation  of  the  intention  of  Her 
Majesty  to  claim  such  forfeiture. 

(6)  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  such  corporation  to  constitute  and  maintain  a  reserve 
fund  out  of  the  earnings  or  other  income  of  the  corporation  not  required  for  the  present 
liabilities  of  the  corporation,  and  to  invest  the  same  in  any  of  the  securities  authorized 
for  the  purposes  of  loans  by  this  section. 

(7)  And  for  every  purpose  in  this  section  specified,  and  for  any  other  purpose  in 
this  Act  mentioned  or  referred  to,  the  corporation  may  lay  out,  and  apply  the  capital 
and  property,  for  the  time  being,  of  the  corporation  or  any  part  thereof,  or  an?  of  the 
moneys  authorized  to  be  hereafter  raised  or  received  by  the  corporation  in  addition  to 
its  capital  for  the  time  being,  and  may  authorize  and  exercise  all  acts  and  powers  what- 
soever, in  the  opinion  of  the  directors  of  the  corporation  requisite  or  expedient  to  be 
done  or  exercised  in  relation  thereto. 
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18.  No  loan  corporation  whatsoever  shall  ballot  or  cause  or  permit  applicants  for 
loans  or  advances  to  ballot  for  precedence,  or  shall  in  any  way  make  the  granting  of  a 
loan  or  advance  depend  upon  any  chance  or  lot.  Any  registered  corporation  which  con- 
travenes this  section,  and  any  corporation  which  makes,  prints,  advertises  or  publishes, 
or  causes  or  procures  to  be  made,  printed  advertised  or  published  any  proposal,  scheme 
or  plan  for  loaning  or  advancing  or  in  any  way  disposing  of  money  or  property  by  lot, 
ballot,  or  by  any  mode  of  chance  whatsoever,  shall  be  liable  to  have  its  registry  can- 
celled; and  any  director,  officer,  servant,  employee  or  shareholder  of  the  corporation 
party  to  such  contravention,  shall  be  liable  upon  summary  conviction  before  any  Police 
or  Stipendiary  Magistrate,  or  two  Justices  of  the  Peace,  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
$20,  nor  more  than  $200  and  costs,  and  in  default  of  payment  to  imprisonment  for  a 
term  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  twelve  months  in  any  prison  or  gaol  of  the 
Province. 

19.  (1)  No  payments  received  by  the  corporation  for  or  on  account  of  any  permanent 
share  or  stock  whatsoever,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  debt  of  the  corporation;  and  no  sum 
due  to  any  holder  of  such  shares  or  stock,  in  his  character  of  holder  or  member,  by 
way  of  dividends,  profits  or  otherwise,  shall  be  deemed  a  debt  of  the  corporation,  payable 
to  such  holder  or  member  in  a  case  of  competition  between  himself  and  any  other 
creditor  not  being  a  holder  of  such  shares  or  a  member  of  the  corporation;  but  any  sum 
so  due  may  be  taken  into  account  for  the  purposes  of  the  final  adjustment  of  the  rights 
of  the  contributories  amongst  themselves. 

(2)  The  corporation  may  lend  upon  its  own  paid  up  permanent  stock  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  of  all  such  loans  10  per  centum  of  the  corporation's  paid 
up  permanent  stock;  but  no  such  loan  shall  exceed  66  2-3  per  centum  of  the  market 
price  then  actually  offered  for  the  stock  and  no  loan  corporation  whatever  shall,  after  the 
passing  of  this  Act,  except  as  in  this  section  provided,  make  any  loan  or  advance  upon 
the  security  of  any  permanent  share  or  shares,  or  permanent  stock  of  the  corporation, 
whether  with  or  without  collateral  security. 

Provided  however  that  any  loan  corporation  may  pass  a  by-law  prohibiting  abso- 
lutely the  loaning  to  shareholders  upon  the  security  of  their  stock,  or  (subject  to  the 
limitations  contained  in  this  subsection)  a  by-law  limiting  the  aggregate  amount  which 
may  be  loaned  on  such  stock,  and  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  corporation  to  repeal 
either  of  such  by-laws  until  the  liabilities  of  the  corporation  are  discharged. 
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IX. — Address  delivered  by  Mr.  J.  Howard  Hunter,  M.A.,  K.C,  Registrar  of  Friendly 
Societies,  to  the  Canadian  Fraternal  Association  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  Toronto, 
28th  April,  1910. 

[Association's  Journal  of  Proceedings,  p.  43,  the  President,  Mr.  Alexander  Fraser,  M.A., 

in  the  chair.] 

The  President:  I  notice  that  Mr.  Hunter,  the  Inspector  of  Insurance  for  Ontario, 
has  arrived  and  I  wish  he  would  come  to  the  platform.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  Hunter  took  a  seat  on  the  platform. 

The  President:  Gentlemen,  year  after  year  at  our  Annual  Meetings,  the  fat'her  of 
our  fraternalism  in  Ontario  has  not  forgotten  us,  but  has  come  to  give  us  fatherly 
advice,  and  those  of  us  who  .have  been  following  the  proceedings  of  the  Association, 
and  reading  the  reports,  can  testify  to  the  value  of  the  advice  to  us  in  connection  with 
our  Societies.  This  year,  Mr.  Hunter  begged  to  be  excused  on  account  of  the  many 
engagements  he  had  to  meet  and  the  pressure  of  office  work,  which  has  become,  I  under- 
stand, very  arduous.  However,  he  consented,  and  has  been  good  enough  to  come  at 
this  hour  to  give  us  a  brief  address,  and  I  know  that  in  welcoming  him  I  voice  your 
feelings  of  gratitude  to  Mr.  Hunter,  and  I  feel  sure,  also,  we  shall  appreciate  very  much 
whatever  he  may  have  to  say  to  us.  Always  the  subject  of  his  remarks  has  been  left 
to  his  own  choice,  and  to-day  he  will  speak  to  us  without  having  been  asked  to  select  a 
special  subject  for  us.    Mr.  Hunter.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  Hunter:  Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen,  I  am  sure  I  am  very  grateful  to  you 
all  for  the  kind  manner  in  which  you  have  received  me  on  this  occasion,  as  on  all 
previous  occasions.  I  have  not  really  had  time  to  prepare  any  considered  address,  the 
pressure  of  business  being  so  very  severe,  and,  as  you  are  aware,  we  have  met  with  a 
misfortune  up  at  the  Parliament  Building,  in  the  form  of  a  disastrous  fire,  as  a  result 
of  which  I  have  had  three  removes  of  my  office.  They  say  two  removes  are  as  bad  as 
one  fire,  therefore  I  must  have  two  fires  and  a  half  credited  to  me  in  the  books  of  the 
other  world. 

Bro.  Inwood:    The  Ontario  Government  would  be  better  than  the  next  world. 

Mr.  Hunter:  The  Ontario  Government  are  not  to  blame  for  the  fire,  they  are  doing 
their  best. 

I  am  sure  I  don't  know  what  would  be  interesting  to  you  on  this  occasion.  The 
business  in  which  you  are  engaged  is,  of  course,  of  a  most  serious  character,  and  that 
character,  I  observe,  reflects  itself  on  all  your  literature.  I  find  realistic  pictures  in 
some  of  your  documents;  some  of  your  instruments  have  an  illuminated  contract  vividly 
portraying  the  demise,  and  then  the  desolate  widow  and  destitute  orphan.  Some  people 
have  so  seared  a  conscience  that  it  requires  a  very  strong  chromo  to  awaken  it,  and, 
therefore,  I  quite  understand  that  vivid  colors  may  serve  in  that  useful  direction. 

I  notice  generally, — following  these  vivid  illustrations, — the  personal  question  is 
asked,  "Is  your  life  insured?"    In  the  words  of  Richard  the  'Second:  — 

"  Of  comfort  no  man  speak; 

Let's  talk  of  graves,  of  worms,  and  epitaphs; 
Make  dust  our  paper,  and  with  rainy  eyes 
Write  sorrow  on  the  bosom  of  the  earth. 
Let's  choose  executors  and  talk  of  wills." 

When  the  Managing  Officers  of  Life  Insurance  Corporations  are  gathered  together 
an  inevitable  memento  mori  appears  either  in  the  form  of  mortality  tables  or  of  an 
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oraison  funebre  by  a  Government  official.  You  will  remember  among  the  ancient 
Egyptians  it  was  the  prevailing  custom  to  dine  not  wisely,  but  too  well;  therefore,  before 
the  wines  were  broached,  a  miniature  effigy  of  a  corpse  was  brought  in,  and  the  sides- 
men (I  don't  think  the  Egyptians  called  them  sidesmen,  but  for  want  of  a  better  term 
we  may  call  them  so)  with  the  corpse  passed  through  the  aisles  of  revellers,  warning 
them  against  getting  too  gay.  (Laughter.)  Death,  sooner  or  later,  is  as  inevitable  as 
.taxes,  though  it  may  be  longer  deferred  than  taxes.  Some  recent  writers  confront  us 
with  the  assertion  that  the  inevitable  hour  is,  in  the  average  of  cases,  longer  deferred 
than  it  formerly  was;  but,  when  you  read  these  newer  statistics  critically,  you  will  find 
that  this  improved  average  is  obtained  by  including  the  greatly  diminished  mortality 
among  infants.  The  mortality  among  men  in  the  business  years  of  life  is,  I  am  per- 
suaded, greater  than  formerly.  The  strenuous  life  of  our  time  exhausts  the  heart  as 
well  as  the  nerves;  then  the  external  dangers  threatening  life  are  greatly  increased  in 
number  and  variety.  You  have  only  to  look  around  you  to  see  the  daring  and  tremen- 
dous exploits  of  engineers  and  architects.  All  these  involve  largely  increased  dangers 
to  the  lives  of  those  employed  in  carrying  out  the  designs.*  Then,  even  on  our  public 
streets  the  dangerous  forces  now  used  for  locomotion,  and  the  high  speed,  now  habitual, 
account  for  many  of  the  so-called  "accidental"  deaths.  We  have  trains  under  the  guise 
of  trolley  cars  speeding  through  our  crowded  streets;  you  can  avoid  them  by  keeping 
away  from  the  tracks,  but  who  shall  compute  the  path  or  orbit  of  an  automobile,  especi- 
ally if  the  chauffeur  is  a  lady?  The  automobile  brings  home  to  us  the  Biblical  classifi- 
cation of  all  humanity  into  the  quick  and  the  dead.  If  you  are  not  quick, — and  very 
quick  at  that, — you  are  assuredly  dead!  (Laughter.) 

As  in  your  proceedings  and  literature,  so  in  our  Provincial  Legislation,  mortality 
claims  a  place  in  almost  every  year's  proceedings.  I  have  read  with  a  great  deal  of 
interest  and  pleasure  the  address  of  your  President,  which  Mr.  Montague,  your  Secre- 
tary, was  good  enough  to  send  me.  Before  I  deal  with  one  point  that  is  referred  to 
in  your  President's  address,  however,  I  should  say  something  about  the  latest  enactment 
of  the  Ontario  Legislature.  I  have  not  a  copy  of  the  Act  here;  perhaps  my  friend 
Mr.  Lee  may  have  a  copy.  We  cannot  keep,  you  see,  mortality  out  of  our  legislation  any 
more  than  you  can  out  of  your  literature.  You  will  remember,  in  "David  Copperfield," 
poor  Mr.  Dick  is  always  beginning  to  memorialize  the  Lord  Chancellor  about  his  affairs, 
but  cannot  keep  His  Majesty  Charles  the  First  out  of  the  memorial,  no  matter  what  he 
does.  Life  insurance  is  an  inevitable  subject  that  comes  into  legislation  at  almost  every 
session. 

(Refers  to  the  Statute  Law  Amendment  Act,  1910,  10  Ed.  VII.,  chap.  26.)  Now, 
the  first  section  in  which  life  insurance  men  are  interested  is  section  5:  "Where  a 
contract  of  insurance  of  the  person  provides  either  in  terms  or  in  effect  that  the  con- 
tract shall  be  indisputable  or  inconteistible,  it  shall  not  be  disputable  or  contestlble  on 
the  ground  that  the  assured  committed  suicide,  unless  in  express  terms  it  is  so  stipulated 
by  the  contract,  and  is  so  stated  in  the  application  on  which  the  contract  is  founded." 

You  are  probably  not  greatly  interested  in  that,  because  I  believe  you  do  not  make 
your  contract  indisputable  or  incontestable;  but  such  contracts  are  now  habitual  in 
insurance  companies.  I  think  that  where  a  contract  is  declared  by  its  own  terms  to  be 
indisputable  and  incontestable  (and  the  corporation  of  course,  draws  its  own  contract, 
the  assured  does  not  see  it  until  some  time  after  the  application  is  accepted,  and  has 
nothing  to  say  in  settling  the  frame  work  of  the  contract)  it  is  only  right,  plainly  right, 


*  The  statement  that  during  the  past  year  five  hundred  thousand  workmen  were  injured  in  this  country  while 
performing  their  daily  tasks  is  appalling,  and  it  is  eminently  right  that  the  prevention  of  these  accid<  nts  should  form 
a  chief  topic  of  discussion  when  the  Manufacturers'  Convention  meets  in  this  city  next  week.  In  our  rush  for 
material  progress  the  claims  of  humanity  have  too  often  gone  unheeded,  and  it  is  only  when  statistics  of  this  startling 
nature  a^e  brought  before  us  that  the  necessity  for  radical  reform  strikes  home.  The  picture  of  death  and  suffering 
which  is  made  plain  when  we  learn  that  half  a  million  laborers  were  broken  on  the  wheel  of  manufacture  in  one  year 
should  arouse  a  country-wide  support  of  any  earnest  effort  to  ameliorate  the  conditions  of  work.  In  the  words  of  one 
of  those  who  will  attend  the  convention,  the  "  fact  that  half  a  million  workmen  are  injured  annually  in  this  country  is 
an  insult  to  our  intelligence."—"  N.  Y.  Evening  Post,"  May  9,  1910. 
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that  the  contract  shall  be  really  indisputable  or  incontestable.  I  don't  think  words  of 
that  kind  should  be  used  unless  they  are  meant.  It  was  represented  that  some  of  the 
Companies  were  careless  in  the  use  of  these  terms,  and  that  the  enactment  might  work 
some  practical  hardship;  so,  therefore,  the  section  is  postponed  in  its  operation  until 
first  day  of  January,  1911. 

A  very  common  defence  in  these  cases  where  the  contract  itself  declared  it  was 
indisputable  or  incontestable  was  to  set  up  suicide,  -the  suicide  of  the  deceased  policy- 
holder. Now,  in  future,  if  that  is  to  be  made  a  defence  against  such  form  of  contract 
it  must  be  so  stated  in  the  contract.  Suicide  will  not  defeat  a  claim  under  such  a 
contract,  except  where  both  the  application  and  the  contract  itself  mention  that  suicide 
is  a  cause  of  dispute.  The  effect  of  the  section  is  simply  to  make  the  words  used  in  such 
a  contract  mean  what  they  say,  and  not  to  allow  them  to  be  refined  away  by  sophistry. 

Now,  the  next  section  in  which  you  are  interested,  and  perhaps  more  interested,  is 
Section  18.  In  the  first  subsection  of  that  section  the  law  governing  the  insurance  of 
children's  lives  is  amended  so  as  to  exclude  altogether  from  contract,  the  lives  of 
children  whose  ag$s  are  not  at  least  one  year.  I  don't  think  any  person  can  complain 
of  any  hardship  there,  except  perhaps  canvassers.  The  greatest  scandals  have  arisen 
in  England  for  want  of  such  law,  and  they  threaten  to  arise  here.  It  was  never  con- 
templated, as  you  can  see,  by  the  schedule  in  the  Ontario  Insurance  Act  (sec.  150)  that 
children  of  less  than  one  year  of  age  should  be  insured  at  a)ll.  You  will  remember,  per- 
haps, how  that  section  of  the  Act  came  to  be  enacted.  A  parent,  at  common  law,  has  no 
insurable  interest  in  the  life  of  a  child  unless  the  interest  is  of  a  pecuniary  nature.  For 
example,  if  a  parent  were  to  enjoy  an  annuity  during  the  life  of  a  child,  the  parent 
would  then  have,  of  course,  a  pecuniary  interest  in  the  life  of  that  child,  and  could  effect 
an  insurance  on  that  life;  but  except  in  such  cases,  or  similar  cases,  the  common  law 
of  England  or  of  Ontario  does  not  give  the  parent  an  insurable  interest  in  the  life  of  a 
child.  Now,  it  so  happened  that  a  foreign  company,  not  knowing  apparently  our  law 
here,  came  in  and  .issued  a  very  large  number  of  policies  on  the  lives  of  children.  The 
question  came  up,  what  were  we  to  do;  whether  we  were  to  stop  such  insurance,  as 
being  in  violation  of  the  law;  or  by  statute  modify  the  law  so  as  to  admit  within  certain 
limits,  insurances  on  the  lives  of  children.  After  thinking  it  over  a  good  deal,  and 
collecting  statistics,  I  concluded  that  the  better  course  was  to  regulate  such  insurance 
and  not  to  prohibit  it  absolutely.  I,  therefore,  recommended  the  schedule,  that  you  will 
see  in  the  Ontario  Insurance  Act  (sec.  150),  which  has  been  slightly  modified  since  its 
first  passage  [by  62  Vict.  (2nd  sess.)  c.  21,  s.  1],  limiting  the  amount  of  insurance  on  the 
life  of  a  child  according  to  the  age,  the  principle  being,  that  if  there  is  any  temptation 
to  do  away  with  the  child  for  the  sake  of  the  insurance,  it  would  be  much  easier  to  do 
away  with  a  very  young  child,  say  a  child  of  two  or  three  years,  than  a  child  of  ten 
years.  A  child  of  ten  years  is  playing  about  the  neighborhood,  is  known  to  all  thle 
neighborhood,  and  the  disappearance  of  that  child  would  at  once  put  people  on  enquiry; 
therefore,  it  is  safer,  as  a  matter  of  legislation,  to  allow  a  larger  insurance  on  a  child  of 
ten  years  of  age  than  on  a  child  of  two  years  of  age.  The  amendment  of  last  session 
deals  with  an  abuse  which  has  recently  been  creeping  in,  that  is,  insuring  children  of 
less  than  twelve  months  of  age.  In  order  to  prevent  any  hardship  in  that  case  also, 
the  operation  of  the  sub-section  is  postponed  till  the  1st  of  January,  1911. 

Now,  we  come  to  an  amendment  in  which  you  are  perhaps  more  interested,  and  that 
is  regarding  "legal  heirs."  It  is  a  very  unfortunate  phrase  to  have  ever  crept  into  either 
policies  or  the  literature  of  societies.  Of  course,  "ilegal  heirs"  in  law  had  a  well-defined 
meaning;  it  was  always  construed  in  insurance  contracts  by  the  Courts  according  to  its 
well  understood  legal  meaning. 

A  great  many  years  ago,  some  of  those  who  are  present  will  remember  that  they 
pressed  upon  me  the  desirability,  notwithstanding  the  legal  meaning  of  the  phrase,  to 
enlarge  the  phrase  so  as  to  provide  for  the  wife,  because  the  wife,  in  law,  is  not  a  legal 
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heir.  My  sympathies  were  strongly  with  those  that  came  forward.  Judge  MacWatt  was 
one  of  them  and  I  think  your  counsellor  here,  Mr.  Lee,  was  another.  My  sympathies 
were  strongly  in  favor  of  your  representations.  I  had  very  great  difficulty  at  that  time 
in  carrying  the  definition  as  it  appears  in  the  Ontario  Insurance  Act,  Tt.'S.O.,  1897,  c.  203, 
s.  2  (36).  The  lawyers  in  the  House  said  it  was  altering  altogether  the  proper  meaning 
of  the  words  "legal  heirs"  and  would  lead  to  confusion  and  trouble.  I  had  very  great 
difficulty  in  getting  the  law  so  far  amended.  Now,  that  amendment  has  worked  very 
well  all  these  years  as  far  as  I  know;  no  inconvenience  has  been  experienced  from  this 
enlarged  definition,  which,  in  the  Act,  reads:  "In  insurance  of  the  person  'heirs,'  'legal 
heirs,'  or  'lawful  heirs'  shall  mean  and  include  all  the  lawful  (surviving  children  of  the 
assured,  and  also  the  wife  or  husband,  if  surviving  the  assured."  In  those  final  words 
the  definition  diverges  from  the  ordinary  law  of  property.  The  wife  or  husband  would 
not  be  a  "legal  heir"  in  law.  The  definition  further  says:  "Or,  where  the  assured  dies 
without  lawful  surviving  children,  and  unmarried,  it  shall  mean  those  persons  entitled 
to  take  according  to  the  Statute  of  Distributions."  That  definition  as.  thus  enacted  was 
not  made  retrospective,  and  where  an  enactment  is  not  plainly  expressed  to  affect  past 
policies,  the  Courts  will  always  construe  it  as  intended  only  to  apply  to  future  con- 
tracts; and  so  that  definition  has  been  construed  and  administered. 

But  a  great  many  have  thought,  and  I  came  over  to  their  view,  that  it  would  be 
safe  enough  to  make  the  definition  retrospective  in  respect  of  policies  made  before  the 
enacting  of  that  definition.  As  amended  last  session,  it  now  applies  to  all  policies, 
providing  those  old  -policies  to  which  the  definition  has  now  been  extended  had  not 
before  the  passing  of  that  amendment  actually  become  claims.  Of  course,  it  would  not 
be  fair  where  a  vested  interest  has  actually  arisen  by  the  death  of  a  policyholder  to 
take  away,  say,  from  a  daughter,  the  amount  of  insurance  .money  that  would  be  coming 
to  her  and  give  it,  or  part  of  it,  to  her  mother.  The  general  feeling  is  that  this  amend- 
ment is  an  advance. 

Bro.  Lee:    It  is  a  great  advantage  to  us. 

Mr.  Hunter:  I  am  glad  to  hear  that.  You  understand,  I  suppose,  that  wihere  one 
of  the  preferred  class  is  named  as  beneficiary,  and  the  policyholder  wishes  to  make  a 
change,  his  range  of  choice  must  be  exercised  within  the  preferred  class  who  are  defined 
in  Section  2  (35)  of  the  Ontario  Insurance  Act  as  follows:  "In  insurance  of  the  person, 
the  husband,  wife,  children,  grandchildren  and  mother  of  the  assured  shall  constitute  a 
class  which  may  be  known  as  'preferred  beneficiaries,'  and  all,  other  beneficiaries  may 
be  known  as  'ordinary  beneficiaries.'  "  The  assent  of  the  beneficiary  to  a  change  of 
beneficiaries  is  necessary  only  in  the  case  where  the  policyholder  is  parting  with  his 
entire  interest  in  the  policy  and  desires  to  use  it  as  a  security,  or  perhaps  to  sell  or 
assign  his  interest.  In  that  case  undoubtedly  the  assent  of  the  named  beneficiary  would 
be  necessary.  That  is  provided  for  in  Section  159  of  the  Act,  but  otherwise  there  is 
considerable  freedom  of  choice,  unless  the  preferred  class  accidentally  happens  to  be  a 
very  limited  number  of  persons,  and,  of  course,  yon  can't  avoid  hardships  of  that  kind 
arising.  I  had  the  range  of  choice  enlarged  some  years  ago  by  putting  in  grandchildren 
and  mother,  and  I  think  it  works  reasonably  well;  but,  of  course,  there  are  exceptional 
cases  that  you  can't  provide  for  by  any  legislation  that  may  be  devised.  Where  the  class 
of  preferred  beneficiaries  is  very  limited,  it  would  be  better,  perhaps,  unless  your  rules 
forbid  it — I  don't  think  they  do — to  make  the  policy  payable  to  the  personal  representa- 
tives. Now  the  assured  can  by  a  declaration  at  any  time  tie  up  that  insurance  as  a 
trust  for  any  particular  person  or  he  may  by  a  will  tie  it  up.  If,  at  the  time  of  his 
application  he  is  in  doubt,  if  the  says  to  your  agent  or  officer,  'Veil,  I  aim  very  much  in 
doubt  now  as  to  whom  I  should  make  the  beneficiary  under  this  policy,"  then  the  easy 
way  out  of  it  is  to  make  it  payable  to  ihis  executors,  and  at  some  future  time,  when  he 
sees  what  his  family  necessities  are,  he  can  make  a  declaration  or  a  will  creating  a 
beneficiary.  There  is  no  practical  difficulty  that  I  can  see.  Do  you  see  any  difficulty  in 
that,  Mr.  Lee? 
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Bro.  Lee:  No,  except,  of  course,  if  he  designates  one  of  the  preferred  class  by  a 
subsequent  instrument  he  cannot  take  it  from  that,  so  long  as  that  preferred  benefi- 
ciary is  living.  If  he  makes  a  certificate  in  the  first  place,  and  then  by  an  instrument 
in  writing  selects  his  wife,  ne  cannot  take  it  from  the  wife,  except  to  a  child  or  some 
similar  person;  he  is  tied  up  just  the  same  as  in  a  contract. 

Mr.  Hunter:  But,  where  his  personal  representatives  are  the  beneficiary  there  is 
this  advantage,  he  does  not  yet  exercise  his  option  otf  choosing  the  beneficiary. 

Bro.  Lee  :    Not  so  quickly. 

Mr.  Hunter:    According  to  the  family  circumstances  his  mind  might  entirely  change. 

The  President:  Provided  he  makes  his  policy  to  hiis  executors,  as  you  suggest, 
would  any  subsequent  choice  be  confined  to  the  preferred  class? 

Mr.  Hunter:  Oh,  no;  if  it  is  made  to  hie  executors  it  is  absolutely  his  own  pro- 
perty. When  he  keeps  it  in  his  executors  .he  is  keeping  it  in  himself.  We  call  executors 
personal  representatives.  Why?  Because  the  law  conceives  the  life  of  the  testator  con- 
tinued for  purposes  of  administration  and  distribution;  the  executors  are  carrying  out 
his  intention,  that  is  why  they  are  called  personal  representatives.  When  he  makes  his 
insurance  money  payable  to  his  executors  it  is  his  own  property;  he  can  absolutely 
dispose  of  it.  If  he  chooses  to  make  a  declaration  of  trust  in  favor  of  any  of  the  pre- 
ferred class,  undoubtedly,  as  Mr.  Lee  says,  he  then  ties  it  .up,  and  any  subsequent 
cSange  after  that  would  be  only  within  the  class  of  preferred  beneficiaries. 

If  there  are  any  questions  that  you  gentlemen  would  like  to  ask  me  that  are  within 
my  scope  to  answer,  I  shall  be  very  happy  to  attempt  to  answer  them.  (Applause.) 

The  President:  Gentlemen,  as  we  can  all  understand  very  well,  Mr.  Hunter  is 
here  at  considerable  sacrifice  of  time  to  himself,  and  I  have  no  doubt  this  meeting  will 
put  on  record  the  sense  of  its  appreciation  of  his  services,  and  of  his  kindness  in  com- 
ing. I  think  while  he  is  here  we  ought  to  take  advantage,  notwithstanding  the  pressure 
of  time,  of  his  suggestion  that  questions  be  asked  him  on  anything,  not  necessarily  aris- 
ing from  his  address,  but  on  anything  that  may  be  of  interest  to  us  as  an  Association 
or  to  our  Societies.    We  have  always  found  him  willing  to  be  very  frank  with  us. 

Bro.  A.  H.  Blackeby:  Mr.  President,  I  desire  to  take  advantage  of  the  opportunity 
wihieh  the  Registrar  of  Friendly  Societies  has  given  us  to  ask  a  question  along  a  line 
that  has  occurred  during  the  last  one  or  two  years  to  myself  and  the  Association  with 
wlhich  I  have  been  connected.  We  have  the  Statute  law  providing  that  Associations  of 
this  kind  shall  become  incorporated,  shall  report  to  the  Registrar  of  Friendly  Societies, 
and  shall  pay  a  certain  amount  of  money,  and  for  that  amount  of  money  shall  receive 
a  certificate  authorizing  them  to  do  business  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Province  of 
Ontario.  Has  it  ever  been  considered  by  those  who  have  the  authority  for  enforcing  that 
law  that  some  provision  should  be  made  for  keeping  out  societies  that  are  not  authorized 
under  the  law  as  we  have  it  now?  There  are  societies  to-day  at  work  in  this  Province 
of  Ontario  that  have  no  legal  authority — American  Associations,  United  States  Associa- 
tions, that  have  no  authority  under  the  law  of  the  Province  of  Ontario,  and  yet  they 
have  agents  here  for  them  at  work.  It  is  rather  an  invidious  thing  to  bring  it  up  to  a 
private  individual  to  prosecute  these  parties  under  the  law.  It  seems  to  me  in  almost 
every  other  branch  of  the  Government  provision  has  been  made  for  the  carrying  out  of 
the  laws  as  they  exist,  but  in  so  far  as  our  insurance  laws  are  concerned,  I  do  not 
know  that  there  is  any  such  provision  as  I  nave  referred  to.  I  would  like  to  ask  the 
Registrar  of  Friendly  Societies  if  there  has  ever  been  considered  the  necessity  for 
having  some  provision  for  enforcing  the  law  in  preventing  associations  not  legally 
authorized  to  do  business  in  t)he  Province  of  Ontario,  from  carrying  on  that  business. 
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Mr.  Hunter:  Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen,  I  may  say  that  there  is  already  in  the 
Ontario  Insurance  Act  a  very  strong  provision  (Section  85),  and  if  some  private  indi- 
vidual feels  any  difficulty  about  prosecuting,  the  clause  enables  any  one  to  lay  an  infor- 
mation, and  the  proof  of  being  registered  is  on  the  accused.  That  fis  a  very  simple  law 
to  administer.  Under  that  law  a  number  of  persons  have  from  time  to  time  been  prose- 
cuted. There  was  one  case  up  at  the  Soo,  where  an  American  Association  got  to  work 
amongst  the  lumbermen,  and  professed  |to  give  medical  treatment,  and  a  kind  of  sick- 
ness and  accident  insurance.  It  came  to  my  knowledge  that  this  concern  was  operating 
up  there;  a  constable  got  after  the  agent,  and  after  considerable  trouble  succeeded  in 
serving  a  subpoena.  The  offender  was  taken  before  the  Police  Magistrate  of  the  locality, 
and  was  fined  $200  and  costs.  That  took  the  flavor  out  of  the  business  for  the  defend- 
ant, and  ended  piratical  accident  insurance  up  there.  Section  85  of  the  Ontario  Insur- 
ance Act  is  quite  distinct:  "After  the  31st  day  of  December,  1892,  no  person  or  persons, 
or  body  icorporate  or  unincorporated,  other  than  a  corporation  standing  registered  under 
this  Act,  and  persons  duly  authorized  by  law  and  by  such  registered  corporation  to  act 
in  its  behalf,  sihall  undertake  or  effect,  or  offer  to  undertake  or  effect  any  contract  of 
insurance."  Then  the  penalty  clause  follows.  Another  clause  says:  "In  any  trial  or 
cause  or  proceeding  under  this  Act  the  burden  of  proving  registry  shall  be  upon  the 
corporation  or  person  charged."  The  procedure  is  most  simple.  The  informant  has 
not  to  prove  the  negative  thait  the  Society  is  not  registered,  or  that  the  agent  who  is 
acting  is  not  registered;  but  the  agent  has  to  prove  that  he  is  acting  for  a  registered 
Society,  and  vhe  has  to  produce  my  certificalte  of  registry  to  the  Court.  There  is  no 
getting  away  from  that.  There  have  been  numbers  of  prosecutions  and  convictions  all 
over  the  Province  under  this  Act,  but  it  strikes  me  that  if  there  is  any  difficullty  with  you 
genltlemen  in  Laying  an  information  where  you  know  of  the  law  being  violated,  it 
would  be  a  very  simple  thing  to  have  Some  officer  appointed  by  your  Association,  juslt 
precisely  as  the  Medical  Council  has  an  officer,  a  person  employed  to  conduct  the  prose- 
cution in  the  name  of  the  Medical  Council.    This  is  a  very  easy  thing  to  do. 

Bro.  T.  A.  Hastings:    It  costs  money  though,  Doctor. 

Mr.  Hunter:  I  have  the  grealtest  difficulty  in  getting  people  to  come  forward  to 
give  such  information,  not  to  speak  of  evidence,  as  would  enable  an  information  to  toe 
laid.  They  always  say,  "Oh,  that  is  the  business  of  the  Government."  Well,  people  who 
won't  help  to  administer  'the  law  

Bro.  Hastings:    They  won't  in  amy  Department. 

Mr.  Hunter:    What  about  the  Medical  Council  or  the  College  of  Pharmacy? 
Bro.  Hastings:    They  are  a  close  corporation. 

Mr.  Hunter:  This  entire  helplessness  and  throwing  everything  on  the  Government 
won't  work  out. 

Bro.  Hastings:    You  can't  enforce  the  law  unless  you  do. 
Mr.  Hunter:    That  is  all  a  mistake. 

Bro.  F.  G.  Inwood:    You  have  to  pay  parties  to  collect  information,  etc. 

Mr.  Hunter:  No.  If  you  know  of  a  case  of  a  person  having  one  of  these  policies 
in  his  possession  you  can  make  him  a  witness,  and  I  suggested  to  the  'Statute  Law  Com- 
missioners this  last  Session  an  amendment  to  the  law,  by  which  a  search  warrant  can 
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now  issue  that  greatly  facilitates.*  On  an  information  being  laid  a  search  warrant  can 
be  issued,  so  that  if  an  offender  is  going  around  the  country  w  ith  papers  of  this  piratical 
concern,  his  lodgings  and  effects  can  be  searched  for  them,  and  if  found  there  is  the 
evidence.  There  is  no  trouble  then  in  getting  a  conviction.  You  can't  sit  still  and  say, 
"Oh,  that  is  Mr.  Hunter's  business."  It  is  not  my  business  at  all,  because  I  don't  belong 
to  the  Criminal  Department  of  the  Government,  but  as  a  matter  of  fact,  and  in  order 
to  assist  the  Societies  in  keeping  out  these  pirates,  I  have  endeavored  in  every  way  to 
facilitate  these  criminal  proceedings. 

Bro.  A.  H.  Blackeby:  In  this  case  I  speak  of,  the  man  is  living  in  the  Province. 
Bro.  (Blackeby  :  I  fully  understand  a  private  individual  can  go  to  that  towns  and  ilay 

Bro.  Blakeby:  I  fully  understand  a  private  individual  can  go  to  that  town  and  lay 
an  information,  but  if  I  were  to  do  that  I  would  be  looked  upon  in  the  same  light  as  a 
liquor  informer,  and  I  don't  propose  to  take  that  position,  but  there  ought  to  be  in  the 
Statute  itself  something  which  would  in  some  way  take  the  onus  off  the  private  individual 
of  informing.  Just  as  my  good  Bro.  Hastings  over  here  has  said,  if  you  haven't  in  the 
law  itself  the  means  of  enforcing  it,  it  is  not  up  to  the  private  individual  to  do  so,  and 
take  upon  himself  just  exactly  the  onus  that  accrues  to  a  whiskey  informer. 

Mr.  Hunter:  It  is  not  necessary  at  all  that  the  private  individual  should  appear 
in  the  case,  but  the  knowledge,  the  facts  must  be  imparted.  If  you  know  the  facts  why 
don't  you  impart  them? 

Bro.  Blackeby:    To  whom? 

Mr.  Hunter:  To  me.  Why  don't  you  impart  them  to  me.  This  is  the  first  I  have 
heard  from  you.  If  you  say  there  is  such  a  man  here,  your  name  doesn't  come  out  in 
the  matter  at  all,  but  it  enables  me  to  direct  the  Government  Officer  where  to  go.  I 
don't  know  how  many  cases  I  have  had  where  there  have  been  prosecutions  in  this  city; 
I  think  there  have  been  also  one  or  two  in  Hamilton. 


♦The  Ontario  Summary  Conviction  Act,  10  Edw.  VII.,  c.  37  (19th  March,  1910),  s.  9, 
now  enacts  as  follows: 

9. —  (1)  Where  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  is  satisfied  by  information  upon  oath, 
Form  1,  that  there  is  reasonable  ground  for  believing  that  there  is  in  any  building, 

receptacle  or  place — 

(a)  anything  upon  or  in  respect  of  which  an  offence  against  a  statute  of  Ontario  has 
been  or  is  suspected  to  have  been  committed;  or, 

(6)  anything  which  there  is  reasonable  ground  to  believe  will  afford  evidence  as  to 
the  commission  of  any  such  offence;  he  may  at  any  time  issue  a  warrant,  Form 
2,  under  his  hand  authorizing  some  constable  or  other  person  named  therein  to 
search  such  building,  receptacle  or  place  for  any  such  thing,  and  to  seize  and 
carry  it  before  the  Justice  issuing  the  warrant  or  some  other  Justice  for  the 
same  territorial  division  to  be  by  him  dealt  with  according  to  law. 

(2)  Every  search  warrant  shall  be  executed  between  sunrise  and  sunset,  unless 
the  Justice  shall  by  the  warrant  authorize  the  constable  or  other  person  to  execute 
it  at  night. 

(3)  When  any  such  thing  is  seized  and  brought  before  a  Justice,  he  may 
detain  it,  taking  reasonable  care  to  preserve  it  until  the  conclusion  of  the  investiga- 
tion; and,  if  no  one  is  convicted,  the  Justice  shall  direct  such  thing  to  be  restored 
to  the  person  from  whom  it  was  taken  unless  he  is  authorized  or  required  by  law  to 
dispose  of  it  otherwise. 
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Bro.  Montague:    I  wrote  once,  and  I  have  no  hesitation  about  being  an  informer 
when  those  things  come  up. 

Bro.  L.  Lee:    If  you  don't  want  to  do  it,  I  will  do  it  if  you  tell  me  who  he  is. 

Bro.  W.  F.  Montague:  There  are  one  or  two  questions  that  might  still  receive 
some  attention  from  the  Registrar.  There  are  some  facts  I  would  like  to  bring  for- 
ward. I  have  been  sitting  here,  and  realizing  that  the  Secretary  was  to  be  seen  and 
not  heard,  and  I  thought  somebody  else  would  bring  these  questions  up,  but  as  they 
have  not  been  mentioned  I  would  like  to  mention  a  few  points.  One  point  is  the  refer- 
ence in  your  address  to  a  possible  amendment  in  the  law.  The  matter  had  been  brought 
to  my  attention  as  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Association  in  this  way,  just  a  little  dif- 
ferent perhaps  to  the  way  in  which  it  appears  in  the  address,  and  that  is,  that  there 
might  be  cases  where  a  man  who  was  very  much  up  in  years,  whose  family  was  grown 
up  and  all  able  to  provide  for  themselves,  who  had  some  insurance  that  was  left  to  his 
children,  and  was  treated  in  a  very  unkind  way  by  his  children  in  his  old  age,  and  this 
man  is  in  the  awkward  position  of  not  being  able  to  do  anything  with  that  certificate  or 
policy  because  it  is  left  to  a  preferred  beneficiary.  The  old  man  is  allowed  to  sit 
around,  and  they  wait  till  he  drops  off  to  get  the  insurance,  to  put  it  as  bluntly  as  you 
can.  While  all  cases  cannot  be  provided  for,  some  Societies  connected  with  the  Cana- 
dian Fraternal  Association  have  had  such  cases,  and  one  Grand  Officer  called  on  me  at 
Hamilton  and  asked  me  to  mention  it  to  our  President,  as  to  whether  something  might 
not  be  done  to  relieve  particular  cases  of  that  kind,  that  where  a  man  was  old  and  had 
perhaps  no  means  whatever  except  what  his  family  or  children  gave  him,  out  did  have 
an  insurance  certificate,  that  he  might  make  some  use  of  it  if  he  was  permitted  to  do  so, 
whereby  somebody  might  take  it  over  and  make  his  last  declining  years  pleasant. 

The  other  point  that  came  up  last  night  at  the  meeting  of  the  Chief  Secretaries 
was  this — if  the  Registrar  will  pardon  us  for  criticizing  some  forms  used  in  his  De- 
partment— we  were  discussing  the  report  to  his  Department,  and  the  question  came  up 
as  to  the  starting  of  the  report,  with  so  many  certificates  on  foot,  and  when  you  get 
down  to  the  end  of  it,  so  many  certificates  on  foot,  which,  under  the  laws  of  the  Ancient 
Order  of  United  Workmen,  carries  with  it  members  temporarily  suspended  six  months, 
as  they  have  the  right  of  reinstatement  within  six  months.  In  the  Canadian  Order 
of  Chosen  Friends  it  carries  with  it  members  temporarily  suspended  for  three  months, 
and  they  are  carried  as  on  foot.  The  Chief  Secretaries  think  it  might  possibly  be  an 
improvement  if  you  dealt  only  with  the  membership  in  good  standing,  and  started  off 
with  members  in  good  standing,  and  get  down  to  the  point  where  you  have  so  many 
others  remaining  in  good  standing.  Our  reason  for  this  is,  you  have  a  large  number 
of  members  that  you  are  carrying  as  on  foot,  possibly  seven  or  eight  hundred  mem- 
bers. How  many  out  of  that  do  you  reinstate?  Whatever  number  they  do  reinstate 
are  taken  off  the  number  temporarily  suspended,  and  the  balance  of  them  are  annulled 
in  the  succeeding  year.  As  far  as  the  Chosen  Friend®  are  concerned,  we  don't  have 
100  out  of  that  number  reinstated.  After  they  have  been  suspended  for  two  or  three 
months  they  eventually  go  out,  and  if  they  come  back,  come  back  as  new  members  re- 
joining. 

Mr.  Hunter:    What  percentage? 

Bro.  Montague:  I  think  the  figures  were  951  temporarily  suspended  at  the  end 
of  1909,  or  something  like  that,  and  I  think  only  about  80  have  been  reinstated  out 
of  that  number,  about  10  per  cent,  in  round  figures.  We  think  it  might  be  just  as  well 
to  let  them  go  right  out  on  the  first  year,  and  if  any  of  them  are  reinstated,  then  bring 
them  back  under  the  renewals. 

Bro.  S.  H.  Pipe:  I  asked  Bro.  Montague  to  bring  that  point  up,  because  we  were 
thinking  of  trying  to  induce  the  'Societies  to  collect  statistics  as  to  their  membership 
at  the  end  of  each  year,  with  the  object  of  getting  the  Canadian  death  rate  amongst 
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these  Societies.  Now,  some  Societies  are  showing  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  members 
that  are  really  in  good  standing,  and  those  that  are  not  in  good  standing,  but  have 
the  option  of  reviving  within  a  certain  time.  That,  to  a  certain  extent,  would  vitiate 
the  statistics.  I  think  I  mentioned  last  night  that  it  appeared  to  me  the  test  that 
should  be  applied  to  the  case  would  be  whether  we  would  pay  the  claim  of  a  member 
if  he  happened  to  die  in  that  time.  Clearly  under  the  temporary  suspension  rule  w« 
would  not.  Therefore,  the  man  who  was  not  counted  in  good  standing  should  not  M 
counted  amongst  the  membership  at  the  end  of  the  year.  I  made  that  suggestion  to 
Bro.  Montague  in  order  to  try  to  get  the  method  altered,  by  which  the  Societies  would 
all  use  the  uniform  method,  and  merely  include  those  members  in  actual  good  stand- 
ing at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  then  next  year,  if  they  happened  to  be  reinstated,  they 
could  give  those  members  among  the  number  revived  or  reinstated. 

Dr.  John  Ferguson:  May  I  ask  one  question,  if  it  is  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Hunter, 
the  Registrar  of  Friendly  Societies,  that  the  taking  out  of  a  Canadian  Fraternal  mor- 
tality experience  would  be  of  very  great  value  in  inducing  the  various  Canadian  Frater- 
nal Socities  to  put  their  operations,  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible,  on  a  perfectly  satis- 
factory and  suitable  basis?  We  nave  a  number  of  recent  mortality  tables,  namely, 
The  Office  Males  of  Britain,  the  National  Fraternal  Congress,  and  the  Canada  Life  ex- 
perience, as  tabulated  by  yourself,  but  none  of  these  are  derived  from  within  our  own 
specific  experience,  and  consequently  it  might  be  that  some  of  the  Executives  of  the 
Canadian  Fraternal  Association  do  not  see  the  greatest  need  possible  for  re-adjusting 
their  financial  tables,  because  they  haven't  a  rate  derived  from  their  own  combined  ex- 
perience, and  I  would  like  to  hear  from  you,  sir,  what  your  own  opinion  is  upon  what 
appears  to  be  to  be  a  very  important  matter. 

Mr.  Hunter:  Taking  the  questions  seriatim,  the  first  question  is  as  to  the  par- 
ticular contracts  that  should  be  included  in  the  liability.  I  think  that  was  Bro. 
Montague's  point,  that  the  Society  should  be  shown  as  liable  only  for  contracts  that 
were  actually  in  good  standing,  and  not  for  contracts  that  were  suspended,  though 
liable  to  be  reinstated.  I  will  think  that  matter  over.  Of  course,  this  is  new  matter 
and  requires  careful  consideration.  I  am  not  prepared  to  say  what  may  be  done  in 
that,  but  I  will  carefully  consider  all  that  I  have  heard. 

Now,  as  to  the  point  raised  by  Dr.  Ferguson,  I  think  that  the  Fraternal  Congress 
experience,  according  to  what  I  have  seen  from  your  reports,  represents  very  closely 
the  mortality  you  have  experienced  since  the  publication  of  that  table.  I  don't  think 
there  is  any  material  difference  between  the  mortality  you  have  experienced  and  the 
mortality  shown  by  that  table.  Some  of  you  have  from  year  to  year  compared  your 
mortality  with  the  mortality  that  would  be  expected  from  that  table,  and  I  have  not 
noticed  any  material  difference  so  far.  It  is  a  very  close  approximation  in  some  cases. 
I  am  greatly  afraid  that  the  trouble  is  deeper  seated  than  a  mere  question  of  the  table. 
I  think  the  indisposition  to  raise  a  troublesome  question  is  answerable  for  the  inertia 
rather  than  any  want  of  belief  in  the  table.  I  think  the  price  of  insurance  in  these 
Societies  has  been  pretty  closely  ascertained,  and  it  would  simply  give  some  weak 
brethren  an  excuse  for  holding  off  instead  of  getting  to  work  and  reforming  their  rates, 
as  they  should  have  done  already. 

As  I  said  to  this  Association  several  years  ago,  when  our  friend,  poor  Dr.  Oron- 
hyatekha  was  here  with  us,  the  general  feeling  among  officers, — among  officials  of  all 
kinds  for  that  matter,  including  Government  officials, — is  that  they  would  make  the 
whole  litany  consist  of  one  prayer,  and  that  prayer  would  be,  "  Give  us  peace  in  our 
time,  good  Lord."  (Laughter.)  Dr.  Oronhyatekha,  you  may  remember,  said  he  knew 
of  two  exceptions,  of  two  men  that  had  other  prayers  in  their  litany, 
one  was  himself,  the  other  was  myself.  I  don't  know,  I  am  sure,  but  that  is  the  natural 
feeling  of  all  officials;  they  don't  like  to  run  up  against  difficult  and  troublesome  ques- 
tions.   This  undoubtedly  is  a  very  serious  and  ever  increasingly  serious  question,  what 
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you  are  going  to  do, — First,  you  who  have  not  reformed  your  rates  at  all,  and  secondly, 
you  that  have  reformed  your  rates  only  as  to  new  members?  Dr.  Ferguson  has  been  of 
great  service  to  you  in  giving  you  suggestions  which  are  helpful  in  connection  with 
these  questions,  and  I  trust  he  will  continue  to  do  so.  He  'has  been  of  great  assist- 
ance to  you  in  throwing  out  suggestions  here  from  time  to  time.  I  have  heard  him 
myself  throw  out  some  most  valuable  suggestions,  and  I  trust  you  will  not  lose  courage,  but 
j  on  and  accept  the  fact  as  ascertained,  what  the  price  of  insurance  is,  and  that  he 
will  then  persuade  you  to  take  the  next  step,  you  that  are  not  already  persuaded.  If 
he,  backed  by  the  results  which  many  Societies  have  got  that  have  already  reformed, 
does  not  persuade  you,  why  then,  even  though  one  should  arise  from,  the  dead,  I  don't 
think  persuasion  would  follow. 

Now,  you  must  make  up  your  minds  to  face  a  troublesome  question,  otherwise 
the  day  will  come  when  the  Society  will  be  simply  past  praying  for.  I  don't  think 
you  should  delay  reform  on  any  fine  question  of  actuarial  calculation. 

Bro.  T.  A.  Hastings:  It  is  the  dear  old  man  you  have  got  to  think  about  and  deal 
with. 

Mb.  Hunter:  Yes,  of  course,  I  understand  you,  but  there  is  no  doubt  it  is  a  very, 
very  serious  and  urgent  question. 

Now,  one  form  of  relief  that  was  debated  here,  and  that  Dr.  Ferguson  discussed, 
was  whether  you  could  not  adopt  a  rate  discriminating  somewhat  against  the  younger 
lives;  that  is,  as  between  younger  and  older  lives,  not  to  adhere  too  closely  to  the  net 
premium  as  your  basis  in  the  case  of  very  young  lives.  Those  lives  would  still  get 
insurance  at  very  low  rates,  much  lower  than  commercial  rates,  as  the  Doctor  very  well 
knows.  There  is  a  very  great  difference  between  commercial  rates  and  the  rate  that 
your  Societies  are  charging.  You  might  certainly  gain  something  there.  Then  there 
is  the  loading.  If  you  load  your  net  premiums,  as  you  must,  of  course,  do  to  some  ex- 
tent, you  must  take  the  loading  either  in  the  form  of  a  separate  due,  or  add  it  to  the 
insurance  premium — either  do  one  thing  or  the  other.  Of  course,  you  take  it  in  two 
pieces,  as  a  rule,  take  it  under  two  names.  It  is  all  the  same  loading,  as  your  President 
calls  it  here  in  his  address.  Now,  diminishing  the  cost  of  your  maintenance  in  the 
way  we  have  been  talking  of,  the  question  is,  couldn't  you  add  a  little  of  that  present 
maintenance  fund  to  your  insurance  fund?  All  these  things  ought  to  be  carefully 
considered.  It  would  be  a  very  easy  thing,  I  should  say,  to  amend  the  Constitution, 
if  necessary,  so  that  if  the  maintenance  fund  exceeds  at  any  time  what  is  absolutely 
required,  the  excess  could  be  transferred  to  the  other  fund. 

Bro.  F.  G.  Inwood:  Mr.  President,  I  think  it  would  be  a  rather  ungraceful  thing 
for  us  to  allow  Mr.  Hunter  to  pass  out  without  some  expression  of  our  appreciation. 
Mr.  Hunter,  as  we  all  know,  is  too  well  tried  a  veteran  to  be  susceptible  to  any  flattery, 
but  I  suppose  he  is  like  all  mortals,  he  is  not  averse  to  having  a  little  sincere  appre- 
ciation of  any  effort  he  may  give.  Now,  we  have  heard  a  very  illuminating  address, 
and  I  think  it  has  also  had  a  fine  flavor  of  humor  about  it,  which  we  all  greatly  admire. 
(Hear!  Hear!)  I  have  known,  as  many  of  you  have  known,  Mr.  Hunter  for  many 
years.  I  venture  to  say,  with  the  approval  of  all  of  you,  that  the  -Ontario  Government 
has  no  more  loyal,  capable  and  reliable  officer  on  its  staff,  and  speaking  as  one  of  the 
members  of  this  Association,  ever  since  its  inception  eighteen  years  ago,  we  have  met 
Mr.  Hunter  during  all  that  long  course  of  years,  and  he  has  never  hesitated  to  point  out  our 
defects,  to  chasten  us  and  reprove  us,  and,  where  necessary,  punish  us  to  the  fullest 
extent  of  his  ability,  but  at  the  same  time  he  has  always  done  it  in  a  spirit  which 
showed  that  he  wished  to  assist  us  in  every  possible  way,  and  he  has  assisted  us  in  our 
legislation,  and  no  suggestion  has  ever  been  carried  to  him  that  he  has  not  given  full 
thought  and  consideration  to,  and  advised  us  to  the  best  of  his  ability  out  of  the  long 
store  of  his  experience. 
47' in. 
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I  desire  to  move  that  we  record  an  expression  of  appreciation  in  our  minutes  of  Mr. 
Hunter's  address  and  to  thank  him  sincerely  for  his  effort  here,  as  his  efforts  for  many 
years  past  have  always  been  appreciated,  and  to  hope  he  will  long  continue  in  health 
and  strength  to  visit  the  Annual  Meeting  of  our  Association,  and  give  us  the  benefit  of 
his  experience. 

Dr.  John  Ferguson:  I  have  much  pleasure  in  seconding  that  motion.  I  think  we 
can  say  of  Mr.  Hunter's  addresses  to  us  from  time  to  time,  somewhat  in  the  language 
of  Virgil  in  his  Aeneid,  "We  all  became  silent  and  intently  listened  when  he  rose  to 
speak  to  us."    You  remember  the  beautiful  way  that  Virgil  puts  it: 

"  Conticuere  omnes  intentique  ora  tenebant;  inde  toro  pater  Aeneas  sic  orsus  ab 
alto." 

It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  us  to  meet  you  from  year  to  year,  and  particularly  to 
have  you  meet  with  us.  While  we  have  not  progressed,  perhaps,  with  that  speed  in 
some  directions  that  I  know  you  would  fain  have  wished  us  to  have  done,  it  has  been 
because  the  difficulties  to  overcome  have  been  great,  and  these  difficulties  have  not 
always  been  attacked  with  the  bravery  and  fortitude  that  they  should  have  been 
attacked  with.  Still,  your  stimulating  words  have  done  very  much,  indeed,  to  enthuse 
those  that  were  already  awake  to  the  situation,  and  to  encourage  those  that  were  a  little 
more  timid  to  follow,  and  I  am  sure  that  if  the  various  Associations  represented  here 
would  only  seize  the  present  and  act  with  fortitude,  even  up  only  part  way  to  the 
saliency  of  your  advice,  there  would  be  little  danger  of  disaster.  I  have  great  pleasure 
in  seconding  the  motion  of  thanks. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  was  carried, 
with  applause. 

The  President:  Mr.  Hunter,  it  gives  me  very  great  pleasure,  indeed,  to  convey  to 
you  this  expression  of  our  appreciation  of  your  visit  to  us  to-day,  and  of  your  many  long 
and  valuable  services  to  the  cause  in  which  we  are  so  much  interested. 

Mr.  Hunter:  Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen,  I  assure  you  I  feel  very  deeply  the 
kindness  of  your  words,  and  coming  here  each  year  I  feel  as  if  it  were  a  real  treat  to 
me  in  the  wilderness  and  waste  of  hard  official  routine,  though  I  find  it  increasingly 
difficult  to  get  away;  and  I  should  have  liked  to  prepare  something  that  would  be  worthy 
of  your  listening  to.  However,  if  you  think  that  the  conversation  to-day  has  been  of 
service,  I  shall  be  very  glad.  I  shall  consider  very  fully  any  suggestions  that  you  have 
thrown  out  as  to  my  own  Department,  and  deal  with  them  later  on.  (Applause.) 

Bro.  W.  F.  Campbell:  Mr.  President,  just  one  moment.  Bro.  Inwood  called  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  iMr.  Hunter  has  been  with  you  for  the  last  eighteen  or  nineteen 
years.  I,  however,  just  at  this  stage  would  like  to  say  that  probably  I  have  a  longer 
acquaintance  with  Mr.  Hunter  than  any  man  in  the  room,  and  I  can  remember  on  many 
occasions  when  Mr.  Hunter  pulled  these  ears  good  and  hard  because  I  made  mistakes 
in  my  translation  in  my  Aeneid,  forty  years  ago.
